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Temporary 
principals 
at 2 schools

NEWTON — Both Mason-Rice and 
Countryside Elementary Schools will 
have temporary principals next year 
following the failure of the interview- 
ing team for Mason-Rice to agree ona 
candidate, 


Meadowbrook Junior High may 
also have an acting principal next 
year, although the resignation of the 
current principal, Irwin Freedman is 
not yet official. 

Since this week’s meeting was the 
last regular meeting of the School 
Committee until September and since 
it would be difficult to form a 
representative interview team during 
the summer, Superintendent Aaron 
Fink recommended that Coun- 
tryside’s principal, Vincent Simone, 
be transferred to Mason-Rice for one 
year only as acting principal and then 
returned to Countryside. Jean Hurd, 
who has served since January as ac- 
ting principal at Countryside while 
Simone was on sabbatical, will con- 
tinue to serve in that capacity next 
year. 

Hurd has also served as the prin- 
cipal of Davis School. 

In the interest of continuity at the 
two schools, the School Committee 
voted to approve Fink's recommenda- 
tion. Susan Silbey abstained. 

Several parents from the Coun- 
tryside community criticized Fink’s 
recommendation largely because 
they felt they were not properly con- 
sulted or informed. One parent said 
she first heard of the recommenda- 
tion to transfer Simone when she went 
to Crystal Lake over the weekend. 

Fink apologized to the community 
for not contacting them and explained 
that he was unable to met with them 


last week. He added that he had ar- 
ranged to meet with the faculty of 
both schools when he learned of the in- 
terview teams decision last Tuesday 
night. 

The principalship at Mason-Rice 
became open when Gene Gray, prin- 
cipal of the school for 10 years, an- 
nounced his retirement. 


Although Freedman's letter of 
resignation has not yet been received 
by Fink’s office, an article in the 
“Vineyard Gazette,” on June 23 
stated that Freedman had been 
selected to serve as the new principal 
of the West Tisbury School on the 
island of Martha’s Vineyard. 


Since the School Committee will 
hold no regular meetings until 
September, Fink asked for a motion 
to allow Meadowbrook’s assistant 
principal, William Jesdale, to serve 
as acting principal in the event that 
Freedman resigns, 

If the vacancy occurs, the commit- 
tee voted 5-2 to allow the interview 
process to begin as early as possible. 
The date for the new principal to fill 
the vacancy was left fairly open- 
ended (Jan. 1, 1982 - Sept. 1, 1982) with 
the hopes of drawing a broader range 
of candidates. 

Katherine Jones and Nancy Mann 
voted against the motion. Jones felt it 
was unfair to ask an acting principal 
to serve for an undetermined time, 
while Mann pointed out that the 
search for a new principal at 
Meadowbrook, or Charles Brown 
Junior High, should not be the 
school’s first priority. 

On Monday night the committee 
unanimously approved Fink’s recom- 
mendation to. appoint Andrea Dem- 
browsky as the new principal of 
Horace Mann Elementary.

City considers law 
on DNA experiments 


NEWTON — A proposed ordinance 
regulating recombinant DNA ex- 
periments was in the city was 
presented to aldermen last week. 

The ordinance has been drafted by 
City Health Commissioner Bernice 
Joyal and was presented at a public 
hearing where experts on opposing 
sides of the genetic experimentation 
controversy faced off. 

Dioxyribonucleic Acid (DNA) is 
the basic organic material which 
transmits hereditary traits in 
humans. A growing number of firms 
and academic institutions, including 
Harvard University in Cambridge, 
are involved in the implanting of 
genetic DNA from one organism to 
another to gain an understanding of 
growing and aging. 

Some experts claim that DNA ex- 
periments are potentially dangerous 
and could result in cancer causing 
agents and other biological bacteria 
with no known antibiotics endanger- 
ing acommunity. 

Although no institutions in Newton 
are known to be involved in DNA ex- 
periments, according to Joyal, the or- 
dinance is ‘‘in anticipation of any

firms that may be interested in doing 
DNA experiments in the city.” 

The proposed ordinance calls for 
firms experimenting with DNA to 
abide by National Institute of Health 
(NIH) guidelines. In addition, the or- 
dinance requires that all firms plann- 
ing to use DNA technology to obtain a 
permit, which can be denied, from the 
Health Department. 

Dr Christine Oliver, director of oc- 
cupational medicine at the 
Massachusetts General Hospital in 
Boston, told aldermen at the City Hall 
meeting that an ordinance is needed 
“to protect worker’s health and the 
public’s health.” 

Oliver stressed that existing regula- 
tions are inadequate. She explained: 
“Some sort of regulation is needed for 
people who don’t fall under OSHA or 
NIH guidelines.” 

Oliver said workers have been ex- 
posed to chemicals and carcinogens 
because of a lack of safety regulations 
and enforcement. She explained: 
“Environmental monitoring in 
general industry is sporadic in most 
cases and inadequate...Biological

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HUD won't block 
condo conversion 


NEWTON - Tenants of Chestnut Hill 

Gardens have lost a major battle in 
their fight to prevent the con- 
dominium conversion of the twin- 
tower complex. 

The Department of Housing and Ur- 
ban Development (HUD) has refused 
to block the sale of the building to new 
owners despite the use of an $18 
million HUD subsidized mortgage 
and loan guarantee by the original 
developers. Ownership was transfer- 
red in February to CHR General, Inc. 
(the Connecticut Bank and Trust). 

In a letter to US Rep. Barney 
Frank, HUD Secretary Samuel R. 
Pierce Jr. said the governmental 
agency does not have the legal 
authority to block the sale of the two- 
year-old complex. 

The force behind the renters’ 
uproar is their claim that they were 
promised the 428-unit structure would

WEST NEWTON — Imagine you are 
playing a round of golf or taking a 
relaxing sail on Boston Harbor, when 
a brightly colofied balloon is carried 
towards you by the breeze. 

Upon closer examination, you 
discover a note attached to the string 
of the balloon, and it says, ‘‘Dear 
balloon finder— Our school is laun- 
ching balloons. We're wondering how 
far away they will travel. Please 
write back and tell us where you 
found this balloon.” 

To some people in and around the 
Boston area, this scene is a familiar 
one. To the students at the Franklin 
School in West Newton, where the 
balloons where launched, it is an op- 
portunity to communicate with 
strangers in a unique and friendly 
way. 

At the Franklin School Field Day, 
held Friday, June 12, the students 
launched 500 helium filled balloons, 
each with a plastic-covered index 
card attached to the string with the 
note on it and signed by one of the 
students. The first balloon was found

NEWTON — Ald. Mark White, 
along with others determined to pre- 
vent a private firm from taking over 
the Fire Department emergency am- 
bulance service, will have to foot the 
bill to challenge a recent decision by 
Mayor Theodore Mann in court. 

In a special meeting at City Hall 
this week, the Board of Aldermen 
voted 10 to 9 not to pay for an attorney 
to challenge Mann's decision to go out 
to private contract with the am- 
bulance service. 

White, a mayoral candidate who 
has led the three-month battle to re- 
tain the service, did not appear disap- 
pointed after the meeting. 

“It was expected," he said. “I was 
surprised it was that close.” 

White said he will file a complaint in 
Middlesex Superior Court this week to 
prevent Mann from dismantling the 
in-house ambulance service. Several 
lawyers associated with White have 
been working on a complaint against 
Mann and the city for the last month. 

On the floor of the board, he ex- 
plained: “The only way this matter 
can be resolved is by a court of law 
and it will be resolved by a court of 
Jaw. A complaint will be filed.” 

Despite a a two-thirds majority vote 
by aldermen on June 1 to force Mann 
to fund the ambulance service for 
three months, the mayor signed a 
three-year contract with Chaulk Am- 
bulance Company last week. 

Aldermen employed a rarely used 
state statute designed as a check on 
mayoral powers in the effort to force 
Mann to fund the service while alter- 
natives were explored.

Acting on the advice of the city’s 
Law Department, Mann maintains 
that aldermen lost their power to 
employ the statute after they passed 
the municipal budget. 

Aldermen, who also usually rely on 
the Law Department, have been left 
without a legal counsel to challenge 
Mann as a result of the split between 
the legislative body and the Executive 
Department. 

White and other aldermen claim the 
move to switch to a private firm is a 
public safety risk. Mann, however, 
claims Chaulk will provide ‘equal or 
superior” service at a minimum sav- 
ings of $320,000 to taxpayers. 

After the meeting, White said he 
has received the support of residents 
and other aldermen to help pay the 
costs in the legal battle to maintain 
the city ambulance service. 

“T am not anticipating a problem,” 
he said. ‘We'll have the resources."" 
White speculated that the legal costs 
could run as high as $5,000. 

Ald, Ethel Sheehan and others 
claimed it was not necessary for the 
board to fund the legal battle if White 
insists on taking the matter to court 
regardless. 

Ald. Richard McGrath, however, 
called on aldermen not to be a ‘‘rub- 
ber stamp” for the administration. 
McGrath called Mann's decision ‘‘a 
unilateral action.” 

Ald. Paul Coletti agreed. ‘People 
are looking for all types of escapes 
rather than sticking together to unify 
and do what the board thinks is 
right.””

NEWTON - Reaffirming his ‘‘com- 
mitment to good government in 
Newton,” Mayor Theodore Mann for- 
mally announced his bid for re- 
election last week. 

Mann, seeking a fourth term at City 
Hall, joins Ald. Mark White and 
Waban resident Bruce Marquis in the 
race. 

Standing against a backdrop of 
black and orange re-election signs, 
Mann told some 250 friends and sup- 
porters at the Sidney Hill Country 
Club that ‘during the years ahead, 
you will find the experience, mature 
judgment, ability and creativity of 
this administrative team more vital 
and productive than ever."” 

Louis Kaitz, chairman of finances 
for the campaign, said his committee 
has raised close to $11,000 over the 
past two weeks. The mayor raised ap- 
proximately $50,000 during his last 
campaign, but will need $75,000 to 
$80,000 ‘‘to do the kind of job he has to 
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Boston Edison employees, all of 
whom signed the letter, who had 
found the balloon on the company 
grounds in Roxbury, 

“We have also received replies 
from people who found balloons in 
Boston Harbor. The wind was blowing 
in the direction of the ocean that day, 
so that's where a lot of the balloons 
ended up,” said Enright.

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Mental health care 
for needy is 
Backman’s concern 


BOSTON — Sen. Jack H. Backman, 
chairman of the special senate com- 
mittee investigating seclusion, 
restraint and deaths in state sup- 
ported facilities’ today issued the 
following statement in response to the 
release of ‘‘The Report of the Blue 
Ribbon Commission on the Future of 
Public Inpatient Mental Health Ser- 
vices in Ma: husetts."’ 

“I fully agree with the Blue Ribbon 
Commission that there should be a 
single class of mental health care for 
all people in the Commonwealth, rich 
or poor. However, this does not 
necessarily require the private sector 
to take over all mental health care 
within five years. Ata minimum, this 
transition would be an enormous ad- 
ministrative task. 

“More importantly, the changeover 
to private vendors could create a new 
dual standard, with first class care 
only for those who can afford to pay 
more. The question must be 
answered: If we turn over the entire 
mental health system to the private 








sector will a client who depends on 
state aid get with full state funding’ 
care comparable to a client who has 
ample personal funds? 

“Either a government system or a 
privately run system could result in 
quality care. The real issues are ad- 
ministration, personnel, and funding. 

“The ‘Blue Ribbon Commission’ 
minority report raises these very 
issues. If we turn over the care of all 
mental patients to the private ven- 
dors, we must be sure that the state 
can effectively license’ monitor, en- 
force quality standards and fund such 
a program. Only if we can be assured 
that all persons will be afforded quali- 
ty care, would the Blue Ribbon report 
be fully acceptable. 


“rhe Senate budget contains a pro- 
vision submitted by me for a com- 
prehensive study of mental health 
funding and administration. This 
should be an ongoing process in order 
to complete the work of the Blue Rib- 
bon Commission.” 


Frank backs arts

grant applications for arts and 
humanities projects. 

“Some budget cuts are necessary 
but the arts have been asked to carry 
an excessive share of the burden,” 
said Frank, a member of the ex- 
ecutive committee of the Congres- 
sional Arts Caucus. 

Research indicates that for every 
dollar spent for the arts and 
humanities, five dollars are 
generated in supplemental jobs and 
services in the private sector, Frank 
added. The Fourth District lawmaker 
has urged President Reagan to 
modify the cuts in arts funding. 

Frank recently was asked by 
Micael B. Folsom, executive 
secretary of the Charles River 
Historic Industries in Waltham, to 
fight the proposed recisions in 
humanities funding. 

CRHI recently was awarded two 
grants — one for $74'302, the other for 
$23,662 — to assemble a history of the 
early industrial center. The awards 
are to serve as seed money to attract 
matching grants from private con- 
tributors. 

Meanwhile, the Interior Subcom- 
mittee has approved a 1982 budget for 
the humanities of $144 million, com- 
pared with $85 million sought by the 
administration. No action has been 
taken yet in the Senate.

Fire safety 


Mass meetings 


This is the last in a series of columns prepared by the Insurance In- 


formation Institute. 


Business meeting planners should put fire safety at the top of the agen- 


da. 


Safety of the meeting facility should be as much a consideration as con- 
venience of location and quality of services. It's important that meetiny, 
sites have a fire alarm system, adequate emergency lighting for exits 
and no obstructions blocking corridors or routes of escape. 

The Institute advises business meeting planners to make sure that each 
elevator has a sign warning against use in a fire and that meeting rooms 
have sufficient exits. For more than 1,000 people, four exits are needed; 
from 300 to 1,000 people, three exits, and from 50 to 300, two exits. 

Local codes and ordinances on use of flammable or combustible 
materials should be observed at the meeting site. These tips for fire safe- 
ty also apply to any type of gathering in a public place. 

If an executive or meeting planner has doubts about a facility’s safety,

NEWTON - Calling it a ‘‘controver- 
sial”’ agreement, Police Union Presi- 
dent Robert Magni could not predict 
whether the rank and file would vote 
for a contract worked out between the 
Newton Police union and the city. 

The agreement would give Newton 
police officers a two-year 15 percent 
pay raise and parity with the city’s 
firefighters. Approval of the contract, 
however, would force policemen to 
sacrifice benefits earned through past 
collective bargaining. 

If the agreement. is approved, 
policemen will lose their $110 clothing 
allowance and find their bonus for col- 
lege courses cut from $10 to $8.50 a 
credit. 


“Some people feel we're going 
backwards, that we're giving up too 
much,” said Magni. “If the body 
wants us (the bargaining committee) 
to continue in this direction, we'll 
vote. Otherwise, it’s back to the 
table.” 


Newton Police have been working 
without a contract for almost a full 
year. 

According to Magni, a vote on the 
contract is not expected until next 
Wednesday. 


“The key thing is the base pay. We 
have parity now, " continued Magni. 
He said, however, that eliminating a 
benefit, such as the clothing 
allowance, is hard. 












Magni also expects some resistance 
from the officers who have taken col- 
lege courses. Approximately 120 of 
the city’s 200 police officers receive 
some monies from the $10 per credit 
benefit. 


James Hickey, chief administrative 
aide to the Mayor, thought the agree-

Police officers will be compensated 
for giving up their clothing allowance 
and for accepting the reduction in the 
payment for college credits.

Chiropractic

Children do not like being awkward or clumsy but sometimes, they 
cannot help themselves. They may have a structural imbalance that 
leads to uneven muscle sttrength or poor posture. Once a child 
becomes accustomed to poor posture, it is more difficult to correct, 
especially if the muscles and nerves have become used to the 
imbalance.

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Waban organizes volunteers for library

WABAN — The Waban community 
was ired when their branch library 
was one of three threatened with im- 
mediate closing this year, 

The outpouring of Waban residents 
and groups from other communities 
to the public hearing on the recom- 
mended consolidation plan convinced 
the Board of Library Trustees to 
postpone the closings, at least for 
another year, and give the communi- 
ty offers of volunteer support a try. 

Not only has the Waban community 
kept their promise so far and 
developed the most organized net- 
work of volunteers, but they are cur- 
rently seeking approval from the city 
to rent unoccupied space in the 
library’s basement. 

The Board of Library Trustees has 
already approved leasing the space to 
the Psychoanalytic Institute of New 
England East for $500 a month. Now 
the decision rests with Mayor 
Theodore Mann's office. 


Revenue from the rental, if the re- 
quest is approved, would go into the 
city’s general treasury and not to the 
‘ibrary budget. 

Mayor Mann said in an interview on 
Thursday that the city's law depart- 
ment is currently reviewing the re- 
quest and that he could not speculate 
on approval of the request until the 
review is camnlete 


“If it does work out that it can be 
done, I'd be most happy to cooperate 
with the Waban community,’’ Mann 
said. 

“T admire that community for tak- 
ing the initiative through volunteers 
and this recommendation (to rent 
space) to attempt to mitigate the cut- 
backs,” Mann added. 

A member of the Institute seeking 
to rent the space said the idea to use 
the library was conceived by several 
Waban residents who are faculty 
members of the Institute. The feeling 
was that the use of the library would 
be mutually beneficial. 

Having just received a donation of a 


large psychoanalytic library from a 
deceased member, the group was 
looking for space to set up the library 
and hold evening meetings. The group 
is also negotiating to reserve the right 
to use the basement during the day. 


Dorothy Reichard, president of the 
library trustees, agrees that Waban is 
the community with the greatest 
volunteer response to date. However, 
Reichard emphasizes that when the 
volunteer program takes effect, it 
needs to be a city-wide program “‘if it 
is going to work.”” 


Although some of the volunteers 
will begin helping the librarians in Ju- 
ly, Reichard said the majority will not 
begin until September. 

According to Reichard, the ad hoc 
committee on consolidation is being 
reactivated and will be expanded to 
include a greater number of represen- 
tatives from communities. The com- 
mittee is “aiming for a more com- 
prehensive five-year plan’ with one 
of the main considerations being a 
new main library, Reichard said. 


The committee on consolidation 
was originally formed in January 1981 
as part of the Board of Library 
Trustees implementation of the 
recommendations of the King Report 

The King Report, an analysis of the 
Newton’ Free Library system 
prepared by King Research, Inc., of 
Rockville, Maryland, called for a new 
main library and a system of four 
branch libraries. 

“Given the present budget con- 
straints, the library can provide con- 
venient service, or quality service, 
but not both,” the King Report said. 
“The branch system must be con- 
solidated.” 

The original report of the commit- 
tee on consolidation recommended 
closing Oak Hill, Waban and Lower 
Falls branches immediately because 
of budget cuts under Proposition 2 "2. 
Branches recommended for future 
closing were Upper Falls, Newton 
Highlands, West Newton, and Nonan- 
tum. Others were to be considered on- 
ly when plans for a new main library 
were in tact. 


Water bill case settled for $150 


NEWTON — A Newton Highlands 
woman has agreed to accept $150 as a 
settlement in a dispute with the city 
over her water bill that has lasted 
several years and drawn nationwide 
attention. 


Claire Arafe of 28 Brierfield Rd., 
Newton Highlands, went to small 
claims court last week to dispute her 
1977 water bill that cost her $436, 


Newton District Court Judge Paul 
Chernoff took the case under advise- 
ment and urged the city and Mrs. 
Arafe to try to reach an out-of-court 
settlement. 


Mrs. Arafe said she subsequently 
agreed to accept the $150. 


Mrs. Arafe’s problems began in 
1977 when she began receiving water 
bills she felt were exorbitantly high. 


In June 1977’ the water bill for the 
previous six months was $285.50. The 
two bills prior to that one, each for 
six-month intervals, were $60.50 and 
$90. 

According to water department 
records referred to by Porter at the 
trial, Mrs. Arafe’s yearly bills for the 
years 1971-74 were $70, $109, $86, and 
$68 respectively. In 1975-6, the years 
that estimated readings were taken, 
each bill came to $144, and in 1977, 
when an actual reading was taken at 
the house, the bill came to $350. In 
1978, the yearly bill was $82. 

Porter maintains that the drastic 


increase in the years 1975-77 was due 
to an increase in the price of water, 
which jumped from 28cents in 1972 to 
45cents in 1975. According to water 
department records, the Arafe 
household used an average of 160 
gallons of water a day per person in 
the 1974-77, compared to 150 gallons a 
day per person in 1972, the year the 
most water was used by the Arafes. 


Mrs. Arafe, who has four children, 
is still sure that an error was made on 
her bill, however. When she contacted 
the water department about the bills 
in 1977, she was told that the increase 
was due to the large amount of water 
used to fill her swimming pool. The 
Arafe’s do not have a swimming pool, 
though, and then she was told it was 
because of her underground sprinkler 
system, which the Arafes had for one 
year and dismantled in 1970, long 
before the increases in her bills 
began. 


In Sept. 1977, Mrs. Arafe paid the 
bill for $436 because she was told that 
a lien would be put on her house if 8 
she failed to do so. Now she wants an 
abatement, and the city has told her 
she can’t have one. 


“When I found that out I thought, 
‘Now don’t you feel like a fool, paying 
your bill, thinking you are doind the 
right thing,’” said Mrs. Arafe.

A way to save 
thrift institutions 


Help may be on its way for embattled 
thrift institutions, notably the Federal Sav- 
ings and Loan Associations and mutual 
savings banks, hit hard by money market 
funds. 

These investment groups, unregulated 
and carrying little overhead, have a vir- 
tually insurmountable advantage over the 


“thrifts,” the conventional depositaries. 
The consequence has been a_ steady 


outflow of deposits from banks, creating 





national concern over the capability of - 


many to survive. 

Massachusetts has far fewer troubled 
banks than elsewhere in the country, but 
the problem is the same. Deposit 
withdrawals because of the money 
markets mean there is less money to lend. 
Coupled with the high interest rates caus- 
ed by inflation, the No. 1 victim has been 
the housing mortgage. 

Some banks are out of the mortgage 
business completely. Others are writing 
them only for customers and charging 
points. A point is one percent of the loan 
amount, designed to offset processing 
costs. 

After a brief spurt, housing is back in the 
doldrums, with single home construction 
almost wiped out. Meanwhile, money 
market funds continue to advance well 
beyond the $100 billion mark. 

Government has been reluctant to put a 
bridle on the money market operators for 
the valid reason they have enabled in- 
dividuals with moderate savings to ride 
the inflationary tide. Those with fixed in- 
comes have benefited greatly if willing to 
take the risks instead of staying with 
banks. 

If there is to be change, however, it un- 
doubtedly should come through ways in 
which the thrift institutions can become 
more competitive. In Congress, the House 
Committee on Banking has chewed away 
on the bone for the past two years or so 
without coming up with much much. Now, 
Washington is finally convinced a crisis 
exists and solutions have to be found. 

Mutual savings banks soon will lose the 
slight advantage they have had through 
Regulation Q in a higher interest rate than 
commercial banks. But this is so minor in 
comparison with the great spread other- 
wise, it is not apt to be a factor. 

A general lifting of rates for all banks 
under regulation is one recommendation. 
Another is for making higher deposit totals 
tax exempt, well beyond the $400 amount 
now proposed for couples. Still another is 
for government agency purchase of low- 
yield mortgages, thus channeling money 
into the mortgage mainstream. 

Tax incentives, say up to $1,000, would 
help. And there are kinds of restrictive re- 
quirements on the money market funds 
which would be justifiable. 

The thrifts are pushing a form of tax in- 
centive which could be an extremely im- 
portant reach for competitive equity. 
Before the Congress is an industry pro- 
posal to enable the banks to offer tax-free 
certificates of varying denominations, in- 
sured by a federal agency, and providing a 
net return described as ‘‘rewarding.” The 
yields would be equal to Treasury bills, 
well up in double figures. 

“FAIR” is the acronym given the cer- 
tificates by Savings and The Loan Founda- 
tion. It may well be the way to go. 
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Fall election taking shape

As the July 28 deadline approaches, a grand total of 62 
people have nomination papers and are considering run- 
ning in the city’s fall elections. 

There are some interesting gaps in this list, as well as 
the usual retirees from public life and a few names that 
seem to crop up in every election. 

It looks as though there will be several preliminary, or 
run-off, elections Sept. 22 to choose nominees for 
November. 


The race that will draw the most attention, of course, is 
the mayoral election. 

Incumbent Mayor Theodore Mann has officially an- 
nounced he will seek a fourth term, and he will be 
challenged in the Sept. 22 preliminary by Bruce Marquis 
and Mark White. 

The two among the three with the most votes will be the 
nominees for the November election. 


While Marquis toils in the vineyards trying to make his 
name known, White, a Newton alderman, appears to 
have chosen a campaign route that has been tried before 
in races against Mann, and has all always failed—con- 
frontation. ‘ 

In this year’s version, he is using the ambulance issue 
as his vehicle.

Justice Potter Stewart’s surprise retirement from the 
Supreme Court has given President Ronald Reagan the 
opportunity to make one of the most important and en- 
during decisions of his presidency. The man or woman 
whom he selects to replace Stewart may be deciding con- 
stitutional cases well into the 21st century. How many 
other decisions does a president get to make which con- 
tinue to affect the nation’s destiny for so many years 
after he is gone? It is likely, moreover, that President 
Reagan may have the opportunity — an opportunity com- 

letely denied to President Carter — to fill even more 

Bupreme Court vacancies in the not too distant future. 
Several of the justices, including Chief Justice Warren 
Burger, are in their 70s. Rumors of ill health and 
dissatisfaction periodically filter through the marble col- 
umns of the high court. By 1984 — the end of Reagan’s 
first term — we may have a relatively new Supreme 
Court, virtually all of whose members will have been ap- 
pointed by conservative Republican presidents. With the 
Senate and the executive in the hands of the Republicans 
as well, this prospect raises some troubling questions 
about the ‘checks and balances” of our constitutional 
system — especially if President Reagan insists on filling 
the Supreme Court vacancies with political cronies who 
mirror his own specific philosophies and programs. 

What is needed for the Supreme Court are men and 
women with broad vision, open minds and varied ex- 
perience. There is no magic formula for selecting 
justices; no single track to judicial greatness. Our most 
distinguished justices have come from the widest variety 
of backgrounds. Oliver Wendell Holmes and Benjamin 

Cardoza were state judges before being elevated to the 
Supreme Court. Louis Brandeis — perhaps the most 
brilliant justice in our history — came out of a 
background of private practice in the public interest. 
William Douglas, Felix Frankburter and Wiley Rutledge 
were law professors. Robert Jackson was attorney 
general. Hugo Black was a United States senator. Earl 
Warren was a governor. What they — and other judicial 
giants — shared in common was a breadth of vision, a

deep compassion for the human condition, and a proven 
record of success and distinction in their previous 
careers. 

Some of the names prominently mentioned by sources 
close to President Reagan do not share these 
characteristics. Several are bureaucrats with proven 
records of mediocrity whose most notable attributes are 
political loyalty and a doctrinaire opposition to certain 
provisions in our Bill of Rights.

automatically ‘‘just because” they were women. There 


should be no special ‘Southern seat,” or ‘Jewish seat”’ 
or “black seat”’ on the Supreme Court. But if there had 
never been a southerner, or a Jew, or a black on the 
Court — especially if the exclusion had been deliberate — 
it would certainly behoove a president to remedy that in- 
equity as soon as possible. 

Being a woman should not — and, of course, need not — 
serve as a substitute for merit or distinction. The presi- 
dent should consider only women who merit an appoint- 
ment because of their distinction. There are, fortunately, 
numerous women who fill this bill. Being a woman 
should, however, replace other traditional non-merit con- 
siderations in the selection process, such as geography, 
party affiliation and perhaps even age. If a highly 
distinguished woman is found who happens to be a

Where are all the Democrats?

WASH NGTON (UPI) — Where have all the Democrats 
gone? 

That question floated in whispered tones through the 
Senate Finance Committee meeting room after the panel 
cast a 19-1 vote for President Reagan’s tax cut proposal. 

Nine senators have a ‘‘D” after their name denoting 
their Democratic affiliation, but only one — Sen. Bill 
Bradley, D-N.J. — voted against the Republican tax 
plan. 

Bradley said the across-the-board approach ‘doesn’t 
do enough for lower- and middle-income individuals.” He 
also said it was too risky to put a long-term tax cut into 
effect that could result in higher inflation and higher in- 
terest rates. 

The tax package — which sponsors and critics alike 
contend is the biggest tax cut in history — would cost 
over $275 billion over the next three years. 

It includes tax breaks for business, oil producers and 
royalty owners, reduced estate taxes, lower capital gains 
taxes and across-the-board rate cuts that would give the 
largest return to wealthy Americans. 

Sen. George Mitchell, D-Maine, said he voted for the 
package because “‘it contains more good than bad.” 

But, Mitchell said, “It overwhelmingly favors those 
with incomes over $50,000. It gives modest relief to those 
in the $20,000 to $50,000 income range and it gives no 
relief for those with incomes less than $20,000." 

He added, ‘‘Everbody in this committee ought to think 
about that before it goes to the (Senate) floor.” 

Mitchell said in addition to the across-the-board rate 
cuts, the reductions in the capital gains, estate and gift 
taxes all benefit the wealthy. 

Likewise, he noted, the committee voted to eliminate 
the current $200 per person tax exemption on income 
earned from interest on savings accounts — which af- 
fects all taxpayers — but retained part of the exemption 
for income from dividends, which benefits primarily 
middle- and upper-income Americans. 

In place of the interest exemption, the panel agreed to 
establish a $1,000 tax exemption for interest earned on 
one-year, high yielding ‘‘all-savers” certificates in hopes 
of pumping more money into the beleaguered savings a 
loan industry, making more money available for mor- 
tgage lending. 

But the committee refused to link the certificates to an 
institution's mortgage lending activities, despite at- 
tempts by Sen. I.loyd Bentsen, D-Texas, so it could end 
up helping profitable commercial banks as well. 





Despite his impassioned ple to help young couples who 
can’t afford to buy houses because of high mortgage in- 
terest rates, Bentsen was one of two Democrats who en- 
dorsed the president's tax bill from the outset — once a 
$2,500 tax credit for oi] royalty owners was added as a 
sweetner.

I feel com- 
pelled to respond, since many letters 
mentioned me by name. 

At present, it is agreed among all 
parties that the present ambulance 
service is superior. 

It is one of the few aspects of 
ejecta to attain such a high 

egree of favorability among Newton 
citizens. 

The mayor is attempting to con- 
tract this service out to a private con- 
tractor. 

Many of the aldermen feel that this 
move is not in the best interests of the 
people of Newton’ and question the 
alleged savings for the following 
reasons: 

Experience — Chaulk ambulance 
has no track record for municipal ser- 
vice. They have never contracted 
with any municipality for similar ser- 
vice. 

Personnel — Private ambulance 
service has a high rate of turnover. 
The poor wages to be paid lead one to 
believe that the EMT’S will be people 


“moonlighting” as opposed to the pre- 
sent full-time iremen : 


Response Time — Present firemen 
with knowledge of the city are being 
replaced with out-of-town personnel. 
Such lack of knowledge will affect 
critical response time. 

Economics — The mayor claims 
that the city will save $300,000. 

First, the cost of maintaining our 
superior service amounts to a max- 
imum of $20 per household.

Second, the private contractor will 
charge more than the city, City am- 
bulance fees were recently raised 
from $45 to $90. In addition to that 
recently approved 100 percent in- 
crease, Chaulk is charging $4 per 
mile, charging for oxygen and 
possibly other supplies or services. 

Before one believes the claim of 
$300,000 savings examine these 
figures. 

Chaulk will maintain three am- 
bulances with two men per am- 
bulance at a rate of $5 per man per 
hour equal to $30 total per hour or 
$720.00 per day. 

Over 365 days the cost for labor 
alone will be $262,800. 

Chaulk anticipates receipts of 
$150,000 leaving a loss of $112,800 on 
labor alone! If you add cost of 
gasoline, supplies, and benefits, it 
could approach a $200,000 loss. 

Does that seem likely for a private 
enterprise? 

It is clear that Chaulk will require a 
city subsidy, probably after the elec- 
tion. 

The Board of Aldermen is trying to 
preserve life-saving services in this 
city, not for political benefit as alleg- 
ed, but for the benefit of the citizens. 

This service is too important to 
gamble on a private contractor who 
conceivably stands to lose a great 
deal of money.

Overspending cure

The Massachusetts method of 
governmental finance is both simple 
and lunatic. Every year, state and 
local legislators pass budgets based 
on projected tax income; and every 
year, state and local administrators 
blandly proceed to ignore them. Just 
as in Washington, overspending 
allocations is considered not a sign of 
incompetence but of ‘‘clout.”” 

Is there any way to stop this annual 
multi-million carnival of waste and 
mismanagement? The answer is fair- 
ly obvious. All that is needed’ or ever 
has been needed, is to make every 
public official, at every leval of state 
and local government, wholly and 
personally responsible for any excess 
spent over and beyond his or her) 
stipulated budget. 

Even in Massachusetts, public 
funds cannot be dispensed completely 
without authorization. Sooner or 
later’ somewhere along the line, 
somebody has to say ‘‘yes;” 
somebody has to sign for it and take 
(on paper, at least) some part of the 
blame for the outlay. 

The key to solving our problems is 
simply to make that pro-forma 
bureaucratic ‘‘pseudo-responsibility”” 
into something zeal, unambiguous 
and personal. All we have to do, when 
a “public servant” spends money 
which the city, towns or state have not 
actually authorized is to nail him for 
it! 

How? First of all, fire him. In addi- 
tion, require the forfieture of all pen- 
sion rights and fringe benefits, and 
make him (or his estate) personally 
liable for every penny spent over and 
beyond his allocated budget. (If you 
want to argue that in many cases such 
sums would either be non-existent or 
uncollectible, still the public is surely 
entitled to everything that is siezable, 
simply as reparation for increasing 
our costs).

thousand dollars anybody spends 
“over budget,” or misdirects into 
uses not intended by the original fun- 
ding authority, put the fellow in jail 
for, say ‘ two weeks. That U comes to 
about 38 years per million. With peo- 
ple who run school departments 
(Boston’s overspent by $40 million 
this year) or the MBTA (which runs 
out of money more or less bi-monthly) 
or who are in charge of building 
things like the infamous Middlesex 
County Courthouse (or a_ public 
sewer, or nice pre-dilapidated struc- 
tures for the state university system)’ 
it could mean that we’d be rid of them 
from public life for just this side of an 
eternity. 

It will be argued that there are ex- 
ceptional departments, subject to real 
emergencies. And indeed there are; it 
is hard to predict winter, here, even 
for a woolly bear. Budgets for dealing 
with snow’ flood, riot or other 
catastrophes obviously have to be 
flexible, and nobody would deny the 
need for a tightly monitored fiscal 
reserve for executive use in time of 
calamity. 

But beyond that, there is no more 
reason for any public employee or ad- 
ministrator to overspend his authoriz- 
ed budget than there is for those of us 
who work for a living to imagine that 
we can somehow live beyond our per- 
sonal incomes without fear of disaster 
and reprisal. 

It is just that fear of reprisal that 
can cure the follies of public 
mismanagement. Make those who 
claim they want to run things run 
them properly — or take the conse- 
quences. No bail-outs, no deficiency 
appropriations’ no cover-up flimflam 
with expensive bond issues, nothing 
but swift and certain penalties for 
those who cannot (or will not) do their 
public jobs. It would stop overspen- 
ding like a shot. 

All it takes is legislative action. 
Whether it will ever get any, in 
Massachusetts, is entirely up to the 
voters.

A way to save 
thrift institutions 


Help may be on its way for embattled 
thrift institutions, notably the Federal Sav- 
ings and Loan Associations and mutual 
savings banks, hit hard by money market 
funds. 

These investment groups, unregulated 
and carrying little overhead, have a vir- 
tually insurmountable advantage over the 


“thrifts,” the conventional depositaries. 
The consequence has been a_ steady 


outflow of deposits from banks, creating

national concern over the capability of - 


many to survive. 

Massachusetts has far fewer troubled 
banks than elsewhere in the country, but 
the problem is the same. Deposit 
withdrawals because of the money 
markets mean there is less money to lend. 
Coupled with the high interest rates caus- 
ed by inflation, the No. 1 victim has been 
the housing mortgage. 

Some banks are out of the mortgage 
business completely. Others are writing 
them only for customers and charging 
points. A point is one percent of the loan 
amount, designed to offset processing 
costs. 

After a brief spurt, housing is back in the 
doldrums, with single home construction 
almost wiped out. Meanwhile, money 
market funds continue to advance well 
beyond the $100 billion mark. 

Government has been reluctant to put a 
bridle on the money market operators for 
the valid reason they have enabled in- 
dividuals with moderate savings to ride 
the inflationary tide. Those with fixed in- 
comes have benefited greatly if willing to 
take the risks instead of staying with 
banks. 

If there is to be change, however, it un- 
doubtedly should come through ways in 
which the thrift institutions can become 
more competitive. In Congress, the House 
Committee on Banking has chewed away 
on the bone for the past two years or so 
without coming up with much much. Now, 
Washington is finally convinced a crisis 
exists and solutions have to be found. 

Mutual savings banks soon will lose the 
slight advantage they have had through 
Regulation Q in a higher interest rate than 
commercial banks. But this is so minor in 
comparison with the great spread other- 
wise, it is not apt to be a factor. 

A general lifting of rates for all banks 
under regulation is one recommendation. 
Another is for making higher deposit totals 
tax exempt, well beyond the $400 amount 
now proposed for couples. Still another is 
for government agency purchase of low- 
yield mortgages, thus channeling money 
into the mortgage mainstream. 

Tax incentives, say up to $1,000, would 
help. And there are kinds of restrictive re- 
quirements on the money market funds 
which would be justifiable. 

The thrifts are pushing a form of tax in- 
centive which could be an extremely im- 
portant reach for competitive equity. 
Before the Congress is an industry pro- 
posal to enable the banks to offer tax-free 
certificates of varying denominations, in- 
sured by a federal agency, and providing a 
net return described as “‘rewarding.” The 
yields would be equal to Treasury bills, 
well up in double figures. 

“FAIR” is the acronym given the cer- 
tificates by Savings and The Loan Founda- 
tion. It may well be the way to go. 
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Fall election taking shape

As the July 28 deadline approaches, a grand total of 62 
people have nomination papers and are considering run- 
ning in the city’s fall elections. 

There are some interesting gaps in this list, as well as 
the usual retirees from public life and a few names that 
seem to crop up in every election. 

It looks as though there will be several preliminary, or 
run-off, elections Sept. 22 to choose nominees for 
November. 


The race that will draw the most attention, of course, is 
the mayoral election.

Incumbent Mayor Theodore Mann has officially an- 
nounced he will seek a fourth term, and he will be 
challenged in the Sept. 22 preliminary by Bruce Marquis 
and Mark White. 

The two among the three with the most votes will be the 
nominees for the November election. 


While Marquis toils in the vineyards trying to make his 
name known, White, a Newton alderman, appears to 
have chosen a campaign route that has been tried before 
in races against Mann, and has ali always failed—con- 
frontation. 

In this year's version, he is using the ambulance issue 
as his vehicle. 

Both sides have logical arguments on the question of 
who should provide the city’s ambulance service. 

The mayor wants to turn the ambulance service over to 
a private company to save an estimated $300,000. He

Justice Potter Stewart's surprise retirement from the 
Supreme Court has given President Ronald Reagan the 
opportunity to make one of the most important and en- 
during decisions of his presidency. The man or woman 
whom he selects to replace Stewart may be deciding con- 
stitutional cases well into the 21st century. How many 
other decisions does a president get to make which con- 
tinue to affect the nation’s destiny for so many years 
after he is gone? It is likely, moreover, that President 
Reagan may have the opportunity — an opportunity com- 
Bictely denied to President Carter — to fill even more 
upreme Court vacancies in the not too distant future. 
Several of the justices, including Chief Justice Warren 
Burger, are in their 70s. Rumors of ill health and 
dissatisfaction periodically filter through the marble col- 
umns of the high court. By 1984 — the end of Reagan's 
first term — we may have a relatively new Supreme 
Court, virtually all of whose members will have been ap- 
pointed by conservative Republican presidents. With the 
Senate and the executive in the hands of the Republicans 
as well, this prospect raises some troubling questions 
about the ‘‘checks and balances’’ of our constitutional 
system — especially if President Reagan insists on filling 
the Supreme Court vacancies with political cronies who 
mirror his own specific philosophies and programs. 

What is needed for the Supreme Court are men and 
women with broad vision, open minds and varied ex- 
perience. There is no magic formula for selecting 
justices; no single track to judicial greatness. Our most 
distinguished justices have come from the widest variety 
of backgrounds. Oliver Wendell Holmes and Benjamin 
Cardoza were state judges before being elevated to the 
Supreme Court. Louis Brandeis — perhaps the most 
brilliant justice in our history — came out of a 
background of private practice in the public interest. 
William Douglas, Felix Frankburter and Wiley Rutledge 
were law professors. Robert Jackson was attorney 
general. Hugo Black was a United States senator. Earl 
Warren was a governor. What they — and other judicial 
giants — shared in common was a breadth of vision, a

Not one word of pro- 
test was uttered by an alderman all during the time the 
mayor was preparing the budget’ going out to bid or 
selecting a bidder for the ambulance service. 

Why not? If it was of genuine concern, why not ap- 
proach the problem at a point when the solution would 
have been much easier to reach? 

Why wait until it was necessary to embarrass the suc- 
cessful bidder and make the city look like a collection of 
ill-informed idiots? 

It's grandstanding, but is it statesmanship?

Several are bureaucrats with proven 
records of mediocrity whose most notable attributes are 
Political loyalty and a doctrinaire opposition to certain 
provisions in our Bill of Rights. A few of those mentioned 
do have distinguished backgrounds, but it is not certain 
whether these names are under serious consideration or 
are being floated merely to lend credibility to the real list 
from which the selection will actually be made. 

It is against this background that the question arises: 
Should a woman be appointed to the Supreme Court? The 
current line — espoused by retiring Justice Stewart and 
most legal pundits — is that to appoint a woman ‘“‘just 
because” she is a woman would be to degrade the high 
court. But the court is already degraded by the scan- 
dalous fact that it has been an exclusive men's-only club 
for the nearly 200 years of its history. When Potter 
Stewart was selected for a seat on the court, he did not 
have to compete against any woman lawyers. It was a 
competition open only to men. 

It misses the point to argue that a woman should not be 
appointed to the Sunreme Court “just because” she is a 


the apparent lack of interest in running for School Com- 
mittee. 

School Committee races in the past have been among 
the most hotly contested. This year, unless someone gets 
nomination papers within the next couple of weeks, we 
will actually have two non-incumbents running UNOP- 
POSED for School Committee.

To date, they are running unopposed. Incumbents Nan- 
cy Mann, Susan Silbey and Ann Berwick are also running 
unopposed. That's five out of eight seats where there's no 
opposition. 

On the other hand, the Board of Aldermen's races are 
attracting more interest than usual. The only incumbent 
alderman who hadn't gotten his nomination papers by 
Monday was Robert Gaynor of Ward 1. 


The only incumbent aldermen running unopposed at 
this point are Ethel Sheehan and Rodney Barker, 
aldermen-at-large from Ward 6, and ward aldermen 
Elaine Gentile, Carol Ann Shea and Lisle Baker of Wards 
2,4and7. 

What did Bob Katz do to deserve this? The Ward 8 ward 
alderman, completing his first term, is the first incum- 
bent in recent memory to have five people take out 
nomination papers to run against him. 

So what did Katz do? Took out nomination papers to 
run at-large. I don’t think that will help.

There + 


should be no special ‘Southern seat,” or ‘Jewish seat” 
or “black seat” on the Supreme Court. But if there had 


never been a southerner, or a Jew, or a black on the ~ 


Court — especially if the exclusion had been deliberate — 
it would certainly behoove a president to remedy that in- 
equity as soon as possible. 

Being a woman should not — and, of course, need not — 
serve as a substitute for merit or distinction. The presi- 
dent should consider only women who merit an appoint- 
ment because of their distinction. There are, fortunately, 
numerous women who fill this bill. Being a woman 
should, however, replace other traditional non-merit con- 
siderations in the selection process, such as geography, 
party affiliation and perhaps even age. If a highly 
distinguished woman is found who happens to be a 
Democrat, or who happens to come from a part of the 
country which is already represented on the court, or 


who happens to be somewhat older or younger than the “ 


usual age for newly appointed justices, she snould be 
pent nonetheless. he should not be appointed ‘‘just 
cause” she is a woman, but rather because she is a 


highly distinguished woman who merits appointment. 


But the political, geographic and age factors — the non- 


merit factors that go into every appointment — should be 
discounted ‘‘just because” she is a woman. Such a selec- 
tion would not be an “affirmative action appointment” of 
a less qualified person. It would be a merit appointment 
in which one non-merit factor, namely gender, would 


prevail over other non-merit factors, such as geography, | 


party affiliation and age. 


There need be no trade-off between selecting a justice ., 


of high distinction and remedying the inequity of sexist 
discrimination. Both can be done. What must be avoided 
at all cost — and what should be rejected by the Senate if 
itis attempted — is the nomination of a mediocrity who 
May continue to serve on our highest court as we enter in- 
tothe 2ist century.

Where are all the Democrats?

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Where have all the Democrats 
gone? 

That question floated in whispered tones through the 
Senate Finance Committee meeting room after the panel 
cast a 19-1 vote for President Reagan’s tax cut proposal. 

Nine senators have a ‘‘D" after their name denoting 
their Democratic affiliation, but only one — Sen. Bill 
Bradley, D-N.J. — voted against the Republican tax 
plan. 

Bradley said the across-the-board approach ‘doesn’t 
do enough for lower- and middle-income individuals.” He 
also said it was too risky to put a long-term tax cut into 
effect that could result in higher inflation and higher in- 
terest rates. 

The tax package — which sponsors and critics alike 
contend is the biggest tax cut in history — would cost 
over $275 billion over the next three years. 

It includes tax breaks for business, oil producers and 
royalty owners, reduced estate taxes, lower capital gains 
taxes and across-the-board rate cuts that would give the 
largest return to wealthy Americans. 

Sen. George Mitchell, D-Maine, said he voted for the 
package because “‘it contains more good than bad."” 

But, Mitchell said, “It overwhelmingly favors those 
with incomes over $50,000. It gives modest relief to those 
in the $20,000 to $50,000 income range and it gives no 
relief for those with incomes less than $20,000.”

Mitchell said in rita See eet tcard rate 
cuts, the reductions in the capital gains, estate and gift 
taxes all benefit the wealthy. 

Likewise, he noted, the committee voted to eliminate 
the current §200 per person tax exemption on income 
earned from interest on savings accounts — which af- 
fects all taxpayers — but retained part of the exemption 
for income from dividends, which benefits primarily 
middle- and upper-income Americans. 

In place of the interest exemption, the panel agreed to 
establish a $1,000 tax exemption for interest earned on 
one-year, high yielding ‘‘all-savers” certificates in hopes 
of pumping more money into the beleaguered savings a 
loan industry, making more money available for mor- 
tgage lending. 

But the committee refused to link the certificates to an 
institution's mortgage lending activities, despite at- 
tempts by Sen. Lloyd Bentsen, D-Texas, so it could end 
up helping profitable commercial banks as well. 





Despite his impassioned ple to help young couples who 
can’t afford to buy houses because of high mortgage in- 
terest rates, Bentsen was one of two Democrats who en- 
dorsed the president's tax bili from the outset — once a 
$2,500 tax credit for oil royalty owners was added as a 
sweetner. Sen. David Boren, D-Okla., was the other. 

What about the other Democrats on the committee? 

Former committee chairman Russell Long, D-La., 
historically votes with the committee rather than along 
party lines, 

Sen. Harry Byrd, an independent Democrat from 
Virgina, has been siding with Republicans on most issues 
this session since the more conservative Republican 
wave swept through the Senate. 

The other Democrats — Sens. Spark Matsunaga of 
Hawaii, Daniel P. Moynihan of New York and Max 
Baucus of Montana — managed to find parts of the bill to 


sink their teeth into, giving them a reason to vote for it.

Ambulance service 


To the Editor: 

In the past few weeks, I have read 
letters critical of the effort to retain 
city ambulance service. I feel com- 
pelled to respond, since many letters 
mentioned me by name. 

At present, it is agreed among all 
parties that the present ambulance 
service is superior. 

It is one of the few aspects of 
(foci to attain such a high 

legree of favorability among Newton 
citizens. 

The mayor is attempting to con- 
tract this service out to a private con- 
tractor. 

Many of the aldermen feel that this 
move is not in the best interests of the 
people of Newton’ and question the 
alleged savings for the following 
reasons: 

Experience — Chaulk ambulance 
has no track record for municipal ser- 
vice. They have never contracted 
with any municipality for similar ser- 
vice. 

Personnel — Private ambulance 
service has a high rate of turnover. 
The poor wages to be paid lead one to 
believe that the EMT’S will be people 


“moonlighting” as opposed to the pre- 
sent full-time irement a 


Response Time — Present firemen 
with knowledge of the city are being 
replaced with out-of-town personnel. 
Such lack of knowledge will affect 
critical response time. 

Economics — The mayor claims 
that the city will save $300,000. 

First, the cost of maintaining our 
superior service amounts to a max- 
imum of $20 per household. 


Second, the private contractor will 
charge more than the city. City am- 
bulance fees were recently raised 
from $45 to $90. In addition to that 
recently approved 100 percent in- 
crease, Chaulk is charging $4 per 
mile, charging for oxygen and 
possibly other supplies or services. 

Before one believes the claim of 
$300,000 savings examine these 
figures. 

Chaulk will maintain three am- 
bulances with two men per am- 
bulance at a rate of $5 per man per 
hour equal to $30 total per hour or 
$720.00 per day. 

Over 365 days the cost for labor 
alone will be $262,800. 

Chaulk anticipates receipts of 
$150,000 leaving a loss of $112,800 on 
labor alone! If you add cost of 
gasoline, supplies, and benefits, it 
could approach a $200,000 loss. 

Does that seem likely for a private 
enterprise? 

It is clear that Chaulk will require a 
city subsidy, probably after the elec- 
tion. 

The Board of Aldermen is trying to 
preserve life-saving services in this 
city, not for political benefit as alleg- 
ed, but for the benefit of the citizens. 

This service is too important to 
gamble on a private contractor who 
conceivably stands to lose a great 
deal of money. 

With which service do you honestly 
feel more secure?

Overspending cure 


To the Editor: 

The Massachusetts method of 
governmental finance is both simple 
and lunatic. Every year, state and 
local legislators pass budgets based 
on projected tax income; and every 
year, state and local administrators 
blandly proceed to ignore them. Just 
as in Washington, overspending 
allocations is considered not a sign of 
incompetence but of ‘‘clout.”” 

Is there any way to stop this annual 
multi-million carnival of waste and 
mismanagement? The answer is fair- 
ly obvious. All that is needed’ or ever 
has been needed, is to make every 
public official, at every leval of state 
and local government, wholly and 
personally responsible for any excess 
spent over and beyond his or her) 
stipulated budget. 

Even in Massachusetts, public 
funds cannot be dispensed completely 
without authorization. Sooner or 
later’ somewhere along the line, 
somebody has to say ‘‘yes;”’ 
somebody has to sign for it and take 
(on paper, at least) some part of the 
blame for the outlay. 

The key to solving our problems is 
simply to make that pro-forma 
bureaucratic ‘‘pseudo-responsibility”’ 
into something zeal, unambiguous 
and personal. All we have to do, when 
a “public servant” spends money 
which the city, towns or state have not 
actually authorized is to nail him for 
it! 

How? First of all, fire him. In addi- 
tion, require the forfieture of all pen- 
sion rights and fringe benefits, and 
make him (or his estate) personally 
liable for every penny spent over and 
beyond his allocated budget. (If you 
want to argue that in many cases such 
sums would either be non-existent or 
uncollectible, still the public is surely 
entitled to everything that is siezable, 
simply as reparation for increasing 
our costs). 

And finally, just to show that fooling 
around with the public trust is really 
going to lack charm, from now on let's 
put a bit of useful mandatory punish- 
ment into the equation. For every

thousand dollars anybody spends 
“over budget,’ or misdirects into 
uses not intended by the original fun- 
ding authority, put the fellow in jail 
for, say ‘ two weeks. That U comes to 
about 38 years per million. With peo- 
ple who run school departments 
(Boston’s overspent by $40 million 
this year) or the MBTA (which runs 
out of money more or less bi-monthly) 
or who are in charge of building 
things like the infamous Middlesex 
County Courthouse (or a public 
sewer, or nice pre-dilapidated struc- 
tures for the state university system)’ 
it could mean that we'd be rid of them 
from public life for just this side of an 
eternity. 

It will be argued that there are ex- 
ceptional departments, subject to real 
emergencies. And indeed there are; it 
is hard to predict winter, here, even 
for a woolly bear. Budgets for dealing 
with snow’ flood, riot or other 
catastrophes obviously have to be 
flexible, and nobody would deny the 
need for a tightly monitored fiscal 
reserve for executive use in time of 
calamity. 

But beyond that, there is no more 
reason for any public employee or ad- 
ministrator to overspend his authoriz- 
ed budget than there is for those of us 
who work for a living to imagine that 
we can somehow live beyond our per- 
sonal incomes without fear of disaster 
and reprisal. 

It is.just that fear of reprisal that 
can cure the follies of public 
mismanagement. Make those who 
claim they want to run things run 
them properly — or take the conse- 
quences. No bail-outs, no deficiency 
appropriations’ no cover-up flimflam 
with expensive bond issues, nothing 
but swift and certain penalties for 
those who cannot (or will not) do their 
public jobs. It would stop overspen- 
ding like a shot. 

All it takes is legislative action. 
Whether it will ever get any, in 
Massachusetts, is entirely up to the 
voters.

Eight thousand union 

members, including 
most of the 600 
carpenters in Newton 
local 275, walked off 
their jobs June 15 
following ‘‘no contract, 
no work” orders from 
union leaders.

Ex-NY housewife 
sentenced to life 
for war crimes 


By ALISON SMALE 

DUSSELDORF, West Germany (UPI) — A West 
German court sentenced a former New York 
housewife to life imprisonment today and seven 
other Nazi concentration camp guards to terms 
ranging from three to 12 years, ending the longest 
and costliest German war crimes trial. 

Mrs. Hermine Braunsteiner Ryan, 61, was con- 


victed of murdering two of the 250,000 people killed 
at the Maidanek concentration camp in Nazi- 


occupied Poland and sent to jail for life. 

One of the nine defendants was acquitted. 

The light sentences for some prompted indignant 
outcries and boos in the jammed courtroom. ‘A 
scandal!” some spectators shouted. “An insult to 
Nazi victims!"" : 

Heinz Galinski, chairman of the West Berlin 
Jewish community, said in a statement: “The 
Jewish community protests the verdicts vehement- 
ly. They are an insult to all victims of the Nazis and 
are a scandal. This miscarriage of justice should 
prompt all those persecuted by the Nazis und all 
democrats to oppose more decisively the growing 
neo-Nazi activity in the Federal Republic of Ger- 
many.” 5 : 

The prosecution had demanded life for five of the 
defendants, including Mrs. Ryan who lived in the 
Maspeth district of the New York City borough of 
Queens until stripped of her American citizenship

ang departed ey convicted of only two murders. 


Witnesses had testified she was behind the cynical- 
ly named November 1943 ‘Harvest Festival” in 
which guards shot 17,000 inmates in open graves. 
She received the most severe sentence possible 
since there is no death penalty in West Germany. 
Mrs. Ryan’s husband, Russell, told reporters 
after the verdict: “I expected an acquittal. 
American Jews demand these trials. This is what 


happens."”

John McAndrews received this note 
from R. Rand Cushing, a Boston in- 
surance underwriter, who found his 
balloon while sailing on Boston Har- 
bor: 

“T found your balloon while sailing 
Friday, June 12 at3:18 p.m. The exact 
location was 56 degrees 8 minutes 
west longitude and 16 degrees 3 
minutes north latitude. 

“The balloon was very useful 
because we had lost our little cloth 
strips that indicate the apparent wind 
direction. We hoisted your balloon up 
our topping lift to the top of the mast 
and it served as a new wind direction 
indicator. Therefore, your project is 
not only interesting but helpful as 
well.” 

From Carla Getto to Laura Mor- 
rissey: 

“My son, Steven, found your 
balloon with the card, which I have 
enclosed.

Dr. Daniel Leberman, biological 
safety officer at the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology (MIT), gave a 
different view on the genetic con- 
troversy. 

Leberman said that not a single 
employee in genetic technology has 
missed ‘‘a minute of work” because of 
the effects of DNA research. ‘That 
record has not been matched by any 
chemical,” he asserted. 

Leberman, who did agree that some 
type of ordinance is needed, said 
federal legislation has not been in- 
troduced to regulate DNA because 
“there isn’t a single piece of evidence 
to say it is harmful.” 

He said ‘‘medical surveillance may 
raise the level of consciousness of the 
corporate entity to protect its 
employees, but does not protect the 
individual per se.” 

Leberman emphasized that there 
are a host of potential medical 
benefits that can result from DNA 
research. 

Leberman did admit that there is a 
potential for hazard in the DNA field. 
However, he said that ‘90 percent of 
recombinant DNA activity that is per- 
formed is without hazard."’ He noted 
that DNA “risks never materialized 
as predicted.” \ 

Oliver sharply disagreed with 
Leberman. ‘“‘I think .we really don't

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Royal Ballet 
celebrates 
50th year

NEW YORK (UPI) Britain's Royal Ballet, 
celebrating its 50th year, is back in New York for 
the first time since 1976, at the Metropolitan Opera 
House, June 17-July 4. It’ 's neither as good as you 
would like nor as bad as you might fear. 

One thing is sure: the Royal Ballet is one of the 
top dance companies in the world, with a wealth of 
talent to draw on and a magnificent repertoire of 
things ancient and modern. It may lack super-stars 
in these post-Fonteyn days, but how many super- 
stars are there? 

The company is giving 10 different works, in- 
cluding its full-length “The Sleeping Beauty” and 
“Swan Lake’ and the North American premieres of 
Frederick Ashton’s one-act ‘‘Rhapsody,”’ and Ken- 
neth MacMillan's evening-length “Isadora” and 
one-act “Gloria.” 

The company, by tradition, opened with ‘‘The 
Sleeping Beauty,”’ as it did on its first appearance 
in New York in 1949. It currently is on its 16th tour of 
North America. 

By all reports, the best of the four performances 
of ‘The Sleeping Beauty” was June 17, when Prince 
Charles and First Lady Nancy Reagan were in the 
audience to see Jennifer Penney and David Wall. 
Everything went right, with Penney balancing 
forever in the Rose Adagio and all the fairies and 
fairy-tale characters in top form. 

The opening night Princess Aurora was Lesley 
Collier, a compact little dancer who made the 
princess more of a sophisticated child than an 
awakening young woman. Her Rose Adagio didn’t 
excite as it should, but she excelled in the final act 
pas de deux with Stephen Jeffries as Prince Flori- 
mund. The real class of the evening was shown by 
Merle Park in the small role of the Bluebird’s 
Princess Florine. 

Also outstanding were Wendy Ellis as The Fairy 
of the Enchanted Garden and in the last act pas de 
trois, Rosalind Whitten in the Finger Variation and 
the pas de trois, Wayne Eagling as the Bluebird, 
and Simon Horrill as the Wicked Wolf. 

This “‘Sleeping Beauty” differs slightly from the 
1949 version in the choreography, and has new, 
simpler, sets by David Walker. No longer does 
Aurora enter down a flight of steps, as Fonteyn did 
so beautifully; and the magic has gone from the 
transformation scene. But all in all, this is the best 
“Sleeping Beauty” around. 

The second program, introduced June 18, com- 
prised Robert Helpmann’s 1942 ‘‘Hamlet,” Ashton’s 
“Rhapsody” and ‘‘A Month in the Country,’’ and 
the New York premiere of MacMillan’s “La Fin Du 
Jour.” 

“Rhapsody,” an abstract work by Ashton created 
for Mikhail Baryshnikov, was danced by Anthony 
Dowell, Lesley Collier and six couples to 
Rachmaninov’s Rhapsody on a Theme of Paganini. 
Dowéll .is less athletic and dynamic than 
Baryshnikov, but gives the role his own smooth 
style and finesse. Collier was more at home here 
thanin the ‘‘Sleeping Beauty.” 

“La Fin Du Jour’’ recreates dance and costume 
styles of the 1930s, set to Ravel’s jazz-influenced 
Piano Concerto in G Major. Merle Park and Jenn- 
fer Penney were fine as the leading ladies, first in 
swimsuits then in lounging pyjamas, manipulated 
by their partners and by the corps, either as women 
or as mannequins. Fun. 

‘A Month in the Country,” Ashton’s 1976 retelling 
of the Turgenev play, never has been a favorite 
with American audiences, and the humor this time 
round seems more broad than heretofore. But there 
are a couple of numbers which are Ashton at his 
best: the tutor’s solo, done superbly by Dowell who 
originated the role, and the pas de deux by the tutor 
and Natalia, danced here by Marguerite Porter. 

“Hamlet,” still using the famous Leslie Hurry 
sets and costumes, is more of historic than of 
balletic interest, using a lot of mime to show 
Hamlet’s life flashing before him as he lies dying. 

The Royal Ballet, in its June 15-July 4 season at 
the Metropolitan Opera House, its first appearance 
in New York in five years, really hit its stride when 
its production of “Swan Lake” was added to the 
repertory June 22. 

The corps de ballet was as good as it ever has 
been in the company’s 50-year history, which is as 
good as you'll find anywhere. 

The company’s top soloists these days may not be 
of world rank, but there are many potential future 
stars among the corps and the younger soloists. 

The current ‘“‘Swan Lake,’’ combining Petipa’s 
original choreography with much by Frederick 
Ashton — all of the last act is Ashton’s — and a solo 
choreographed by Rudolf Nureyev, may be the 
most satisfactory in the world today. Although only 
one of the three Leslie Hurry sets is really good. 

Both Marguerite Porter and Lesley Collier, who 
danced Odette-Odile June 22 and 23 respectively, 
were performing very well, though neither has the 
stage presence of a star. Strangely neither was able 
to complete the 32 fouettes in the Black Swan pas de 
deux. Miss Collier, who had trouble opening night 
with her balance in the Rose Adagio, more than 
made up for it in ‘Swan Lake.” 


This Was Burlesque 
just a meal ticket?

NEW YORK (UPI) — “This Was Burlesque”’ is 
almost as hardy as “The Fantasticks,” having 
played somewhere in the country ever since 1962.

The best that can be said for “This Was Burles- 
que” is that is has provided a long-term meal ticket 
for former stripper Ann Corio and some old-time 
burlesque comedians, and has kept alive some 
raunchy gags which never would be allowed on TV.

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Designs by the ‘eureka’ proces:

PROVIDENCE — Barbara 
Matheson thinks, speaks, works at a 
rapid rate. She maintains the speed 
with an overwhelming record of ac- 
complishment in the arts. Now as 
Rhode Island College’s designer. At 
other times it has been as writer, ar- 
tist, sculptor, and performing artist. 

Auburndale resident Matheson has 
a theory about creatvie achievement. 
She calls it the ‘eureka process." The 
impact of Matheson's eureka process 
on the world has not as yet challenged 
that of Einstein’s Theory of Relativi- 
ty, but those who know the talented 
lady do not rule out the possibility. 

Relaxing after her latest triumph — 
some 85 Hapsburg-era costumes 
designed for the college’s recent pro- 
duction of Rodgers and Hammers- 
tein's ‘‘Cinderella,”’ the dynamic Bar- 
bara explained the origin of her for- 
mula. 

Starting as an art student at Boston 
University, she soon transferred to 
the university theater arts depart- 
ment. Her aim was to bring a variety 
of singing, dancing and acting ability 
to full productivity. 

Being practical, ‘‘because I had to 


make money,” she concluded after 
some experience in the theater that 


she couldn’t accomplish her goal to 
earn a living as a ballerina, actress or 
vocal artist. Slim and attractive, she 
retains the sparkle of a show-biz per- 
sonality but feels she has come into

her own as costume designer. 

To better understand this evolution 
of self, she took college courses as 
needed. Among the most valuable 
courses Barbara enrolled in was a 
Radcliffe seminar on visual percep- 
tion as a force in the creative process. 
In fact she wrote a monograph about 
the concept which involved 
psychological testing. 

Initially she thought there must be 
some great perception that creative 
artists have. “How we see, and how 
we imagine our perception has a 
great deal to do with the way any 
creative person functions.’’ She found 
instead, as she delved into the sub- 
ject, that while her original prenise 
was true, that all the psychological 
testing in the world did not equal the 
power of the intuitive process in 
creative effort. 

Barbara Matheson considers it ap- 
propriate to label the intuitive factor 
the eureka process. Her success in a 
wide spectrum of performing and fine 
arts indicates that, whatever the 
label, her creative output is im- 
pressive. 

She has found that no single ingre- 
dient makes the creative process 
click. She thinks that life itself is a 
matter of creativity. ‘‘It’s a matter of 
coping versus expressing oneself. One 
does in fact create one’s own life, 
since we create what we like,’ she 
observes. 

Ms. Matheson has indeed created 
what many have liked, with her one- 


woman art shows, including pain- 
tings, drawings and sculpture. Her 
work has been shown in Newton, and 
at Emerson College during her 10- 
year regime as costume designer 
before coming to RIC in 1971, and she 
has exhibited in a number of shows 
and private collections. 

Her costume designs have been 
displayed in numerous educational 
and professional gatherings as in the 
New England Theatrical Conference 
at Northeastern University in which 
musical comedy was accented and 
her designs for the genre highlighted. 

At home in several areas of theater 
arts, Matheson's versatility was 
dramatically demonstrated when she 
wrote a musical comedy entitled 
“Anybody’s Game."’ It was presented 
at RIC in 1974. She had written lyrics, 
book and music in 1965 for production 
by a small Boston theater company. 
When the company folded, she put the 
show ‘‘on the shelf.’ There it remain- 
ed until William Hutchinson of RIC’s 
theater department said he'd like to 
work with a small musical. 

She described the four characters in 
the musical as ‘‘the model, the ex- 
ecutive, the artist, and the 
debutante...they have all split from 
other places and pick each other 
up...the role playing could be 
anybody’s game.” 

However, it is on costume design 
that Ms. Matheson now concentrates. 
“Costume design is an_inter- 


disciplinary field. It goes all over 


education to include history, 
geography, drama, psychology,"’ she 
says. 

Crediting the RIC theater staff with 
giving her tremendous support, she 
does acknowledge that when she 
began in the early seventies, she was 
“handed a sewing box and asked to 
build a department.” 

How does RIC professional staff 
feel about Matheson? ‘We have such 
good rapport...working with her is 
marvelous,” says Hutchinson. ‘When 
we worked on ‘Caucasian Chalk Cir- 
cle’ some time back, using an en- 
vironmental/experimental approach, 
we decided it would be an ‘organic’ 
production. Barbara, John Custer 
(RIC lighting designer) and I came up 
with the concept of choosing a Euro- 
pean circus, as Barbara said, 
“something grotesque is needed.” 

Hutchinson continued, ‘‘when a cir- 
cus parade runs across a funeral pro- 
cession, profound issues of death and 
life are involved. In the Ingmar 
Bergman film, ‘The Seventh Seal,’ 
this actually happens. The best part of 
the creative process is when people 
are brainstorming. Brainstorming is 
a process from which something can 
come!” 

Brainstorming with Matheson 
aboard appears to be very productive. 

After designing costumes for over 
100 shows, Matheson has achieved a 
mastery of her art and enjoys com- 
municating these talents to her 
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Eureka 


students. How do you train students in 
the field of costume design? There are 
many distinctions and it is important 
to convey ther to the serious student. 

For example, in a regional theater, 
the designer is in residence, and 
works in the shop, right along with the 
work flow, the shop is in a union on 
Broadway, the costumer must abide 
by the rules and the ILGWU (Interna- 
tional Ladies Garment Workers 
Union) sews the costumes. “When 
students come in from high school, 
they think that it's like Halloween. 
That's the lowest level. Just fun, you 
know, like going into your mother's 
closet,"’ thinks Matheson. “Then, 
there's the top level. Creating 
costumes for Broadway, Hollywood, 
Las Vegas...where it’s a heavily 
unionized business with all manner or 
rules. “It’s a business, a field, a pro- 
fession. It's big money. Thousands of 
yards of materials. Thousands of 
everything! One is dealing with an in- 
ventory of costumes. A huge invest- 
ment. So, wherever a student goes, in- 
to repertory, regional theater, off- 
Broadway, Broadway, film, televi- 
sion, night club entertainment, the 
circus, each one is a wholly different 
ball game. 

“There are so many ap- 
proaches...and then a next step and a 
next step. The RIC costume shop is a 
mini-structure within an 
undergraduate program. Here, there 
is a wide range of possibilities to 
become a costumer, a draper, a 
tailor, a cutter,"’ Matheson says. 

Reiterating that costume design 
draws from all academic areas, Bar- 
bara finds inspiration everywhere. 
“Everywhere,” she smiles, ‘‘with the 
possible exception of computers!" 

She remains intrigued with people 
and nature.

As photographer, another of her 
talents, Matheson has taken extensive 
photographs of another exhibit at the 
Museum of Natural History relating 
to Northeast Indians. Inspiration for a 
yet-to-be-produced show? 

Tt was after viewing a Hapsburg 
period exhibit at New York's 
Metropolitan Museum last year, that 
Barbara and RIC theater department 
chairman, Raymond Picozzi, who had 
also seen the exhibit, agreed, ‘‘Let’s 
do ‘Cinderella’ a la Hapsburg!” 
Picozzi directed the musical. 

“Cinderella” required roughly 85 
costumes for 42 people in the cast and 
company. Described by one critic as a 
“big, flossy joy,” the show was 
costumed in a romantic, Viennese 
mood. The costumes were all made 
from “scratch” with a generous 
assist coming in the form of a gift of 
“prom” tuxedos presented by a Pro- 
vidence shop. The tuxedos were hap- 
pily utilized in the ball scene. 

Barbara's enthusiasm for a project 
is infectious. With respect to 
“Cinderella”, ‘‘Many people worked 
on the costumes. In addition to the 
basic crew in the costume shop, there 
were many volunteers. Half the cast 
came in to do all manner of things to 
complete production.” The cost for 
this full scale costuming was a frac- 
tion of what it would be in the profes- 
sional theater, ranging between $2,500 
and $3,000. 

Cinderella’s ball gown was lovingly 
hand beaded and generally looked 
like a magic bit of fairyland. Colors 
for Cinderella’s clothes were planned 
to be pale and soft, shimmering white 
and gold. Other costumes had glitter- 
ing stones pasted on. But, Cincerella's 
gown was hand beaded to achieve a 
“ovely, floating look whenever she 
moved.” Such detail is part of 
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Matheson's working approach. 

Among those helping with 
“Cinderella” costumes was Beverly 
Burrows, Matheson, Burrows and 
others were working late in the RIC 
costume shop. 

“Bev was working on the God- 
mother's costume when her daughter 
telephoned to let her know that son, 
Jeffrey, a RIC junior, had just won 
the coveted ACTF (American College 
Theater Festival) national costume 
design competition, held in 
Washington, D.C, 

When Barbara Matheson heard the 
happy news, she jumped in the air and 
shouted, overjoyed that Jeffrey had 
won. As fér Jeffrey, an art major who 
has worked under her tutelage in the 
costume shop, Barbara said in a for- 
thright way, ‘‘Jeffrey is a multi- 
talented person. He is extremely good 
in graphics. He is very young. The 
point is, it’s pretty obvious he has a 
great deal of potential.” 

Re-examining her premise of 
creativity being a matter of intuition, 
Matheson related her eureka process 
to the promising youth who had been

judged the outstanding student 
costume designer in the country...all 
the more remarkable since, as an 
undergraduate, he competed with the 
cream of the graduate students in the 
costume field. 

“Sometimes I wonder, do we ever 
seally choose in life? Or, do we seize 
on something and create. It's like 
scientific discovery! One can find 
something better if one doesn’t limit 
oneself. That’s why Jeffrey now 
doesn’t have to choose. He doesn’t!" 

As for “seizing on something and 
creating,” this is what Barbara 
Matheson appears to do when she 
costumes a show. A dramatic exam- 
ple of her innovative approach is pro- 
vided in an article written for 
“Theater Crafts’’ magazine, in 
January, 1969. Here, Matheson 


described the preparation for costum- 
ing Ibsen's ‘‘Peer Gynt” for an Emer- 
son College production. Constructing 
costumes for the 14 trolls proved a 
challenge. 

“The tone of the production was 
highly experimental. We switched 
emphasis from romanticism to com- 


ed, and occasionally to bawdy farce. 
“We made use of all theatrical con- 
ventions. Our criteria was ‘that which 
stands for but is not.’ I was free to 
make crowns out of plastic forks, and 
turban feathers out of potato whisks. 


“To make the troll heads and 
shields I bought sheets of plastic 
(polyurethane) foam rubber. Then I 
appointed a special troll-building 
team, and we went to work.” 


Barbara sees herself as on-going. 
Her active, eclectic view of life keys 
her direction to new horizons. Late in 
the summer of 1981, she will design 
costumes for the play ‘‘Bent’’, a pro- 
fessional theater production planned 


for a Boston run. The play which has 
been on Broadway, is the antithesis of 
“Cinderella.” The plot revolves 
around Nazi concentration camp 
mores and is grim and controversial. 
The source of Matheson’s spark ap- 
pears to be innate. A passage from 
her personal notes written during the 
sixties gives a clue-in: 

“«..To watch a child looking out a 





window is to watch the human race at- 
tempting to comprehend its two 


worlds — the inside and the outside — 
forever inseparable and forever 
separate. So, too, I attempt to com- 
prehend these two worlds for myself, 
and the sense, nonsense, excitements 


and enlightenments that I find, drive 
for their re-expression into...these 
forms that only the hands, from the 
mind’s eye, directed by all the other 
senses can accomplish. My interest is 
with the many worlds that inhabit the 
‘upstairs filing cabinet’... Lately with 
that captured moment of decision and 


emergence preceding action - 
emergence from immobility, fear, 
self-consciousness, and, from that in- 
sidious condition of quiet despair.”’ 


Whether derived from the eureka 
process or the reflected glory of her 
students achievements - Barbara 
Matheson's accomplishments do stem 
from quantities of mind and heart, 
and fortunately for those of us on the 
sidelines, they are on-going! What 
next?

The turnaround, as most everyone 
admits, came one rather chilly after- 
noon in early May when Newton South 
finally achieved what until that time 
had seemed, well, not impossible, but 
very unlikely.

The Lions went on to their finest 
season ever, recording a 17-5 record, 
defeating Acton-Boxboro again, and 
advancing all the way to the Division I 
State quarterfinals. The only fly in the 
ointment was blowing their final 
league contest to Concord-Carlisle 
and thereby losing a share of the Dual 
County League crown. 


“That was unfortunate,’’ said Neil. 
“But I can’t complain. Even in that 
game we hit the heck out of the ball 
but nothing fell in.” 

There were many reasons for 


Newton South’s enormous success. 
First on anyone’s list, of course, 


would be captain and starting short- 
stop Mike Kasten, just recently nam- 
ed the 12th Hamill Award winner as 
the best baseball player in Newton for 
1981. There really isn’t enough one 
can say about Kasten’s contributions 
to the Lions, except for the fact that 
without his .424 batting average, his 
29 stolen bases, his rock-solid defense 
and, perhaps most importantly, his 
leadership, the Lions would have been 
lost. ‘‘He did it all for us. He was ob- 
viously our leader,”’ said McPhee. 


But there were certainly others. 
Mike Dwyer (the Hamill winner last 
year) hit .315 and compiled a 6-2 pit- 
ching record with a 2.90 ERA, all the 
while coming up with one clutch hit 
after another, including the winner in 
that first Acton-Boxboro victory.

Needham’s Reddish 
plays in Yank’s farm

NEEDHAM — Needham's Mike 
Reddish is waiting for the day he can 
finally wear pinstripes to work. 

No, the ambitious 21-year-old St. 
Sebastian’s graduate isn’t bounding 
the corporate ladder at Polaroid cr 
vying for a board seat in some stuffy 
Boston bank. 

The pinstripes Reddish dreams of 
are the ones accenting the uniform of 
major league baseball's elite—the 
New York Yankees. 

Reddish, picked by the Yankees in 
the annual June amateur draft and 
signed in Florida two weeks ago, is 
currently riding the buses for that 
organization's Paintsville, Ky. rookie- 
class farm team in the Appalachian 
League. 

Reddish spent two summers in the 
highly regarded Cape Cod League 
where he drew the attention from 
several major league scouts. Last 
year at Harwich he was named the 
feam’s Most Valuable Player, batting 


-364 to finish third in the league. 

In 1979 at Wareham, he was fifth in 
the league with a .358 average. 

After a sterling schoolboy career at 
St. Sebastian's, Reddish went on to In- 
dian River Community College in 
Florida where he hit .366 as a 
freshman and .367 as a sophomore. He 
was named all-star catcher for the 
state of Florida and was a member of 
the All-Florida State team. 

Reddish went on to Florida Interna- 
tional University in Miami, Fla. 
where he hit .358 in the cleanup spot, 
leading the team with 60 RBI’s, eight 
triples, 129 total bases and a .679 
average, third highest in the school’s 
history. 

Reddish was a standout at St. 
Sebastian’s, taking MVP honors in the 
Independent League in 1978 and 
leading his team with a .518 average. 

Reddish also played for Needham 
Legion Post 14 for three years, mak- 
ing the all-star team twice and taking 
MVP honors in his last year on the 
club.

for Tigers to 
‘Improve in ‘82 


The figures do show some improve- 
Ment. From 5-15 a year ago, the 
Newton North Tigers advanced to 8-12 
this season. But the numbers also 
show disappointment and puzzle- 
ment. Here was a baseball team 
which beat Brockton High, the even- 
tual Division I state champions, yet 
lost and lost badly to Quincy and 


, Weymouth North. A team which gave 
talented Waltham fits, yet fell apart 
against mediocre North Quincy, los- 
ing 74 when two runners were picked 
off first in consecutive innings. Such 
was the paradoxical spring of Coach 
Tom Rezzuti’s Tigers. 

“It was frustrating in many ways,” 
said Rezzuti, who saw himself tossed 
out of two games during the year. “I 
thought we had the talent to be real 
contenders but we weren't able to 
show it on a consistent basis. The keys 
for us next season will be playing 
more as a team and cutting down on 
our mental mistakes.”’ 

The Tigers started off very poorly, 
dropping two of their first three 
games (both non-league) to Needham 
(9-1) and Natick (11-3). But after los- 
ing to defending Suburban League 
champ Weymouth South, they ap- 
peared to be on the rise with league 
wins over Cambridge, Weymouth 
North, Quincy and North Quincy: 
Their only loss in that week-and-a- 

' half span was a tough 3-2 decision to 
Waltham. 

“We were playing very well early,” 
said Rezzuti. ‘We were right at the 
top of the league, but for some reason 
we fell apart after that.” 

One possible explanation for the 
Tigers winning only two of their final 
10 games certainly was pitching. 
Although they were not explosive of- 
fensively - the team batting average 
was around .230 with no regular over 
-300 ~ the Tigers were scoring their 
share of runs. But so was the opposi- 
tion. 

“Look at four of our last five 
losses,” grimaces Rezzuti. ‘We 
scored seven, six, six and five runs 
but our pitching allowed 11, 11, seven 
and seven. That was our big pro- 
blem.” 

Newton North was only shut out 
twice all season. Weymouth South's 
Jim Stenson turned the trick and so 
did Watertown’s Bob Rallis in the 
final game. But five times the opposi- 


tion scored in double figures - with 
the worst being a 14-1 loss to 
Brockton. It is probably a measure of 
the Tigers’ ability that they were still 
able to rise from that and defeat the 
Boxers later in the year. 

Rezzuti hopes the win over 
Brockton and a 7-5 extra-inning loss to 
Boston Latin (which also advanced to 
a state sectional final), will inspire 
some confidence in his team for 1982. 

“Those wins should show them the 
kind of talent they do have,” said 
Tom. “I'm hoping it will make the im- 
pression that we can beat teams like 
that when we play as a team and with 
our heads up.”

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BOSTON — Gov. Edward J. King 
has proclaimed this week (June 29 to 
July 5) as 150th Anniversary of 
“America” Week in honor of the song 
“America” which was written and 
sung in Massachusetts 150 years ago. 

Calling for appropriate recognition 
of the first singing of the patriotic 
hymn by a group of children at Park 
Street Church on the Boston Common, 
Independence Day, 1831, the 
Children’s Choir of 40 voices directed 
by Eric Benjamin of Newton North 
High School will re-enact the event in 
an outdoor celebration on the steps of 
the historic Congregational church, 
Sunday, July 5, at noon. 

Rev. Dr. Paul E. Toms, senior 
minister, will speak on ‘‘The 
Historical Significance Of Our Na- 
tional Hymn.” 

The first performance of ‘‘My coun- 
try ‘tis of Thee’ was directed by 
Lowell Mason, the church’s famous 
organist who became known as father 
of church music in America and 
pioneer of music in the nation’s public 
schools. Among the children who sang 
it with ‘lusty voices’ was the 
statesman, Edward Everett Hale, 
then a lad of 10. 

Samuel Francis Smith, author of 
“America,”” was a graduate of the 
famed Harvard class of 1829 and a 
classmate of Oliver Wendell Holmes. 

In February 1831, while at Andover 
Theological Seminary, Andover, the 
young student glanced through a book’ 
of German Songs: given him by Mason 
to translate. He particularly liked 
“the spirited movement’’ of one of the 
tunes, not knowing it was the air of 
“God Save the King.” He seized a

scrap of paper and within half an hour 
wrote five verses and crossed one out. 
The original manuscript of this first 
draft of “America” is in the Harvard 
Library. 

While historians have always given 
1832 as the date the song was written 
and the 100th anniversary commend- 
ed by Congress was observed in 1932, 
the date accepted now is 1831. 

In later years Smith had autograph- 
ed copies with the 1832 date. However, 
an original copy of the Park Street 
Church program in the Harvard 
Library confirms the 1831 date. Also, 
an account of the exercises appeared 
in the newspaper, ‘The Liberator— 
Journal of the Times,” dated Satur- 
day, July 9, 1831, published by the 
renowned abolitionist, William Lloyd 
Garrison. 

In autobiographical notes written 
toward the end of his life, Dr. Smith 
said that he did not propose to write a 
national hymn and ‘‘the whole matter 
passed out of my mind.” He was sur- 
prised to learn later that the penned 
verses he had carelessly left in the 
songbook were included by Mason in 
the program at Park Street Church. 

“T have heard it sung in many 
languages,” Dr. Smith wrote, ‘more 
than half-way round the world, the 
last in Hebrew. I pray that the spirit 
of the simple verses may be the spirit 
of our people evermore.”

Dr. Smith was born in Boston, Oct. 
21, 1808, at 37 Sheafe Street in the 
North End where he grew up and 
graduated from Boston Latin School. 
It is said that during his lifetime he 
mastered 15 languages. He was nam- 
ed professor of modern languages at 
Colby College, Waterville, Me., in 
1834, and also served as pastor of the 
First Baptist Church. In 1842 he 
became pastor of the First Baptist 
Church in Newton Centre, where he 
lived until his death, Nov. 16, 1895.

The pixie-like Moore 
is enjoying an explosive 
career in Hollywood 
after only two movies, 
“Foul Play” and ‘'10.” 
Both were hits. 

In “Foul Play,” as a

freak, he was over- 
shadowed by the star 


power of Goldie Hawn 
and Chevy Chase. In 
“10” the diminutive 
comedian was all but 
lost in the excitement 
over Bo Derek. 

Now Moore com- 
mands an enormous 
salary, a percentage of 
the profits and, startl- 
ingly, final script ap- 
proval as well as ap- 
proval of co-star and 
director.

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Capturing people and places of the world

“There was no spot so secluded that he did not ap- 
pear to have an intimate acquaintance with it....He 
must have traveled everywhere, at least in the 
spirit,”’ said Jules Verne about Phileas Fogg in 
Around the World in Eighty Days. 


NEWTON - Laurence Nelson sits cross-legged, his 
left elbow resting upon his knee, his right hand 
stroking the base of his beard. He grabs a plastic 
globe from a book shelf and slaps it several times to 
get a level spin. 

During childhood, everyone has played the game, 
allowing their thumb to race along the earth’s 
topography, imagining they could travel wherever 
the spinning ball came to rest. Unlike most, 
however, Nelson's imagination has often drifted in- 
to reality. 

A professional photographer, the slight-framed 
Newton North graduate has traveled around the 
globe capturing the similarities between cultures 
and peoples. 

A trip through Nelson's slide library is like a 
voyage around the world. Instead of a balloon, one 
travels on the light beam of a carousel projector. 

Yet to call Nelson merely a photographer is not to 
understand him; he is a communicator utilizing 
photography as a language of life and expression. 

His work transcends the normal boundaries of the 
photographer. His desire is to use the art as a 
therapeutic tool to reach out to those who do not res- 
pond to words. 

Currently involved with an organization that 
deals with holistic health and education, Nelson is 
working on a book that will capture the essence of 
his ‘‘Global Odyssey.” 

“T have a strong feeling of wanting to be of some 
service to other people on this planet,”’ says a 
reserved Nelson. “I don't see myself as a 
photographer. I work as a photographer.” 

Nelson, who travels with just a saddle bag and 
camera equipment, is a vagabond when on the 
road. His mind, always looking for what he calls the 
“decisive moment,” is open. His hands, empty, ex- 
cept for one of his three Nikon cameras, impatient- 
ly await the ‘‘unguarded instance’”’ of another. 

“The less psychological and physical baggage 
you carry with you, the better off you are,’’ notes 
Nelson, a Wellesley resident. ‘It’s very important 
to be flexible.” 

“When I travel, I look for people and events to 
guide me,”' he adds. ‘‘There is no set course."” 

“T find that even though I may be walking down a 
street with another person, my attention is split soI 
won't miss any key moments.” 

“All elements of photography move toward each 
other so they coalesce for an instant and then they 
move apart,’’ Nelson explains. ‘‘For a 
photographer to catch this, it requires an 
awareness of the movement of these elements. If 
you notice them as they coalesce, it’s too late. 

“That’s why all awareness has to go into the 
things around me and when I travel, my energy 
goes into sensing the environment around me.” 

For Nelson, 33, his graduation from Colby in 1969 
marked both an end and a beginning. He had com- 
pleted his formal schooling and now would begin his 
informal education, one that would take him from 
the jungles of Central America to the quais of 
Shanghai, China.

After college, Nelson headed west to California 
where he did odd jobs for two years, including sell- 
ing chrome-plated pipe sculptures. He sold 6000 of 
these sculptures for $5 to $8, enough to afford a trip 
to Europe in 1971. 

When in England, Nelson again became self- 
supportive. He went into business with an English 
gentleman who made jewelry out of Swedish 
horseshoe nails. He traveled the continent for a 
year including a three-month excurision to Israel. 

“When I first came back from the ‘71 trip, I 
started exploring avenues to sell these photos,” 
recalls Nelson. “It led me to educational publishers 
where I made contacts.”” 

“T was able to show my style and range,”’ said 
Nelson of his first collection of photos. ‘People who 
liked my work would keep my name on file and con- 
tact me if they needed specific photos.” 

It was at this point in time that he began to look at 
photography as a possible livelihood. 

Yet aside from smaller trips within the states, it 
was six years before Nelson took another trip out- 
side America. In 1977, he drove down to Central 
America, spending nearly four months in 
Guatamaula, Upon returning home in the spring, 
Nelson was almost immediately hired by Town and 
Country magazine to photograph Europe. 

It was on this second trip to the continent that 
Nelson's photography took on another dimension. 
Instead of just beauty, he became aware of the 
needs of things he photographed.

Now, some 11 years after he handled his first 
Brownie camera, people became the dominant 
component of his images. The ‘commonplace in- 
teractions” of people around the globe became the 
guiding force of his work. 

“It is the relationships, the bonds, between people 
and their neighbors, people and their surroundings, 
that I strive to illuminate and transmit,” 
acknowledges Nelson.

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Setting goals 


By Marvin Snider 


An important ingredient to success in life is to have a sense of direction 
and a goal. In so doing, an individual has the best chance of achieving the 
lifestyle and happiness that he seeks, be it wealth, occupational success, 
happiness, family, or health. Two problems need to be confronted to 
reach this goal — are the expectations realistic, and how are the results of 
efforts managed? 

The setting of productive goals is trickier than it would seem. If goals 
are too readily attainable, there is little challenge and little sense of 
gratification when they are achieved. 

The student who takes easy courses and gets good grades without doing 
much work receives little gratification. Compounding this feeling is that 
taking easy courses does not bring much recognition from others. 


The same is true in the work i ades. A worker who is too easily satisfied 
with setting modest goals feels little is accomplished in his work. In addi- 


tion, little recognition, if not criticism, is likely to be gained from fellow 
workers or supervisors. It may be heard in such comments as, ‘‘You’re 
not motivated enough,”’ ‘‘You're lazy,” ‘You don’t expect enough from 
yourself.”” 

This is consistent with a physical analogy — for muscles to be strong, 
they need to be exercised and pushed to their capacity regularly. 

Often, the greater problem lies in setting goals that are unrealistically 
high. In the extreme case, there is the perfectionist, the person who sees 
failure or dissatisfaction in whatever he accomplishes. For such a per- 
son, no matter how well he does, he is unhappy. There is the student who 
kicks himself because he got an A minus instead of an A. There is the 
worker who feels unappreciated because he got a $1,000 raise instead of 
$1,500. There is the homemaker who is dissatisfied with her gourmet meal 
in spite of the many conpliments she received. 

Often such an attitude is accompanied by a strong, or driving, sense of 
impatience. If things are going well.in the quality of accomplishments, 
there is dissatisfaction with the speed of them. When a young pianist 
masters playing the piano, this accomplishment gets minimized because 
success was not achieved at an earlier age. 

The challenge in the pursuit of emotional, intellectual or vocational 
growth needs to be faced; realistic goals need to be defined. A realistic 
Goal is one that is attainable in a reasonable length of time, and one that 
requires enough hard work to raise existing levels of competence to a 
higher level. To accomplish this, a pon needs to enjoy each step of suc- 
cess along the way and to view each failure as a disappointment that car- 
ries with it the fruits of success. 

This happens if a person puts his energy into learning from mistakes, 
rather than in punishing himself for his failure. 

Perfection should be viewed as a compass; it gives you a direction in 
which to move, not a goal to achieve. To have an enjoyable trip to suc- 
cess, take pleasure in your successes and learn from your failures.

NEWTON - “Precedent,’’ was the 
watchword this week when aldermen 
discussed a) revised condominium 
proposal for the Sidney Hill Country 
Club in Chestnut Hill. 


Although developers presented the 
Land Use Committee with a scaled 
down sketch of their original pro- 
posal, the two sides are still far apart 
in their considerations for the 74% acre 
parcel. ‘ 

Once developed, the complex could 
generate between $1.2 and $1 million 
annually to the city’s tax base. 

Roughly outlined at City Hall, the 
sketch calls for 159 units to be located 
in two, four-to-six story, tiered apart- 
ment buildingce. Parking for the com- 
plex would be provided by a 196-stall 
underground garage and 63 surface 
parking spaces. 

Yet the main concern of committee

members was the possible precedent 
such an “intense” development could 
set for the neighborhood. 

Chairman Terry Morris noted that 
the owners of Spezzano Farm, which 
is twice as large as the Sidney Hill 
site, could possibly request approval 
of a plan calling for a development 
two times the size of the one proposed 
by the Chestnut Hill Development 
Corp (CHDC). 

The Land Use Committee has 
already approved a proposal calling 
for an 82-unit development on the 
Spezzano Farm site. 

Morris also said he ‘‘couldn’t go for 
more than 100 units” on the Sidney 
Hill site. 

“It’s the absolute maximum,” con- 
tinued Morris. ‘‘One-hundred fifty- 
nine units will never go through. Most 
likely we're looking at 85 to 90 units.”” 

“What we do creates value for the 


parcel and sets ramifications across 
the board,’’ Morris told the commit- 
tee. “If we allow 100 units, we would 
be allowing 3,000 square feet per unit, 
more than any other parcel in the 
area.” 

A 159-unit structure allows for ap- 
proximately 1,900 square feet per 
unit. 

As proposed, the new plan would 
scale down the density of the project 
from 195 to 159 units and eliminate 24 
two-story townhouses. It would also 
call for two tiered buildings rather 
than a single 171-unit five to 10 story 
tiered building. The shadow, which 
the former building cast on the homes 
of abutters on Tanglewood Road 
would also be eliminated. 

However, Howard Levine, attorney 
for the petitioners, said. the new 
designs were ‘‘strictly a result of con- 
ceptual discussions over the past two

weeks.”” 

Levine asked the committee last 
evening to voice their comments so 
that CHDC could ‘‘go back to the 
drawing board and hopefully come up 
with a project that satisfies all the in- 
terests.”” 

Developer Kosow said the ‘‘re- 
drafting’’ of the project is ‘‘so signifi- 
cant,” that it is ‘‘like starting from 
the beginning again.”” 

He expects many further discus- 
sions with the Planning Department 
and hopes to be in front of the board 
with a refined second proposal by 
September. 

The committee voted 4 to 0 to allow 
CHDC to withdraw its first proposal 
without prejudice. Aldermen Morris, 
Taglienti, Sheehan and Daley 
present. Absent were Aldermen 
Gaynor, Shea and Creem. Alderman 
Schur arrived late and did not vote. 


Druker plan debate goes on

NEWTON — Possible city financial 
participation was the topic this week 
as aldermen continued discussions on 
the $38 million revitalization project 
for Newton Corner. 

The Druker Company of Boston has 
requested that the city put up a §2.5 
million tax-increment bond for the 
proposal. 

“I personally can’t buy the concept 
of the city participating in this day 
and age,” said Benjamin Lipson, a 
member of the Financial Advisory 
Committee on the project. Calling 
Newton Corner an ‘‘eyesore,” Lipson, 
however, was quick to admit that the 
area needs to be revitalized. 

The Financial Advisory Committee, 
which was organized by Mayor 
Theodore Mann, was set up to study 
whether the city should participate in 
the project. Committee members met 
with aldermen at City Hall Monday 
night. 

“This is a lot of money to par- 
ticipate in this project and I'm not 
sure this is the way the city ought to 
spend this money,” said Ald. Lisle 
Baker. 


Ald. Wendell Bauckman agreed. 
“At this point, I would be very leery of 
voting for any project that cost the ci- 
ty $2.5 million,” he said. 

Many aldermen are concerned that 
the city’s financial participation will 
open the door for other developers to 
peek financial assistance from the ci- 

y. 

If approved by aldermen, the pro- 
posal by the Druker Company would 
raze the Gorin and Leeder building on 
Washington Street. The new construc- 
tion on the site would include 179 units 
of subsidized elderly housing; 154 
maarket rate units; and a 110,000 
square foot office building. In addi- 
tion, the project includes a 475-car 
parking garage which will be partial- 
ly underground and a 140-car 
underground garage. 

Stressing that the area desperately 
needs to be revitalized, Ald. Robert 
Tennant said, ‘I am leaning in direc- 
tion that the city should give some 
financial assistance through bon- 
ding...that Corner has got to go. This, 
in my opinion, is a situation that 
should not be missed and should very 
seriously be considered.” 

The Ward 3 alderman said the 


discussion of the financing of the pro- 
ject in view of the press ‘‘could be 
openly detrimental” to the plan. Ten- 
nant said Ronald Druker, president of 
the Boston firm, should have been 
present to address aldermen. Finance 
Committee Chairman Edward Rich- 
mond countered by noting that 
Druker would be invited to the next 
meeting. 

Richmond, who carefully quizzed 
members of the Financial Advisory 
Committee, also objected to city par- 
ticipation in the project. 

“I would be very reluctant to see 
the city participate beyond minimal 
things such as curb cuts,’’ said Rich- 
mond. 

James Miller, a member of the 
Financial Advisory Committee, urged 
aldermen not to kick aside city finan- 
cial participation. *° 

“The city of Newton should not shy 
away from participating financially 
or otherwise,” he said. 

Druker has warned that his com- 
pany will not participate in the pro- 
ject if the city does not help finance 
the revitalization. Several aldermen 
pointed out that Druker could legally 
construct a four story office building 


on the site without the approval of 
aldermen. 

However, Ald. Joseph DePasquale 
called the possible plan to construct 
office space a ‘scare tactic’ by 
Druker to push the present plan. 

Druker, who was at a Land Use 
Committee meeting down the hall, 
refused to comment on DePasquale’s 
charges. 

Richmond said the addition of new 
ome space may be the best use of the 
site. 

While Finance Committee 
members discussed financial aspects 
of the Druker proposal, the Land Use 
Committee was busy debating the 
design. 

Although Land Use Chairman 
Terry Morris made a motion to put 
the proposed 475-car Pearl Street 
Parking garage underground - one of 
the demands of the neighborhood - 
aldermen got caught up in the debate 
and never voted on the issue. 

Druker told aldermen it was not 
financidlly feasible to put the garage 
underground. Druker mailed 
aldermen a memo detailing finances

NEWTON HIGHLANDS — At age 
13, Janet Burke's interest in older 
men is limited; they make the best 
sparrjng partners in racquetball. 

‘Although she also plays with women 
at the two racquetball clubs she 
belongs to, Janet says that ‘‘most 
girls who want to get really good at 
racquetball, play with men because 
they’re better competition.” 

Janet finds that the better men 
players’ emphasis on power shots 
makes her work harder on placement 
and makes her more aware of her 
position on the court. 

For someone who began playing 
racquetball only. 15 months ago, the 
Newton Highlands resident has 
become quite serious about the sport 
and hopes to get a scholarship to a col- 
lege with a strong racquetball team. 

She even dreams of competing pro- 
fessionally simply because the sport 
is enjoyable” and ‘‘it’d be fun for me 
to just play and make money at the 
same time.” 


Janet's coach, Kevin Joyce, 
manager of the Brookline Racquet- 
ball Club, predicts that she will be 
ranked at the top of New England 
juniors in another year. 

“She’s quite a racquetball player. 
She is very intelligent court-wise and 
she reads people well,” Joyce said of 
his student. “Sometimes I forget that 
she is only 13.’ 

Earlier this year, Janet proved 
herself top dog in the New England 
regional tournament in the 13 and 
under division where she can continue 
to play another year. 

She has also won several women’s 
tournaments in the Greater Boston 
area in the division for the least skill- 
ed players — the novice division. Her 
wins at that level have forced her to 
move up to the next level of play and 
she has already won a tournament in 
Needham at the ‘‘C” level. 

There are four levels of competition 
in women's racquetball with “A” be- 
ing the most advanced. 

In April, Janet competed in the 
United States national junior racquet- 


ball championships in Wichita, Kan., 
where she lost in the quarter— finals. 
The experience was eye-opening since 
she encountered a level of skill among 
the challengers at the 13 and under 
level which she has not found in New 
England. 

She met girls from California and 
Texas, the strongholds of junior girl's 
racquetball play, who at age 12 and 13 
have already been serious players for 
four or five years. 

Instead of being discouraged, Janet 
was stimulated by the challenge. She 
is just gladthat she Started playing as 
young as she did ‘because I have 
more time to get better.” 

One thing she found at the nationals 
was that ‘‘the girls from the midwest 
and western states are out for blood.” 

As an example of the aggressive 
styles of junior girls from other areas, 
Janet recounted how one player hit 
her during a match with her racquet 
when she was going after a shot. 

Emphasizing the strength of the eye 
guards which players are required to 
wear on the court, Janet said the girl 


hit her hard enough to break the eye 
guards. 

“I'm sure it was not intentional,” 
she adds. 

Although Janet believes in good 
sportsmanship, she practices it, at 
least in part, because of her excep- 
tionally strong will to win. 

“There are a few people who get 
very excited. They just lose their cool 
and then they can't play,” she ex- 
plains. 

“I always want to win no matter 
what," grins the energetic 8th grade 
student at Meadowbrook Junior High 
who never gives up even when losing 
badly. 

“If you give up you might as well 
not play because games can turn 
around and you're winning,” she says 
ina serious tone.

NEWTON — The city's total proper- 
ty valuation remains uncertain, but 
City Assessor Harold Brady thinks 
homeowners will be paying between 
$20 and $30 per $1,000 of assessed pro- 
perty value on this year’s tax bill. 

The projected tax rate is based on 
the implementation of 100 percent 
property revaluation. The current tax 
rate, not based on 100 percent values, 
is $177 per $1000 of assessed valuation. 


Assessor Robert Palmer has said 
the average assessment for single and 
two-family homes will climb 700 to 800 
percent once revaluation is com- 
pleted. 

Brady said this year’s first tax bill 
(estimated) will be sent out in 
September, contingent on the out- 
come of the revaluation process. Once 
revaluation is completed, people will 
find their second tax bills readjusted 
accordingly. 

According to figures in this week's 
Multiple Listing Service, one 100- 
year-old home in Auburndale which is 
going for $129,000 is assessed at just 
$7,000. A 96-year-old home in West 
Newton, listed for $79,900, is assessed 
at $8,850. 

It is believed that older homes in the 
city will see a dramatic rise in their 


property taxes, while newer homes 
will see less of a rise and perhaps 
even a drop in their taxes. 

Taking the home in Auburndale as 
an example, the present owners pay 
$1,139 in property taxes at the current 
rate of $177 per $1,000 of assessed 
value. If the home's value climbs 800 
percent (to $56,000) and the tax rate 
stabilizes at $25 per $1,000, the owners 
will pay $1,400. If the home’s value 
shoots toward the $120,000 range, the 
property tax will be $3,000. 

wo newer homes, one a 31-year-old 
ranch in West Newton, is selling for 
$87,500 and is assessed at $9,400. The 
other, a 28-year-old home in Chestnut 
Hill, is selling for $119,000 and is 
assessed at $19,400, 

Brady said he will not be able to pin- 
point the exact tax rate until revalua- 
tion is completed. Finnegan 
Associates, the firm contracted to 
perform the accelerated revaluation, 
is two weeks ahead of its January 1 
timetable, according to Brady. 

“When we get a certifiable figure 
we can start estimating the rates,” 
Brady said. He noted that this should 
be some time in December. 

The city claims its tax base is $2.94 
billion while the Department of 
Revenue has set it at $2.23 billion.

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Court date is 
Thursday for 
ambulance case 


NEWTON — A hearing will be held 
Thursday on a suit brought by a group 
of Newton aldermen last week to pre- 
vent the mayor from having a private 
firm take over Newton’s ambulance 
service. 

At the hearing in Middlesex 
Superior Court the aldermen will try 
to get a preliminary injunction 
against the mayor. 

Ald. Mark White, who presented the 
complaint at a City Hall press con- 
ference, is seeking an injunction to 
prevent the mayor from ‘‘dismantl- 
ing" the city-operated service. 


The suit comes after Mann signed a 
three-year contract with Chaulk Am- 
bulance despite a two-thirds vote by 
aldermen in June to attempt to force 
him to fund the service for at least 
three months while alternatives were 
explored. 

At present, the Newton Fire Depart- 
ment continues to handle ambulance 
calls while Chaulk years up to take 
over at the end of July or beginning of 
August.

of lunacy and irresponsibility.” 

The mayor said he feels Chaulk will

Bottle Battle

The annual bottle bill battle has begun. Hopefully, this year’s debate 
will be the last, and will be resolved with a Massachusetts bottle bill. 

Many reasons have been expounded for a bottle bill, among them 
reduced litter, savings of energy and natural resources, and creation of 
additional jobs. 

Some of these considerations have been disputed by bottle bill op- 
ponents. Whether their positions are accepted depends largely upon 
which side of the fence one is on. 

One fact that cannot be disputed, however, is the reduced cost of solid 
waste disposal we will all benefit from when a bottle bill is passed. 

As consultant to the Newton Recycling Program, I am acutely aware of 
the costs of waste disposal and potential savings of recycling. 

Some opponents of the bottle bill advance recycling as an alternative to 
it. However, most communities in Massachusetts do not operate active 
recycling programs. In fact, the largest communit'ies in Massachsusetts, 
including Boston, Cambridge and Somerville, do not offer recyling collec- 
tion of even depots for the deposit of recyclables. j 

And among the communities that do provide recycling services, only a 
handful recover more than 10 percent of glass and cans for a total of 2 per- 
cent of the waste of these localities. 

A bottle bill, on the other hand, would result in the removal of at least 10 


percent of the refuse of Massachusetts, almost 300,000 tons per year! 
In Newton alone, passage of a bottle bill translates into a pofential sav- 


ings in excess of $100,000. 

When we buy soft drinks, we pay for them twice—once in the purchase 
price and again to dispose of the empty containers. 

Even those of.us who choose not to-drink soft drinks pay for disposal of 
the beverage containers that others throw away. 

The producers of these beverages, those who generate this waste, 
merely pass the costs onto us twice. This is grossly unfair. 

The time has come to remedy the situation. In this era of Proposition 2 
44, our legislators and governor have an obiligation to pass legislation 
beneficial to the taxpayers of Massachusetts. Approval of the bottle bill 
would be an excellent beginning.

Playground season on 


NEWTON - You'll have to be 
somewhat more creative this summer 
when you hit the city’s playgrounds. 

Due to budget cuts mandated by 
Proposition 2'4, the Recreation Dept. 
has been forced to reduce the number 
of supervised playgrounds citywide to 
17 and eliminate 24 playground 
workers from last year’s summer 
recreation force. 


“We based our decisions on at- 
tendence records, geographical loca- 
tion and superviser’s recommenda- 
tions,” said Deputy Commissioner 
Fran Towle of the department’s deci- 
sions on what playgrounds would re- 
main supervised. ‘‘We're running the 
same programs as we did last year, 
just those people participating will 
have a little further to walk.” 

Towle stressed that the absence of 
leadership at other city playgrounds 
did not mean those facilities were 
closed. 


Last year, the city, with a staff of 64 
recreation workers, offered supervi- 
sion at 29 sites. This season, there will 
be just 40 workers for 17 playgrounds. 

The supervisers oversee a weekly 
schedule which includes a variety of 
free programs ranging from organiz- 
ed softball to crafts and special 
events. 

Each supervised playground will 

have between two and four personnel 
on the grounds between the hours of 9 


a.m. and 4 p.m. during the week. 
Newton Centre playground, Burr 
Park, Auburndale Park and 
Hawthorn playground will be super- 
vised seven days a week. 

According to Towle, the fiscal 1982 
budget for playground leadership was 
reduced from $76,700 to $53,000, part 
of a $133,000 budget cut the Recrea- 
tion Dept. was forced to endure. The 
reduction in funds translates into the 
elimination of approximately 60 part- 
time positions.

NEWTON - Newton's home rule peti- 
tion, which would allow the city to af- 
ford protection for renters from short- 
notice condominium conversion, has 
been referred to the Committe on 
Local Affairs, according to State Rep. 
David Cohen (D-Newton). 


Cohen, who co-sponsored the or- 
dinance with Ald. Ethel Sheehan, 
thought that a month's time was “a 
reasonable order of magnitude’’ for 
the bill to pass through the legislature 
but said “it was impossible to predict 
with any certainty” when the process 
would be completed. 


He was optimistic, however, that 
the legislature would act favorably on 
the Newton petition. Cohen also said 
the ‘specific terms of the bill are in- 
tended to help those people at 
Chestnut Hill Gardens.” 


The proposed condominium conver- 
sion of the 428-unit apartment com- 
plex at 250 Hammond Pond Parkway 
and the tenant uproar it has provoked, 
provided the impetus behind the 
Newton condominium ordinance. 


Tenants of the twin-tower structure, 
most of whom are elderly and cannot 
afford to purchase their units, claim 
that they were promised by the 
original developers the complex 
would remain as rental property for 
at least 14 years.

“Tf the law is upheld, it would 
definitely have an impact upon any 
apartment building in which tenants 
are still residing,”’ said Cohen. “The 
bill is not keyed to the filing of the 
master deed, it is keyed to the evic. 
tion of the tenants.”” 


There has been doubt whether an 
ordinance at this time can help the 
tenants at Chestnut Hill Gardens 
since a master deed identifying the 
property as condominiums has 
already been filed. 


Cohen also said the recent decision 
by the Department Housing and Ur- 
ban Development (HUD) not to deny 
the sale of the building to new owners 
despite the use of an $18 million HUD 
subsidized mortagage and loan 
guarantee by the original developers 
should not affect his bill. 


HUD claimed that it had no legal 
authority to block the sale of the two- 
year-old complex. 

The core of the ordinance as drafted 
by the board is a provision that allows 
a renter a two-year grace period 
before they can be removed from a 
building due to conversion. In cases of 
“hardship (handicapped or people 65 
years of age or over),”’ a tenant is 
given an additional three years before 
they can be evicted. 

In addition to the home-rule peti- 
tion, the Chestnut Hill Tenants 
Association has a lawsuit pending 
against the developers, Carrabet- 
ta,Inc., of Meriden, Conn..

Cable company 
searches for site 


NEWTON CENTRE —Continental 
Cablevision, slated to begin cable pro- 
gramming here in November, is hav- 
ing trouble finding a location for a 
transmitting tower. 

As a result, the starting date for 
cable programming may be delayed 
for serveral months. 

The company’s initial choice for a 
transmitting tower on the grounds of 
Andover Newton Theological School 
was unanimously rejected by the 
Board of Aldermen's Land Use Com- 
mittee. 

Michael Musin, systems manager 
of Continental in Newton, said, ‘We 
have not come up with a workable 
solution. We are looking for the right 
place.” 

“We are looking everywhere we can 
in the city,” he said. “It's a very dif- 
ficult position, and we are attacking it 
from several different angles.” 


Musin estimated that the rejection 
of the site initially chosen by the firm 
may cost the company ‘upwards of 
$100,000." When asked if the cost 
would be passed on to residents, 
Musin said, ‘Ultimately, we will have 
to recover our investment.” 

Musin said the company was look- 
ing at several sites and may possibly 
need to construct two towers in order 
to provide quality cable programm- 
ing. 

“This is an alternative we will try to 
stay away from,” he said. 

Musin said the Andover Newton 
site, strongly opposed by residents, 
was the “‘ideal"’ location. He said the 
site was centrally located and would 
have provided minimum interference 
and the best service. 

Opponents of the site argued that it 
was inappropriate to construct the 
tower in a residential district.

Congressman Frank at forum

NEWTON - Given a choice, Con- 
gressman Barney Frank (D-Newton) 
would prefer Paul Bunyan swinging an 
ax to Budget Director David Stockman. 

Calling President Ronald Reagan's 
budget ‘‘David Stockman’s Magical 
Mystery Tour,” Frank told a City Hall 
forum last week that the administration 
is not looking to cut inefficiency from 
domestic spending programs but rather 
seeks to cut them out completely. 

Speaking to more than 120 people in 
the War Memorial Auditorium, the 
liberal congressman denounced the 
scope of the Reagan cuts and attacked 
the philosophical tenet guiding the ad- 
ministration through the budget pro- 
ceedings. 

According to Frank, it is the ad- 
ministration’s contention that it is not in 
the business of aiding those people in the 
moderate income bracket or the working 
class. 

“Stockman is not saying there is too 
much fraud in the food stamp program 
or that the energy conservation program 
is being run inefficiently,” said Frank. 
“Instead, he is saying the federal 
government should not be in the business 
at all and wipes out the good and the bad 
together.” 

“He is not differentiating between the 
well run and programs and the poor run 
programs, The administration's position 
is that federal programs should only 
help those who are desperate and poor, 
those who could not survive without 
yvovernment help.” 

Frank noted that the Section 312 
rehabilitation loan fund, a program used 
by many residents from Newton and 
Waltham, has been eliminated.

officer will earn close to $405 a week. 

Magni believes the decisive vote 
was in part because of the uncertainty 
of Proposition 2'%.

“The whole key is that this is our 
money,” said Magni of the raises.

Under the agreement, policemen 
will lose their $110 clothing allowance 
and will find their bonus for college 
courses cut from $10 to $8.50 a credit. 
Each of these benefits were earned 


through past collective bargaining. 

Approximately 120 of the city’s 200 
man force receive some monies from 
the $10 per credit benefit. 

The contract also stipulates that 
night patrolmen are collectively owed 
$37,000 from a grievance the union fil- 
ed over night differential. 


Police officers will be compensated 
for sacrificing their clothing 
allowance and accepting the reduc- 
tion in payment for college credits. 
For fiscal year 1982, which began July 
1, officers will have $211 added to 
their base pay. After the $211, a se- 
cond 7.5 percent raise will be added to 
the retroactive 7.5 percent raise.

“They didn’t say the program was be- 
ing badly run or that there was fraud. 
The administration just said that it was 
none of their business."” 

“I believe that people voted in 
November for cuts, there is no question 
in my mind that people wanted reduc- 
tions in a lot of programs,” said Frank. 
“T feel that they have gone too far.”” 

“What is going on in Washington goes 
far beyond cuts from a standpoint of effi- 
ciency or cuts to abate inflation.” 

The House and the Senate both approv- 
ed close to $40 billion budget-cutting 
measures late last week designed to 
slash spending in virtually every area 
but defense and scale back domestic 
spending of the past 50 years. 

Frank noted that this vote gave 
Reagan ‘98 percent of what he had ask- 
ed for on the spending side. The tax bill 
on the revenue side is the next battle on 
the hill, one that Frank feels the Presi- 
dent “almost definitely is going to win.” 

“It is clear now that anytime a Presi- 
dent identifies a piece of legislation as an 
essential piece of his economic package, 
he is going to win,” he said. 

The House and the Senate must now 
work out differences between their two 
versions of the budget cuts before they 
can become law. 

“David Stockman has an unusual 
degree of power for a director of the Of- 
fice of Management and Budget," said 
Frank. “Essentially what we're seeing 
now is his programs being carried 
out...what says the federal government 
ought not to be involved in the domestic 
socio-economic affairs of the country.” 

The Reagan budget revisions, which 


were contained in one massive amend- 
ment several hundred pages long, in- 
clude deep cuts in food stamps, nutri- 
tion, student loans, welfare, energy pro- 
grams, federal employee pay raises, 
federal..subsidized housing and the 
elimination of Social Security minimum 
benefits. 

The budget also includes Reagan's 
block grant concept, giving states more 
control over federal programs. Frank 
called this a big victory for Reagan 
structurally because it eliminates state 
guidelines in the administering of these 
funds. 

“I’m very much in favor of steps 
Ronald Reagan might take to improve 
the efficiency of programs,” continued 
Frank. He pointed out that the governor 
recently announced the location of $15 
million in welfare fraud. ‘‘My problem 
with the cutbacks David Stockman is 
putting forward is he's not trying to do 
that.”

Let austerity 
make its mark 


While the great budget struggle was be- 
ing fought in the Legislature last week, 
scant attention accrued to a proposal 
which will become a red hot issue 
somewhere down the road. 

An advance in the sales tax from 5 to 6 
percent is is contained in a late-filed bill 
drawn by the joint Committee on Taxation. 
Although passage in the current session is 
the objective, the hike would take effect 
July 1, 1982, start of a new fiscal year with 
an income tax reduction as a sweetener. 

Rep. Gerald Cohen (D-Andover), 
cochairman, is looking to the second year 
of Proposition 2 % implementation and 
general tax reform he has repeatedly ad- 
vocated to provide more balance and equi- 
ty in spreading the load. 

After all the current trauma is behind 
them, the cities and towns will still need as 
much as $300 million in local aid above 
prior funding. It is Cohen’s belief, shared 
by many, the same opportunity current for 
budget retrenchment won’t be there. Thus, 
it is argued, an entirely new, comprehen- 
sive tax package must be drawn up.

Proposition 2 ’2 was 
approved by voters with the expectation it 
would restrain spending by municipalities 
and the state before any move for new 
taxes. 

A demonstration of need for a boost in 
sales tax revenue may well be possible 
after it is shown what 2 ¥2 has accomplish- 
ed in its first year. Nothing will be lost ina 
broad-based study of the tax structure for 
legislative reveiw early in 1982.

State land use 


The Massachusetts Association of Con- 
servation raises a question of valid con- 
cern in its July newsletter. It asks whether 
the state should be in the business of buy- 
ing agricultural restrictions while it is sell- 
ing its own agricultural lands. 

The first part refers to subsidies 
perpetuating farmland usage, which is 
worthy of support because of what it 
means to natural resources in the Com- 
monwealth. 

The second — on sale of agricultural 
land — relates to an announcement a St. 
Louis-based development firm is planning 
to construct a huge project on the site of 
the former Westboro State Hospital and 
Lyman School for Boys. 

An office/research park, conference- 
center hotel, housing units and an amuse- 
ment park are proposed. MACC will be 
making a strong case against surrender of 
the huge state-owned tract in the 
customary string of environmental hear- 
ings which must take place. 

It seems that 327 acres are now a wildlife 
managewment area in Westboro and Nor- 
thboro. Another large section is in 
agricultural use. Within the site are two 
“great ponds’’ and about 20 percent is in 
wetlands scattered throughout. And the 
town of Westboro is reportedly exploring a 
potential water supply on the property. 


A good question to ask is why a 
developer would go after such a tract with 


so much open land in private hands west of 
Route 499. This particular acreage has the 
environnental significance that strongly 
supports MACC’s opposition.

Begin personifies divided Israel

It would be a mistake to read Israel's bitterly fought 
election as evidence of a radical change in the country’s 
political style as such. eh 

From the very beginning of the Jewish state, politi- 
cians have gone at each other with a ferocity customarily 
reserved in other countries for civil wars. Few holds are 
barred in personal and partisan infighting. Even the 
physical violence that scarred the closing weeks, 
dismaying to some observers in Israel and elsewhere for 
its storm trooper echoes, differentiates the passions of 
this campaign from others more in degree than kind. 

But it would be a greater mistake to dismiss the out- 
come of this election as merely more of the same because 
once more Israeli voters, after all the rhetorical 
vehemence and partisan fury, have failed to provide 
themselves with a stable government. 

This time they have also revealed the country to be 
more sharply and evenly polarized than ever before bet- 
ween a right wing of doctrinaire traditionalists and 
pragmatists of the center and left. 

Israel, even during the long ascendancy of the Labor 
Party of David Ben Gurion and Golda Meier, has never 
had a solidly based majority government. Cabinets have 
always been intricately crafted coalitions in which in- 
herent instability has been the common denominator. 

But this time the crafting is going to be more difficult 
than ever, and at a time when Israel is less able to afford 
the luxury of preoccupation with the techniques of 
politics. ‘ 

Whether formed by Shimon Peres or Menachem Begin, 
the next government faces formidable problems that will 
not yield to the politics of instability. The country is

burdened with perhaps the most virulent inflation of any 
developed economy in the world. 

Economic weakness is more than an internal problem.

are increasing its political isolation. 

The confrontation with Syria in Lebanon drags on, as 
does the deadlock over the future of the Arabs of the oc- 
cupied West Bank.

Games played with state budgets 


Still smoke-filled rooms

BOSTON (UPI) — Have the House and Senate Ways and 
Means committees become the fifth and sixth branches 
of state government? Are they two legislative titans 
whose powers have been expanded far beyond the im- 
agination and intent of the framers of the state constitu- 
tion? 

Senate Republican Leader John F. Parker, a veteran 
lawmaker from Taunton, thinks they have and believes 
something ought to be done to curb their powers. 

Parker said in an interview last week that gamesman- 
ship over annua) state budgets has-become a way of life 
on a Beacon Hill, giving both ways and means commit- 
tees undue appropriating and lawmaking authority. 

“Two powerful committees want to get their own way 
and as a result this place has become a house of hate,” 
said Parker, referring to the bitterness generated in 
debate over the widely different budget plans passed last 
month by the House and Senate. 

The result of this confrontation, the 74-year-old minori- 
ty leader said, is government by “brinksmanship” that 
has often left the budget battle unresolved after July 1, 
when the new fiscal year begins. 

“Those who suffer the most,"’ Parker said, ‘‘are the 
state employees and the needy."”’ Those people, he said, 
often are forced to wait for their pay and benefit checks 
until a new state budget is enacted. 

Parker, who has been a state senator since 1953, said 
the leaders of the House and Senate use the budget crisis 
to enhance their own political power. 

He said he would like to see the establishment of a 
single appropriations committee, which would be charg- 
ed with reviewing the budget proposed by the governor. 
it would also be responsible for getting a spending plan 
out to the House floor and later to the Senate on a timely 
basis that would allow deliberate and thoughtful con- 
siderction by lawmakers.

Under the present system, Parker said, the governor's 
budget is sent in late January to the House Ways and 
Means Committee, where it almost immediately is 
thrown aside so the lawmakers can develop their own 
state spending blueprint. 

The appropriations bill passed by the House, after 
languishing for weeks in that chamber, is then sent to the 
Senate which refers it to its own ways and means com- 
mittee. The Senate, which by this time already has begun 
drafting its own version of the budget, ignores the House 
spending plan, leaving the task of reconciling two budget 
proposals to a joint conference committee, comprising 
pugs members from each from both legislative bran 
ches. 

The conference committee, Parker said, should not 
have to deal with the vast disagreement between the two 
branches like it has this year. It should only have to 
resolve “small differences.”” 

thai the way it used to be, the long-time legislator 
said.

And for essentially the same reasons — his hard-ball 
politics, acid tongue, unswerving dedicaticn to a fire- 
eating brand of Zionism that rejects accommodation of 
Palestinian aspirations and a flinty refusal to com- 
promise not only with the opposition but independent opi- 
nions in his own camp. 

Whatever the’ precise composition of a new govern- 
ment, post-election Israel appears committed to carry- 
ing on the unfinished battle of Begin, to the detriment of 
the nation's ability to deal effectively with its many inter- 
nal and external problems. And that may not be the 
worst of it. Polarized and pre-occupied, Israelis may be 
losing some of the democratic vitality that has sustained 
them through so many crises and made them, despite all 
their problems, the brightest spot in the Middle East. 

It would be a mistake to discount the seriousness of 
that possibility.

‘The ways and means committees," Parker said, ‘can 
do as they please.

Another abuse of the Legislature's budget-making pro- 
cess, he said, is the practice of individual lawmakers of 
adding an amendment that wins votes back home but will 
almost certainly be killed by the conference comittee. 

One of the most frequently heard lines around the 

rostrum of the House and Senate, the Taunton 
Republican said, is: “Propose it. We'll accept it but it 
will be thrown out in conference."’ 
Under such a system, Parker said, the legislator can 
érab publicity in his hometown newspaper, knowing full 
well his proposal is going to be killed by the conference 
comunittee. 

But Parker has been around the Statehouse too long to 
think his plan for a single budget, or appropriations, 
committee has much chance of being established.

To the Editor: 

There should be bells, drums, 
trumpets, or at least applause. Pro- 
position 2 ' made it intact all the way 
to enactment, there are no new taxes, 
most cities and towns have prepared 
responsible budgets for F ¥82, and the 
state government has committed 
itself to between $220 and $300 million 
in new local aid. 


The savings to the taxpayer this 
year will be approximately $340 


million in property taxes and $150 
million from the auto excise cut. 


Cities and towns are free of school 
board fiscal autonomy, compulsory 
binding arbitration and unfunded 
state mandates. 


On the other hand, as of July 1, we 
still face legislation that would make 
serious changes in Proposition 2 '%, 
there is talk of new taxes, Boston still 
doesn’t have its act together, and the 
local aid has not yet been allocated. 

There is more to be done. 

Once Proposition 2 % is fully im- 
plemented, property taxes will still be 
10-20 percent above the national 
average, but our total tax burden 
should be fairly close to what people 
in other states are paying for com- 
parable services 


We will then need a constitutional 
amendment in place to prevent taxes 
from rising again beyond the increase 
in our personal incomes; we need a 
permanent limit on what the state and 
local governments can take from the 
taxpayer. 

It seems incredible that anyone on 
Beacon Hill should be talking new 
taxes, and unlikely that many would 
vote to enact them, yet tradition dies 
hard. 

Rep. Gerald Cohen of the House 
Taxation Committee has introduced a 
tax package that would generate 
more than $330 million in new 
revenues during F'Y83. 

We think that Rep. Cohen should put 
his package on the next state ballot 
and ask the voters if they are ready 
for new taxes. R 

So, if it is not yet time to celebrate 
total victory, we must take some time 
out to mark the end of the first major 
battle. All supporters of Proposition 2 
% could celebrate Independence Day 
this year knowing that another 
American tradition, revolt against un- 
fair and oppressive taxation, is alive 
and well in Massachusetts.

Tax relief 


To the Editor: 

Last November the citizens of the 
commonwealth decisively approved 
of Proposition 2 '% by a vote of 60 per- 
cent in favor of this initiative petition 
question to only 40 percent who disap- 
proved of this question. 

Here are the major provisions of 
Proposition 2‘. 

Residential property can be taxed 
at only 2 % percent of fair market 
value; and the property tax will be 
reduced 15 percent per year until the 
overall real estate tax on a communi- 
ty in Massachusetts is no more than 2 
% percent of full and fair market 
value. 

Consequently, those communities in 
excess of 2 % percent must reduce 
their tax 15 percent this year and in 
future years until this tax reaches 2% 
percent of the total property of a city 
or town in Massachusetts. 

The excise tax on cars in 
Massachusetts was reduced from $66 
per $1,00 to $25 per $1,000. The dropp- 
ing of the excise tax should improve 
automobile sales in Massachusetts, 
resulting in greater production and 
prosperity in Massachusetts general- 
ly. Greater auto sales could mean 
more tax revenue for the state to col- 
lect. It will also mean nore jobs for the 
private sector of the economy. 

It prohibits future state-mandated 
programs such as Chapter 766 and the 
state run welfare system unless they 
are state funded. The state could not 
arbitrarly force the cities and towns 
to pay for these programs by 
themselves, unless the state was in a 
real financial position to help these 
towns with financial assistance. 

One of the major reasons that Pro- 
position 2 2 passed last November: 
was the electoraft finally realized 
that the Massachusetts Legislature 
has failed miserably in recent years 
to provide its citizens with meaningful 


tax relief at a time when the state has 
lost many industries like the shoe, 
textile, and light manufacturing in- 
dustries. 

The state's largest cities such as 
Boston, Worcester, Springfield, Fall 
River, and New Bedford, etc., have 
all lost population and needed 
revenue from these fleeing industries 
in the last decade. 

Furthermore, in the last decade the 
Legislature has increased the general 
sales tax from 3 percent to 5 percent; 
it has increased the investment tax 
from 8 percent to 10 percent; it has 
imposed a tax on savings bank in- 
terest, and an income surtax on both 
salaried and investment income. 

Also many of the cities and towns 
have increased their property taxes 


by 100 percent or better over the past | 


decade. 

One of the selling points of the 
limited sales tax when it passed in 
1966 was that this revenue from this 
sales tax would hold down the need to 
increase property taxes which of 
course did not happen this way. 

Property taxes in many cities and 
towns continued to skyrocket in spite 
of passage of the sales tax. The same 
arguments were used by the 
Legislature when they imposed a tax 
on savings bank interest in 1971 and 
when they imposed an incor 
in 1975, All of these Legislative 
arguments in favor of these additional 
taxes proved to be false. As a conse- 
quence to all of this legislative taxa- 
tion, the voters of Massachusetts 
spoke strongly in favor of Proposition 
2% in November 1980, 

Although I am a member of the 
Newton Taxpayers Association; I am 
expressing my own views as a private 
citizen.

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NEWTON — Two men, appearing to 
have business with the owner of 
Capucino's restaurant at Four Corners, 
walked into the restaurant shortly 
before 10 a.m. Monday and allegedly 
held up the bookkeeper for $150 in cash. 

The two men, described as ‘‘well- 
dressed" with one carrying a briefcase, 
walked into the restaurant at 1114 
Beacon Street and asked to speak to the 
bookkeeper. The men then went 
downstairs to the office where the book- 
keeper seated at his desk and asked 
to speak to the owner. 

After they were told that the owner 
was “not in the building,” the men 
allegedly asked to leave some papers for 
him and opened the briefcase. 

But, instead of taking papers out, the 
men, allegedly pulled out two weapons 
believed to be large caliber firearms. 
They told the bookkeeper to lie face 
down and then taped his mouth and tied 
him up with duct tape, police said. 

The men took $150 from the petty cash 
box on the bookkeeper’s desk and asked 
where the safe was. The bookkeeper 
directed them with his foot. 

Ironically, the safe was open at the 
time, but one of the men accidently turn- 
ed the tumbler and locked the safe. 

Meanwhile, a chef knocked on the of- 
fice door and one of the men allegedly 
said, ‘We'll be right out.” 

At that time, both men fled through the 
kitchen area and were seen driving 
away by a bus boy. The chef found the 
bookkeeper and called Newton police. 

The car was described as a brown 
Dodge Dart which headed in the direc- 
tion of Newton Centre carrying the two 
menanda driver. 

The suspects were described by police 
as approximately 5'10" tall, white males 
with dark hair and muscular builds. 
Both were wearing white sports shirts 
and light pants, police said. 

A search of the area by all southside 
police officers proved unsuccessful and 
police are continuing to investigate the 
armed robbery. In charge of the in- 
vestigation is Captain Walter Drew and 
detective William Fitzsimmons, Other 
officers assisting in the search Monday 
were Sargeant John Kennedy and 
Gerald Lawrence. 
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Investigation of an anonymous com- 
plaint of noise at a 4th of July party 
resulted in the arrest of two West 
Newton brothers for assault and battery 
on a police officer. 


At 1:55 a.m. Sunday, officers Nancy 
Caruso and James Ropers, Jr., went toa 
home at 854 Watertown Street and told 
the resident that the party had to be shut 
down since police had received a second 
complaint of noise. 


As people were leaving, a fight broke 
out down the street. Caruso and Rogers 
approached the two men who were

Marriage and 


being a parent 


By Marvin Snider 


There are many contradictions in our society, but 
none so puzzling as the ones surrounding marriage 
and parenthood. 

Commonly, responsible positions in our society 
require qualifications before one is permitted to 
function in these positions. To be a postman, or any 
one of a myriad of jobs in government, a person has 
to pass a Civil Service test and otherwise 
demonstrate competence to perform a particular 
job. 

A barber has to demonstrate competence before 
he is permitted to cut hair. A teacher has to have 
special training, a degree and supervised student 
teaching before he can take over a classroom on his 
own. The same applies to a lawyer, doctor, and a 
banker, 

In contrast to the requirements essential to enter- 
ing the vocational world, what are the qualifica- 
tions required for marriage and parenthood? To be 
married, one only has to come up with a prospec- 
tive mate, a marriage license fee and a blood test. 
To be a parent, a person only has to have the 
physical capacity to produce a child. 

It would seem that we care more about such mat- 
ters as how our hair is cut, our plumbing is install- 
ed, and our legal matters are managed than we 
care about how children are raised. 

It is only after child abuse has occurred that any 
attention is given to the quality of parental 
behavior. Isn't it ironic that we require no 
demonstration of competence for what is perhaps 
the most demanding and complicated role in our 
society — that of raising children to be competent 
and responsible adults. 

There are many constructive things that can be 
done to improve the present situation. 

Let’s start with marriage. One requirement for 
obtaining a marriage license could be to have 
undergone a course in pre-marital counseling. The 
purpose for such counseling is not to pass judge- 
ment on whether a couple should get married, but 
rather to insure that they have jointly considered 
all aspects of marriage — finances, religion, expec- 
tations of one another, and parenthood. 

Confronting these issues while courting may con- 
tribute to a reduction of our escalating divorce rate. 
Confronting and resolving these problems at a time 
when they are most easily dealt with is far superior 
to letting them develop and simmer through neglect 
to the point where they have to be faced. At that 
point the damage is often too far gone to be revers- 
ed. 

In the natter of children, it is essential that educa- 
tional services be made available to all parents at 
all stages of the life cycle. A community could not 
make better use of public monies than to provide 
such educational programs. In so doing, it is likely 
to reduce the expensive care that is required when 
parents fail and the community has to provide care 
in such services as foster homes, residential place- 
ment, or juvenile detention facilities. 

To coin an old adage, an ounce of educational 
prevention is worth a pound of rehabilitative care.

adopt a new rule for next year. 

According to Janet, technical fouls 
will be called on parents for displays 
of temper. Three fouls on the parent 
will force their child to forfeit the 
match. 

While Janet's own family may 
never be called down for improper 
conduct, they are immensely proud of 
her accomplishments. Her two 
college-aged sisters attend all of 
Janet’s weekend matches whenever 
they are home from school and her 
parents rarely miss a tournament. 

“When we call home we always ask 
how she did in her tournament and we 
always get good news. She's never 
been in a tournament other than 
Wichita (the nationals) where she 
didn't place,” Laurie beams in talk- 
ing about the youngest Burke, 

Janet tends to be reticent about her 
accomplishments and talks matter of 
factly about her rapid development. 

When asked to shed some light on 
why she became enthralled with the 
sport in the first place, the green-eyed 
teenager replies, “Well, my father 
just went over there (the Needham 
Playoff Racquetball Club) and joined 
and I just started playing.” 

“T started playing with my father,” 
she adds. 

Perhaps Janet's serious participa- 
tion in three other sports for approx- 
imately four years explains to some 
degree why she does not see her ac- 
complishments in racquetball as 
anything unusual. 

For four years she has played both 
soccer and softball on girl's city 
leagues. This past year she made the 
junior high varsity teams for soccer, 
softball and basketball. Her softball 
ae soccer teams placed first in the 
city. 

According to Laurie, Janet is also 
ambidextrous and warms up right- 
handed for her racquetball matches 
as part of her strategy. Janet feels her 
opponents base their strategy on a 
right-handed player and are slow to 
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notice that she is actually playing left- 
handed. 

When she is involved with her other 
sports, Janet plays racquetball only 
once a week at night. At other times, 
she practices almost daily for one or 
two hours. In the winter when the bulk 
of sanctioned tournaments are 
scheduled, she competes nearly every 
weekend. 

“T try to go to. as many tournaments 
as possible,” Janet emphasizes. She 
adds, with a note of disappointment, 
“In the summer, not that many peo- 
ple play because they'd rather be at 
the beach or someplace.” 

Despite her enthusiasm for sports, 
Janet is adamant when she says her 
schoolwork comes first. 

Shyly admitting that she gets most- 
ly ‘“‘A's” in school, Janet attributes 
her achievement both in school and in 
athletics to her competitive nature. 

When asked if her involvement in 
sports dampens the social life of a 
teenage girl, Janet shrugs, ‘‘No, 
because most of my friends all play 
sports anyway." 

She has also made friends at the 
Needham Playoff Racquetball Club 
since the club decided to help finance 
her trip to the nationals by selling raf- 
fles at $1 each. 

Prizes for junior tournaments are 
usually trophies or gift certificates. 
“The trophies at the nationals were 
four feet high,” Janet says excitedly. 

According to Janet, the purse for 
the winner of most professional tour- 
naments is around $2,000 or $3,000. 

But money is not everything to this 
perky teenager who enjoys the action 
on the 40’ by 20’ court with its 
demands for quick reflexes and 
stamina. She just wants to play her 
best. 

In addition to running and some 
weight lifting, Janet describes her 
practice routine as follows. “I just get 
on the court and hit the things I’m not 
good at.”

the city figure stands after revalua- 
tion, Newton will be operating with a 
$73.5 million tax levy - 2.5 percent of 
the city’s full market value - the same 
as they did a year ago.

Boston sends exhibit of American art to China 


BOSTON — The first official exhibi- 
tion of American art to tour the Peo- 
ple's Republic of China in 30 years has 
been selected from the permanent 
collection of the Boston Museum of 
Fine Arts. 

Consisting of 70 major works 
representing the history of American 
painting, the exhibition will be on 
view in Beijing from Sept. 1 through 
Sept. 30 and in Shanghai from Oct. 20 


through Nov. 19 before returning to 
Boston. 

The exhibition is part of the U.S.- 
Chinese Cultural Agreement which 
was signed in January 1979 by Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter and Chinese Vice 
Premier Deng Xiaoping, shortly after 
the normalization of relations bet- 
ween the United States and China. 
The United States International Com- 
munication Agency (USICA), the 


federal agency sponsoring the exhibi- 
tion, invited the museum to organize 
an exhibition from its world renowned 
collection of American art to be sent 
to the People’s Republic. 

Jan Fontein, director, says, ‘‘The 
Museum of Fine Arts, which has so 
many historic ties with the countries 
of the Far East and one of the most 
comprehensive collections of Oriental 
art in the Western World, is proud to 


be the first museum to introduce 
American painting to the Chinese 
public.” 

Recently, the cultural agreement 
has enabled the Boston Symphony Or- 
chestra and the Boston Ballet to 
become the first American perform- 
ing arts groups to visit the People’s 
Republic. This exhibition continues 
the close connection between Boston 
and China, which dates back to the 





18th and 19th century maritime trade. 

Because American painting is 
relatively unknown to the Chinese, the 
exhibition will survey the many styles 
and types of paintings produced in 
America during the past 250 years. A 
catalogue, published in Chinese, ac- 
companies the exhibition and includes 
essays by the curators on the pain- 
tings, the artists, and the develop- 
ment of American art from the 17th 


century to the present. 

Stebbins says that ‘it has been 
wonderful working on this show,” 
which has presented interesting pro- 
blems. For example, ‘‘should we pick 
things we think the Chinese will like, 
or ones we regard as important?

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Buyers 
abandon 
condo plan

NEWTON - Chestnut Hill 
Gardens Associates (CHGA) has 
withdrawn as contract pur: 
chasers of the Chestnut Hill 
Gardens apartment complex. 


With the withdrawal of CHGA, 
CHR General (The Connecticut 
Bank and Trust Co.) retains 
ownership of the property. Rosco 
Tremmier, attorney for CHR 
General, said his client is ‘‘explor- 
ing options” and will announce 
some time this week what it in- 
tends to do with the 428-unit apart- 
ment complex. 

Tremmier did speculate, 
however, that he “expects” CHR 
General to try and convert the 
towers to condominiums. 


Aldermen have indicated that 
the bank has said it will return 
deposits and offer ‘‘better deals” 
as well as financing to those 
tenants who may need assistance 
in purchasing their units. 

Representatives of CHR 
General have approached several 
aldermen on the Legislation and 
Rules Committee asking for a 
delay in the passage of an or- 
dinance that would protect 
renters from short-notice con- 
dominium conversion. State Rep. 
David Cohen, said, however, that 
he would continue to press ahead 
with the ordinance despite the re- 
quest. 

Cohen said he would not delay 


work on the ordinance because 
the law is to be a general or- 
dinance, not one merely tailored 
to those people at Chestnut Hill 
Gardens. 

He also said ‘‘it was not ap- 
propriate to recommend a delay” 
because the people from Connec- 
ticut Bank and Trust have only 
spoken in general terms. 

Ald. Paul Daley, however, 
thought it was the ‘“‘committee’s 
duty to listen’ to Connecticut 
Bank and Trust rather than push 
ahead with the ordinance. He said 
the firm has asked for a month to 
present the tenants and the board 
with a new proposal ‘‘that would 
better protect all the interested 
parties.” 

Chestnut Hill Gardens 
Associates, a Washington based 
real-estate group, had filed a 
master deed to convert the 428- 
unit structure to condominiums. 
However, the proposed conver- 
sion, which was announced March 
25, met with opposition from 
tenants, many of whom are elder- 
ly and cannot afford to purchase 
their units. 

The force behind the tenants’ 
uproar is their claim that they 
were promised by the original 
developers that the complex 
would remain as rental property 
for at least 14 years. 

The Chestnut Hill Tenants 
Association has a lawsuit pending 
against the developers, Carrabet- 
ta Inc. of Meriden, Conn. 


Roof repair 
funds granted 


NEWTON — A total of $610,000 
was approved by the Board of 
Aldermen this week for repair of 
leaking roofs on five municipal 
buildings. 

The money will come from an- 
ticipated state aid. 


Calling the roof repairs at 
Meadowbrook, Bowen and Peirce 
Schools, Newton North and City 
Hall a ‘top priority,” Budget 
Director David Wilkinson said 
‘the did not see the funding source 
asa problem.” 

He said the administration an- 
ticipates between $1 and $2 
million in additional local aid 
from the state, monies that will be 
used for capital improvements. 

Despite the unanimous vote to 
appropriate the monies, several 
aldermen objected to the way the 
administration handled the pro- 
blem and questioned if they could 
vote funding from ‘‘anticipated”’ 
revenues, 

The monies, as voted on last 
night, will be taken from surplus 
(the city currently has $1 million 
in the fund according to Wilkin- 
son) and replenished from addi- 
tional state aid.

BOSTON— Jim Halperin is a 
man who has turned a young boy’s 
$500 project, a coin and stamp 
store, into a $50 million a year 
business, and who says that he 
picked up economics ‘‘by 
osmosis.”’ 

He is a man who dropped out of 
Harvard in the middle of his 
sophomore year because ‘I 
couldn’t understand why I was 
there. It didn’t have any 
relevance to my life.” 

Halperin, 28, is founder and 
chairman of the board of the New 
England Rare Coin Galleries, 
which is now one of the most well- 
known and respected rare coin 
dealerships in the world. He is 
also a millionaire who once rented 
a Lear jet to fly himself and some 
friends to the Bahamas because 
there were no other flights 
available, although that is pro- 
bably the only ‘millionaire’ 
anecdote anyone will ever hear 
about him, 

Sitting on a low couch in the cor- 
ner of the gallery at 89 Devonshire 
St., in the heart of Boston’s bustl- 


, 


Aldermen, however, recognized 
the need to repair the roofs and 
put their questions aside. Said 
Ald. Richard McGrath: ‘‘We 
should not delay this any longer. 
“‘We’ve known about this problem 
for a long time.”” 


Ald. Dominic Taglienti had 
similar concerns. ‘This is not a 
patch-up job. All the schools have 
big problems,” he told the board. 
“This should be passed tonight no 
matter where we get the monies.” 


According to Building Commis- 
sioner Allan Fraser, the roofs of 
the Bowen, Pierce and 
Meadowbrook (except for the 
gym) Schools will be repaired. He 
said the roofs will be stripped 
down, re-insulated three times 
their current thickness, and done 
completely over, 

The repairs will cost from 
$320,000 at Meadowbrook; 
$112,000 at Bowen; $72,000 at 
Peirce; $56,000 for partial repairs 
at Newton North; to $50,000 to 
replace the copper flashing 
around the drains at City Hall. 
The roof at Meadowbrook is by far

He is humorous and matter-of- 
fact about his success and his high 
standing among fellow 
numismatists. Even when he tells 
you point blank that he is the most 
knowledgeable numismatist 
around, you know that it wouldn't 
become him to consider himself 
any differently. 

The direction that the Waban 
resident was headed in became 
clear in 1975 when Halperin 
bought the world’s most valuable 
coin for $48,000. The coin is the 
rare 1866 ‘‘No Motto” silver 
dollar, one of a pair minted 
without the words “In God We 
Trust” on its reverse side. 

The other half of the pair was 
stolen from the DuPont family’s 
private collection in 1967, and has 
not yet been recovered. The coin 
that Halperin bought had once 
been owned by King Farouk of 
Egypt, and Halperin correctly 
concluded that the coin had ac- 
tually been struck privately, thus

More arguments in 


CAMBRIDGE —- A group of 
Newton aldermen and the city 
solicitor are expected to return to 
court Monday to present further 
arguments in the case of who will 
provide Newton's ambulance ser- 
vice. 

Judge Paul Connolly, late last 
week, took under advisement a 
motion for a preliminary injunc- 
tion to prevent Mayor Theodore 
Mann from ‘‘dismantling’” the 
city-operated ambulance service. 

Ald. Mark White said Tuesday 
that a decision was expected at 
any time on the preliminary in- 
junction and that the parties 


would return to court Mdnday 
where the aldermen’s lawyer will 
argue a motion for summary 
judgment in the case and the city 
wil argue a motion to dismiss the 
suit. 

The request for an injunction 
was the first step in a legal battle 
initiated by 12 of the 24 aldermen. 

Led by mayoral ‘candidate 
White, the aldermen are attemp- 
ting to prevent the takeover the 
the ambulance service by a 
private firm.

bulance service in the Fire 
Department budget for several 
months, Mann signed a three-year 
contract with Chaulk Ambulance, 
a private firm. 

Richard Goren, attorney for the 
aldermen, argued before Judge 
Connolly last week that the mayor 
and City Comptroller Lawrence 
Marino ignored a legal board 
order by not appropriating 
$120,000 approved by aldermen to 
temporarily fund the ambulance 
until the dispute could be settled. 

The aldermen are using a state 
statute designed as a check on 
mayoral powers as the basis of 


their vote to appropriate funds for 
the service. 

Normally, aldermen are not 
empowered to add any money to 
the budget over and above what 
the mayor has requested. 

Goren said the statute can be 
employed even after aldermen 
have approved the municipal 
budget. He said, ‘“‘It’s very 
similar to the mayor’s power to 
recommend appropriations in a 
supplementary budget.”’

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Warren closing spawns political group

NEWTON — When parents 
from the Warren Junior High 
community banded together 
recently to fight to keep their 
school open, it was not a first-time 
threat of consolidation for many 
of them. 

One question they posed to the 
School Committee prior to the 
June 8 vote (5-4) to close Warren 
over Bigelow Junior High was: 
‘Shouldn’t the pain be spread 
around a little?’ 

While the west side may have 
lost a junior high, the area has 
gained new political strength with 
the formation of the West Side 
Educational Association (WSEA). 

On Tuesday night, the WSEA 
was to have held a coffee at a 
West Newton home for the pur- 
pose of discussing issues with the

candidates for the School Com- 
mittee. Four hundred invitations 
were sent out to citizens on the 
west side of the city. 


A meeting of the WSEA in June 
as the organization was first for- 
ming drew people from the com- 
munities of closed elementary 
schools on the west side — 
Hamilton, Davis and, most 
recently, Claflin — as well as 
parents from schools which had 
been considered for consolidation 
— Burr, Pierce, Williams and 
Franklin. 

Ward 4 Ald. Carol Ann Shea, 
who addressed the School Com- 
mittee in support of keeping War- 
ren open, said approximately 50 
people attended the WSEA’s first 
meeting in June. 


While the group developed out 
of the fight to keep Warren open,

Shea emphasizes that their con- 
cerns are broader. 

During the deliberations on 
junior high consolidation, Shea 
said people on the west side of the 
city ‘‘didn’t feel we were reaching 
the majority of the School Com- 
mittee.” 

“Since this is an election year, 
we felt it was a good idea to look at 
the candidates running and raise 
some issues,’’ Shea added. ‘We 
wanted to let our views be known 
to the people running.” 

With the last date for filing 
nomination papers July 28, five of 
the eight seats on the School Com- 
mittee have candidates running 
unopposed. Non-incumbents Mar- 
cia Mitchell of Ward 5 and James 
Mnookin of Ward 7 are two of the 
five running unopposed. They will 
replace Honora Kaplan and San- 
dra Fleishman.

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Cable 
tower 
denied 


NEWTON - Without hesitation, 
aldermen have put the final ax to 
Continental Cablevision’s plans to 


erect a 150-foot transmitting 
tower on the grounds of the An- 
dover Newton Theological School 
in Newton Centre. 

At City Hall Monday night, the 
board voted unanimously to ap- 
prove of the Land Use Committee 
report which carried a motion to 
deny Continental's plans to build 
the tower at the proposed site. 

As a result of the action, 
residents may have to wait 
beyond Nov. 12, the projected date 
for the beginning of cable televi- 
sion in the city, to view Continen- 
tal programming. 

Ald. Terry Morris, chairman of 
the Land Use Committee, said 
Continental has yet to approach 
him on a possible alternative site 
for the tower. 

Residents of the Newton Centre 
community opposed the building 
of the structure in an area zoned 
as a residential district. They 
claimed a tower of the proposed 
magnitude would have been 
highly visible; would have been a 
dangerous nuisance placed next 
to an elementary school; and 
would have changed the 
character of the neighborhood 
from residential to commer- 
cial/industrial. 

In addition to the tower, Con- 
tinetal sought to build a 24-by-16 
foot one-story building and three 
25-foot high concrete pads which 
would have supported microwave 
receiving dishes or satellites on 
the parcel. 

The company claimed that the 
theological school site was the 
best one available to them for the 
Headend of the cable operation. 

The Andover-Newton site was 
chosen by Continental after it had 
been awarded the contract by the 
city last May. 


Occupancy 
ordinance 
amended 


NEWTON CENTRE — The 
Newton Health Department 
wishes to inform all homeowners 
that the Change of Occupancy Or- 
dinanice has recently been amend- 
ed.

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Local reaction mixed 
on the latest draft bill

NEWTON — Military career in- 
formation starts to fill mailboxes 
across the country as soon as high 
school students take the 
preliminary college boards prior 
to their senior year. 

Young adult males registering 
for the draft are also bombarded 
with mailings as well as telephone 
calls and’ on occasion, actual 
visits to their homes from| 
recruiters, according to one draft | 
counselor. | 

Now the House Ways and Means | 
Committee of the state legislature | 
has before it a bill which would re- 
quire public school systems to 
provide the Selective Service | 
System with the names of all| 
graduating students. The bill, in- 
troduced by Senator Robert A. | 
Hall of the 2nd Worcester and | 
Middlesex District, has already 
Passed the Senate with one 
amendment: students can request 
that their name be removed from 
the list. 

Many people familiar with the 
bill feel it is a step toward 
strengthening the volunteer 
military forces since the list of 
students would aid recruitment 
efforts. Others believe the bill’ 
serves a second purpose in that it 
is one way of enforcing registra- 
tion of 18-year-old males. 

Recently, the Newton School 
Committee went on record as 
unanimously opposed to 
publishing any such list. The com- 
mittee also passed a resolution, 
presented by a member of 
Parents Against the Draft, calling 
for the Newton schools to allow 
and provide for as much inforna- 
tion as possible on registration 
and the options available to male 
students. 

David Rubin, representing a 
group of Newton parents who are 
also members of Parents Against 
the Draft, says his group’s con- 
cern is that ‘‘people are being 
forced to register without very 
much information and without 
very much guidance.” 

“The important thing is to make 
it (registration) more visible and 
to give young people much better 
sources of information,’’ Rubin 
adds. 

“I’m someone who has served 
in the army,” he continues. ‘I’m 
not sure what I would hope that 
my own kids would do, but I do 
want to be sure that they know 
what they’re doing.” 


The aldermanic Human Services 
Committee recently approved the 
appointment of Stephen K. Pauler 
to the Newton Historical Commis- 
sion.

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Rubin hopes schools will strive 
to provide students with as com- 
plete information as possible on 
questions such as the penalty for 
registering late or not at all, 
whether you must include your 
social security number, and how 
to apply for deferments and ex- 
emptions. 

Filing for conscientious objec- 
tor status is another issue which 
concerns Parents Against the 
Draft since there is not a place on 
the registration form to state this. 

Joan Zorza, a resident of 
Brookline and a draft counselor 
for 10 years, recommends writing 
in the margin of the form that you 
are registering under protest or 
are a conscientious objector. 

The form should then be 
photocopied, Zorza adds, and the 
registrant should already have 
given serious thought to 
establishing this status. 

The Selective Service informa- 
tion accompanying registration 
forms says this status can be re- 
quested after induction into the 
armed services in the event of a 
draft, but Zorza advises 
establishing the status earlier, 
especially on the registration 
form. 

“My understanding is that even 
the Selective Service 
acknowledges that one-third of 
the people aren’t registering,” 
she continues. 

Dr. Robert Delulio, head of the 
guidance department at Newton 
North High School, says his 
counselors are aware of the alter- 
natives to draft registration and 
are already providing the in- 
formation that the School Com- 
mittee resolution calls for. 

“We do not push the military 
over any other option,’”’ DelIulio 
says. “But we have always of- 
fered the draft as a viable alter- 
native for students.” 

Delulio adds that information 
on the draft is available through 
flyers outside the guidance office 
and that groups can speak on the 
draft during the school’s open 
campus program. He emphasizes 
that there is no military recruit- 
ment allowed on school grounds, 
although the military is offered as 
an option at college night and 
junior night. On the Senate bill 
which would require schools to 
provide a list of graduating 
students to the armed services, 
Delulio says it is a violation of 
privacy which he is ‘very much 
opposed”’ to. 

“It leaves a kid very vulnerable 
if he chooses not to register for the 


draft,’’ he emphasizes. 

Although State Reps. Susan 
Schur and David Cohen oppose 
the bill on similar grounds, Rep. 
Joseph DeNucci says he will sup- 
port the amended bill which 
allows a student to request to have 
his name dropped from the list. 

“T don’t think it’s a great bill, 
but it is something I would sup- 
port,’’ DeNucci says. “I guess it’s 
a statement about our volunteer 
service... I really think that we 
have to strengthen our armed 
forces to keep us in a state of 
peace.” 

‘In light of the amendment, I 
don’t see it (publishing the list) as 
a violation of anyone’s rights,”’ 
DeNucci notes. 

Rep. David Cohen opposes the 
bill because, even with the 
amendment, “‘it is inappropriate 
to use our public school systems 
and the information acquired by 
public schools for a_ wholly 
unrelated activity, such as the 
establishment of a large standing 
army." 

In addition to being an invasion 
of privacy, Cohen says the bill has 
elements which make it a “fairly 
Significant precursor to the 
reigstatement of a peacetime 
draft.” 

Rep. Susan Schur also opposes 
the bill on the grounds that it is an 
invasion of privacy. 

“IT can understand the feeling 
that people want to diversify the 
recruits to the military. I don’t 
think this is the way to do it,’’ 
Schur says. 

“Presumably as student can 
have his name taken off the list, 
but that presumes an awful lot,”’ 
she emphasizes. “It is not a 
system that I would think was 
reliable.”” 

As the bill stands, the list would 
be published no later than 
February 1. Dr. Delulio concurs 
with Schur that making all 
students aware that they can have 
their name removed is difficult.

Newton Centre youth 
guilty of accosting boys 


WEST NEWTON — A 17-year- 
old Newton Centre youth was 
found guilty last week of three 
counts of ‘‘open and gross lewd 
and lascivious behavior’’ by 
District Court Judge Albert Tut- 
tle. 

In the case involving two 6-year- 
old boys, the defendant was plac- 
ed on one year’s probation and 
ordered by Judge Tuttle to 
undergo a psychiatric evaluation. 

Two other charges of assault 
and battery on a person under 14 
were dismissed without prejudice 
at the probable cause hearing. 

The incidents involving the 6- 
year-old boys took place at two 
different times Monday, June 15, 
at Zervas School in Waban where 
both boys are students. 

According to their testimony, 
they were confrented by the 
defendant in the boy’s bathroom 
at the school. He also, according 
to testimony, asked the boys to 
meet him in the woods at the edge 
of the school grounds at the end of 
the school day, which they did. 

Newton Police were alerted that 
evening by the boys’ parents, who 
had been told about the incident 
by the children when they got 
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home from school. 

The defendant was arrested by 
Officer Thomas Claflin the follow- 
ing day outside Zervas School 
where he had again asked the 
boys to meet him. 

Judge Tuttle warned the defen- 
dant that as part of his probation, 
he was not to go near the school. If 
he did, Tuttle told him’ he could 
face up to two years in jail.

West Newton Library move defeated

NEWTON - The West Newton 
branch library will stay just 
where it is. 

Despite protests from residents 
of the Chestnut Street area’ in 
West Newton, aldermen this week 
defeated a resolution put forth by 
Ald. James Miller to move the 
library back to its original site at 
25 Chestnut Street. The resolution, 
which some called a political vote, 
was defeated 15 to 6. 

The library was transferred to 
the Davis School complex in 
December at a cost of $10,000. 
Aldermen approved these funds 
on Nov. 17, 1980 on the recommen- 
dation of the Public Facilities 
Committee. 

Speaking against the proposed 
resolution, Human Services 
Chairman Carol Ann Shea said “‘If 
the library was to be moved back 
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to its Chestnut Street, it would 
mean the doom for the West 
Newton branch library.” 

Prior to the meeting of the full 
board, the Human Services Com- 
mittee had met and decided that 
the Davis School site was ‘‘the 
best for the future use of the 
library,” Shea told aldermen. 

Ald. Robert Tennant said “it 
was too late” to move the library 
back to its original location. “It is 
beyond the point now of saving 
any kind of monies,’’ he said, 
“thousands have been spent to 
move the library to its present 
site.” 

Opponents of the transfer argue 
that the building was funded by 
private subscription as a dedica- 
tion to those who died in World 
War I and the move to the Davis 
School both demeans the 
memorial and violates the 
original deed with the city. 
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The Law Department, however, 
has said otherwise, noting the 
words in the deed did not indicate 
the building remain as a library 
forever. 


The Library Board of Trustees 
said the move to the Davis School 
complex would prove more cost- 
efficient. The library system, 
which had to cut $150,000 in the 
wake of Proposition 24, will keep 
all of its libraries open at least 
through the end of the year.

Don't weaken 
Social Security 


When President Franklin Delano 
Roosevelt’s New Deal administration first 
proposed Social Security in 1937 it was a 
promise that American workers would be 
able to contribute toward their own retire- 
ment fund and collect payments when they 
reached the age of 65. 

For some 46 years, American workers 
have been contributing toward some finan- 
cial security in their old age. However, like 
the proverbial chain letter, where one 
builds a pyramid and if the system keeps 
moving, the name added to the bottom of 
the list is supposed to catch the pot of gold 
at the end of the rainbow when his name 
reaches the top, the Social Security bank, 
like the pyramid, is about to burst. 

Unlike the pyramid, Social Security is 
no chain letter. It was a guarantee to the 
American people that they would have a 
minimum of so much income, depending 
upon the proportion of their input, by the 
time they were ready to retire. It was not 
envisioned in 1937 that there would be a 
slowdown or reversal of the growth trend 
in population, and that is one of the major 
factors contributing to the projected 
deficit in the Social Security bank. 

Payments into the system, a portion by 
the employees and a portion by employers, 
has already risen too high. Workers and 
employers alike can afford to have no 
more money taken out of weekly pay 
checks.

The President has already proposed 
eliminating payments to student survivors 
of deceased Social Security collectors. He 
has also proposed elimination of payments 
to government workers who have worked 
only briefly in private industry and are 
otherwise pensioned. He has also proposed 
eliminating Social Security payments to 
emigrants and convicted criminals in 
prison. 


He has suggested eliminating medical 
treatment payments, discouraging retire- 
ment before age 65 and gradually raising 
retirement ages to 68. 

Some of this makes sense. Some of it 
doesn’t. Some of the suggestions would 
break faith with promises made to those 
who labored long in the vineyards and now 
collect their meagre rewards. 


There are millions of senior citizens 
who have retired or are about to retire, 
who depend solely or largely on Social 
Security and medical coverage. We cannot 
break the faith with them. Nor can we 
avoid the cost of living increases built into 
the Social Security system at present, or so 
many senior citizens would be unable to 
cope with inflation. 


While everything possible should be 
done to eliminate abuses in the system, or 
make cuts where possible without damag- 
ing the reliance of retirees on Social 
Security income, we must, if necessary, 
pay Social Security out of the general fund 
if the insurance bank cannot meet its total 
obligations. 


The President has seen fit to increase 
the allotments to military bands. Perhaps 
he can find a way to care for the nation’s 
elderly citizens who have already given so 
much to this nation — both in labor and 
contributions toward their own retirement 
fund. 
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Defending the idea of marriage

I always feel like a throwback when I defend 
the idea of marriage, as though I come from an 
era when husband and wife stuck it out at least 
long enough to dance at their grandchildren’s 
weddings together. 

Unfortunately, I live in a time when the 
divorce rate is creeping up on 50 percent, and 
when I hear from so many people that marriage 
is “nothing more than a piece of paper.’’? And 
even though I am still single, the prospect of 
marriage hardly frightens me, perhaps because 
my expectations are pretty realistic. There is a 
song, written by Bruce Springsteen, that echoes 
my feelings and makes me feel as though maybe 
I am not so alone in my old-fashioned ways as 
some people would have me believe. These 
lyrics, from “I Wanna Marry You,” struck home 
when I first heard them: 

Now, honey, I don’t wanna clip your wings 

But a time comes when two people should 

think of these things 

Having a home and a family 

Facing up to their responsibilities 

They say in the end true love prevails 

But in the end true love can’t be no fairy tale 

To say I’ll make your dreams come true would 

be wrong 

But maybe, darlin’, I could help them along 

There it is in living harmony: the reasons peo- 
ple get married and the reasons they break up. 
They are not the same reasons of course, but 
sometimes people get them mixed up and therein 
lies the rub. 

It takes a certain kind of realism and maturity 
to take on the immense responsibilites 
associated with marriage. 

Some of my trendier acquaintances who say 
that marriage is nothing more than a piece of 
paper and that living together accomplishes the 
same thing don’t seem to realize this. Rather 
than running away from the responsibilities, 
they don’t even know that they exist, hence, the 
belief that marriage and merely living together 
mean the same thing. But being a roomate is 
hardly the same thing as being somebody’s hus- 
band or wife. The aura of lifetime permanence 
can do a lot to change a person’s outlook, I would 
imagine, and the better prepared a couple is for 
this transformation, the more _ successful 
theywill be at making it work. 

One explanation for the drastic rise in the 
divorce rate is that America is not as mature as 
she used to be. ‘ This immaturity is manifested in 
the current preoccupation with staying young 
and the feverish proliferation of self-help fads. 
Marriage, especially when the kids start coming, 
is just another reminder of our own mortality. 
The enormous amount of time and energy need- 
ed to make it work has exceeded the grasp of 
many people, or rather, their grasp has been 
shortened by the current self-centered approach 
to living. 





The feeling that one’s wings are being clipped 
is enough to scare many people away from a 
lifetime committment. But like the song says, 
that’s not really what marriage is all about. 

I am reminded of the movie ‘Butterflies are 
Free,” in which Goldie Hawn played a wild and 
reckless free spirit, a girl who would not be pinn- 
ed down because she was too scared to care or be 
cared about, to hurt or to be hurt. Edward Albert 
played her blind neighbor and, in the end, her 
liberating force. He was freer than she had ever 
been, even though his sightlessness kept him 
chained to the ground and when she committed 
herself to him, she was finally freed from her 
own demons. ' 

This is the kind of freedom, the feeling of being 
bound to the sky and forever in flight with both 
feet planted solidly on the ground, that can make 
a marriage a harmonious success. Of course, 
this union could only be the result of a: deep and 
satisfying love, the ‘“‘true love’’ of Springsteen’s 
song. 

This is the area where a lot of mistakes are 
made also, no matter how the deep love is when 
the marriage starts out. Many people seem to 
think that ‘‘true love “‘ will solve all of their pro- 
blems right on down the line, from who’s going to 
take out the trash to who’s going to wear the 
pants in the family. Yet ‘in the end true love 
can’t be no fairy tale.’’ Which means that there 
will be fights and misunderstandings long after 


the initial thrill is gone, so to speak. In fairy 
tales, the wine and roses last a lifetime, and so 
does the marriage, but in real life there comes a 
time when the heart stops fluttering and spouses 
do get on each others nerves from time to time. 

There also comes a time, hopefully, if the cou- 
ple is prepared to accept it and willing to live 
with it, when romantic love deepens into 
someting more steady and satisfying. 

Fewer and fewer marriages make it to this 
point unfortunately. According to a recent arti- 
cle in Newsweek magazine, optimistically titled 
“How Marriages Can Last,” only 16 percent of 
all marriages last 50 years or more. Yet a lot of 
people get married at least a first time, 92 per- 
cent of the Americar, populace according to 
Newsweek and more people than the divorce 
rate would have us believe stay married for a 
number of years. 

According to the article, 58 percent of all first 
marriages last more than 15 years, 52 percent 
last more than 20 years, and 47 percent make it 
to the 25 year mark. 

So why the drastic decrease in staying power 
between the people who are married for 25 years 
and those who stay married for 50 years or 
more? 

My guess is that a lot of people stay together 
“for the sake of the children,’ to at least 
preserve the masquerade of a happy home life. I 
also think that’ because raising a family takes so 
much time and energy, many couples fail to nur- 
ture the love that brought them together in the 
first place, and when the kids grow up and leave 
home, husband and wife look at each other and 
realize they just don’t care any more. i 

I think too that many people enter a marriage 
with a lot of dreams and romantic notions and 
they expect the other person to bear the load of 
these dreams. If after 50 years they remain 
dreams, the resulting disappointment and 
resentment could spell the demise of the mar- 
riage. 

I don’t consider myself a romantic person; I 
could do without flowers and poems and long 
soulful looks across crowded rooms. But I 
believe in marriage, that it could and should last 
for a lifetime. To me, the right reasons for get- 
ting married— loving and being in love, wanting 
to share my life with someone, wanting to grow 
old with that person— is romance enough. When 
I do grow old with that person and the infatuation 
has given way to something deeper, I won’t 
mind, because I have a feeling that what feels 
nice right now may not be appropriate when I am 
50 or 60 years old. What will feel right is to be 
able to look at my husband and to know without a 
doubt that I will be dancing with him at all of our 
grandchildren’s weddings.

Pinning the budget rap

BOSTON (UPI) — When the smoke has 
cleared from the battle of the state budget, the 
big question will be: Who is to blame for a crisis 
which kept pay and benefits from thousands of 
welfare recipients, state employees and pen- 
sioners? 

Already the politicians are pointing fingers at 
each other and making accusations. 

Gov. Edward J. King blames Senate President 
William M. Bulger and especially Senate Ways 
and Means Chairman Chester G. Atkins. 

Atkins and Bulger fault the House leadership, 
especially Speaker Thomas W. McGee, who 
reciprocates by trying to place the blame on the 
two senators. 

Massachusetts traditionally is slow to enact a 
fiscal year budget, with its legislative leaders 
preferring to play power politics in order to gain 
control over the important and influential ap- 
propriations process. 

But this year, egged on by the property tax- 
slashing Proposition 2 12, the crisis has got out of 
hand. 

Taxpayers sent politicians a message when 
they overwhelmingly adopted the Proposition 2 
% referendum last fall. But it has taken the 
state’s chief political leaders a long time to come 
up with some very different translations of that 
message, 

King read part of the message right in 1978. 
Massachusetts voters were tired of high taxes 
and wanted a change. His pledge to help cut pro- 
perty taxes by $1.4 billion in the first three years

of his four-year term was a magic carpet that 
helped carry him into his first elective office. But 
he fell far short of his tax-cutting goal. 

The governor failed to read the entire message 
— especially at first. He was more than willing to 
see local government spending slashed even 
though it took Proposition 2 %, a measure which 
he didn’t support at first, to do it. But he was un- 
willing to trim the fat from the state 
bureaucracy and provide enough additional local 
aid to help offset the effects of Proposition 2 '2. 

The governor is now repeating his campaign 
theme: No more taxes. That's what he says will 
result the Senate version of the fiscal 1982 budget 
is enacted. 

The Senate leadership, King said last week, in- 
tends to force new or additional taxes on the 
state. That accusation, of course, was swiftly 
denied by Bulger. One senator pointed out the 
House and gubernatorial spending plans called 
for. more appropriations and less local aid than 
the Senate’s budget proposal. That kind of ap-

_coach, he noted, would trigger more new taxes 
than the Senate plan. 

But King, in one of his frequent news con- 
ferences last week, said the Senate proposal not 
only would mean new or additional taxes but also 
lacked ‘‘compassion, humanity or concern for 
the commonwealth’s neediest citizens.”” 

It also would lay off too many state employees. 

The state jobs issue was an area in which King 
and the House leadership could find a common 
ground. 


Atkins’ budget plan strikes sharply at what 
many observers believe is a weak link in 
Massachusetts state government — the lack of 
efficient management techniques. The Senate 
Ways and Means chairman was quoted as saying 
that 12,000 members of the 75,000 state work 
force could eventually be let go without any real 
danger to the effective operation of government. 


For years, many of state jobs have been part of 
a political patronage system, which, unlike the 
process in most states, is controlled by the 
Legislature, 


The original House and governor's budget pro- 
posals refused to budge an inch and get rid of any 
state jobs, a fact widely interpreted as a 
misreading of the public mood. 


Surely, if the jobs of police and firefighters in 
many of the state’s 351 cities and towns were 
threatened by Proposition 2 %, the state could 
slash a few patronage posts from its personnel 
schedules, the argument ran.

Now notice, if you will, how 
cleverly Harris’ denunciation of 
the alleged remarks of ‘‘a 
representative’ of the Moral Ma- 
jority are used to condemn, in a 
most sweeping manner, the agenda 
of the New Right. Get the 
message? The impression Harris 
clearly is seeking to leave is that 
these ‘frightening’ views are 
views subscribed to not only by the 


Mora! Majority but also by the en- 
tire New Right. 


When I called Harris’ and asked 
her which Moral Majority 
representative said the things she 
paraphrases in her letter, she told 
me it was James Wright, head of 
the Maryland chapter of the Moral 
Majority. I ask: And what is your 
evidence to prove that Wright said 
this? Do you have a tape-recording 
of his comments? A newspaper 
story? What? Harris tells me whe 
wrote her letter based on notes she 
had taken at the forum alluded to. 
May I see these notes? She says she 
no longer has them. 


Harris says that she has been toa

sponsored forum in which Wright

The company recently purchas- 
ed a nine-story historic landmark 
building at 45 Milk St., and 
Halperin predicts that when 
renovations are complete, it is go- 
ing to be ‘“‘the most beautiful 
building in Boston."’ Although he 
won't admit at the present 
whether he has plans for opening 
up any other branch offices, he 
will say that ‘I have a twinkle in 
my eye, so to speak’? when he 
thinks about cities like New York’ 
Houston, and San Diego. 

Sales at New England Rare 
Coin Galleries last year exceeded 
$50 million, and the company, 
which employs about 150 people, 
services more than 12 million coin 
collectors and investors 
worldwide. 

Although New England’s 
primary business is selling coins 
to collectors, Halperin’s 
philosophy is that it is more im- 


portant for investors to become 
collectors. 

“T feel that it is the responsibili- 
ty of the dealer to educate the 
public about rare coins and to turn 
investors into collectors. Plus, we 
intend to make everyone rich,”’ he 
says witha smile. 

His argument for the ad- 
vantages of coin collecting are 
particularly convincing consider- 
ing his own success. Investment 
in rare coins is a viable hedge 
against inflation because the 
price of rare coins has outpaced 
the rate of inflation, appreciating 
over the past twenty years at an 
average annual rate of 20 percent. 
Appreciation rates for rare coins 
over the past five years are even 
higher: nearly 29 percent a year. 

Because the number of rare 
coins in existence remains fixed, 
increased demand of the kind that 
has been occuring over the past 20 
years causes the kinds of price in- 
creases previously mentioned. 


According to Dana Willis, direc- 
tor of NERCG’s Rare Coin Guild, 
a monthly acquisition program 
set up for people interested in the 
steady investment in rare coins, 
the number of collectors in this 
country has grown from about one 
million in the 1950's to 16 million 
today. 

“The Guild makes coin collec- 
ting accessible to people who are 
middle-income earners, and 
because each member is assigned 
a personal account represen- 
tative, the program allows so- 
meone who does not know 
anything about coins to learn 
something and to collect at the 
same time,”’ says Willis. 

In addition to educating the 
public and encouraging invest- 
ment and collection of rare coins, 
NERCG, which is co-sponsoring 
this year’s Longwood Tennis 
Championships, has also been in- 
volved in a few large-scale invest- 
ment deals of its own. About the 


same time that Halperin succeed- 
ed in acquiring the ‘No Motto” 
silver dollar for the Gallery, he 
set up Fund I, a private invest- 
ment portfolio containing 196 
coins, which was purchased by 
private investors in 1976 for 
$348,380. Four years later the 
portfolio was auctioned off for 
$2,158,450, yielding a gross capital 
gain of 620 percent for the in- 
vestors. 


Next in line was Partnership I, 
a mutual fund registered with the 
Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission, which Halperin say he 
hopes to market through the 
brokerage community. 


Despite his success, Halperin is 
a man who likes to remain very 
low-key. The galleries in Boston 
are open and spacious, yet he 
prefers to do his work in the base- 
ment in what one of his staff 
members calls ‘‘a real closet of an 
office."’ When he is not traveling 





around the country attending coin 
conventions and auctions (he has 
yet to visit the European branches 
and he finds traveling in general 
“a bit of a drag’’) he will go to the 
movies or play a few games of 
backgammon, which he also ex- 
cels at. 


He grew up in Wayland and at- 
tended school there. His father, 
who loaned him the $500 for that 
first storefront project and will 
probably never regret it, heads up 
the Palm Beach branch of NER- 
CG, and helps out with the finan- 
cial aspect of the business in the 
Boston headquarters. 


He reads mostly business and 
economic journals and newslet- 
ters’ yet practically nothing on 
coins, because ‘“‘nobody really 
Ficws more about coins than I 
0." 


“J have one friend, Kevin Lip- 
ton from New Jersey, who is 22

and may be better than I am,” 
said Halperin immodestly, ‘‘but 
all of the top numismatists in the 
world are my close friends and we 
all share our knowledge.”’ 

“] have thought a little about 
entering politics, but I don’t think 
I will because I’m real good at 
what I’m doing now’’’ he con- 
tinued. 

His nonchalant manner is not 
only not in keeping with his suc- 
cess, but it also covers up the en- 
thusiasm that he has for his job. 
He does tell one anecdote, 
however, in response to a question 
concerning hi £ s eelings about his 
success, but it also indicates why 
he chose the field of rare coins: 


‘‘Somebody once asked 
Salvadore Dali if it was easy to 
paint” says Halperin. ‘‘He replied 
that it is easy or impossible. I feel 
that you either have to love this 
kind of. work or it is impossible to 
be a success at it.””

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In Focus 
Underdogs lead the pack

_Underdogs and martyrs, re- 
joice. Maybe even find yourself 
a pedestal to perch on. 


Psychologists, in a “‘utility of 
humility” study, found under- 
dogs leading the pack in 
problem-solving requiring in- 
formation searches. 


And when they looked at 
martyrs, they found benefits in 
suffering. One is producing a 
following. People tend to sup- 
port a martyr, the 
psychologists found. 


All this good news for poor, 
struggling, misunderstood, 
kicked around, misused, abus- 
ed, not appreciated and 
mistreated underdogs and 
long-suffering martyrs comes 
from Purdue University in 
West Lafayette, Ind. 


The two research projects 
are the handiwork of Howard 
Weiss, an associate professor 
of psychological sciences, and 
Patrick Knight, an assistant 
professor of industrial 
psychology. Knight has since 
moved to Kansas State Univer- 
sity in Manhattan, Kans. 


The underdog study found 
people low in self-esteem in 
many cases outperform high 
self-esteem people in those 
problem-solving tasks which 
eanuire digging out informa- 
ion. 


Subjects in the problem- 
solving test started with a self- 
esteem inventory test, which 
asked them whether they 
regard the following 
statements as true about 
themselves: 


—I love me more than 
anyone. 

—Ihave a lot of faults. 

—On the whole I feel good 
about myself. 

—I have a lot to be proud 
about. 

—lI have a lot I’m not so good 
at. 


—I feel like hanging my head 
a lot when I’m around people in 
the fast track. 

When the test was checked, 
subjects were sorted into two 
groups: underdogs and high 
self-esteem. 

Then they were put through 
the hoops by the psychologists. 
Weiss gave an example of one. 
He said each subject was given 
a set of three numbers and told 
that ‘‘we had a rule in mind for 
the numbers.’’ They were ask- 
ed to tell us what the rule is. 

Showing how it was done, 
Weiss gave the reporter three 
numbers. ‘‘2,4,6."’ 


‘Self-esteem is 
generally considered

‘‘What’s the rule,” he asked. 
“Consecutive numbers going 
up by two.’’ I said. 


“Oh, you’re a high self- 
esteém person,”’ he said. 

“But the numbers do go up 
by two,’’I said. 

“Yes,” Weiss said. 

“But the test was to tell me 
what rule ‘I’ had in mind, not 
just any rule that might app- 
yi 


“So what was ‘your’ rule?” I 
asked. 


“Three ascending numbers,”’ 
Weiss said. 

“Like 1,2,3?” I asked. 
“That's right,” he said. 
Weiss said the underdogs or 

low self-esteem subjects would 
come back to the experimenter 
three or so times for more in-

Psychologists at Purdue University found that people with low self- 
esteem in many cases perform better than high self-esteen people in 
solving problems requiring information search. 
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forrnation before ‘‘shooting 
frorn the hip” with an answer 
the way the high self esteem 
peoyple did. 


And as a result of getting 
more information, taking more 
time, more often the underdog 
types came up with the correct 
rule. 


“Most organizations con- 
sider high self-esteem or con- 
fidence a very important at- 
tibute,” Weiss said. ‘Much 
research has indicated that in 
tmnany areas high esteem in- 
clividuals are more effective 
}erformers. In this study, 
however, it was found high self- 
esteem individuals were not 
always more effective. 


“These individuals have a 
tendency to gather less in- 
formation when solving a pro- 
lblems — to shoot from the hip 
‘when presenting problem solu- 
tions.”” 


So what’s wrong with that? 

Weiss says that kind of 
behavior can have a negative 
effect — especially in a situa- 
tion in which the initial or most 
obvious solution is not the most 
effective. : 


It also gives off bad vibes if 
the problem solving requires a 
substantial degree of informa- 
ition search, he contends. 


“The low self-esteem persons 
were found to be better than 
their confident counterpart in 
problem solving when the: in- 
formation search was impor- 
tant.” 


So what does it matter, one 
way or the other? 


“Self-esteem 
considered an across-the-board 
important attribute,’’ Weiss 
said, ‘‘but this study showed 
self-esteem to correlate 
negatively with performanice. 
On this particular kind of taisk, 
the higher the self-esteem, the 
poorer the performance.” 

The research project onmar- 
tyrs, meanwhile, showed that 


is generally 
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people who suffer for their 
beliefs are seen as more 
honest, sincere and committed 
than others. 

To history buffs this should 
come as no surprise. Weiss said 
historically persons labeled as 
great leaders often shared the 
common experience of suffer- 
ing for their beliefs. 

Examples he cited included 
Christ, Ghandi, Hitler and 
Moses. 


“Ts it coincidence or does suf- 
fering enhance influence?” 
That was the question the 
psychologists set out to answer. 


In the experiment persons 
were given three versions of a 
fictitious news article regar- 
ding a leader. The first describ- 
ed a leader as having suffered 
for his beliefs. The secor,d, 
showed him to have benefitted 
from his political convicti ors, 
The third article was neutr 911, 


The psychologists sa‘v{ the 
leader who suffered for )7,és con- 
victions (that is, roclss were 
thrown at his horise, his 
children were malig ned) was 
perceived as most cr ‘edible. 

“He was most iv jfluential in 
affecting leader attitudes,” 
Weiss said. 


“The leader who benefitted 
from his beliefs (that is, he 
received favo.rs from other of- 
ficials) was ! perceived in a less 
favorable li’ ght by the readers. 


“Suffer!ng does have an ef- 
fect on thse way people perceive 
leaders ,” Weiss said. 


“Effective leaders take ad- 
vantage of this. They com- 
mu.nicate to their constitutien- 
cies that they are martyrs, 
‘making them more efficient in 
the long run.” 


Weiss said for organizations 
there is a lesson from the mar- 
tyr study. 

He believes a person’s com- 
mitment or attitude toward an 
organization can be influenced 
by a leader's willingness to 
sacrifice for the organization.

Although the figure might seem 
small, the value of the new loca- 
tion is important to RSVP. Since 
many RSVP activities take place 
in the community, the new 
building will house the RSVP of- 
fices and several of the pro- 
grams—the senior energy learn- 
ing lab, and the men’s woodwork- 
ing shop, the non-profit mailing 
group, life time learning & 
various other classes and discus- 
sion groups. And since RSVP will 


share the building with so many 
community-oriented activities, 
the exposure can only make the 
program more visible, and 
therefore more accessible, to the 
community. ‘‘While the old 
building housed administrative 
offices, the new one will be a loca- 
tion for many activities,’’ said 
Barbara Ireland. 

Many communities have closed 
schools because of the declining 
child population. The re-use of 
such facilities is a good example 
of how a community. can review 
its needs and find Ways in which to 
put all its resources to use. 

In much the same way, RSVP. 
seeks to utilize a resource that 
many communities overlook—the 
skills, experience, and vitality of 
senior citizens.

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Letitia Cole came back refreshed” 


CAMBRIDGE — Letitia Cole is 
back. After taking over 10 years 
away from nursing to raise a 
family, the Newton wife and 
mother is now back at work, on a 
bustling medical ward at Mount 
Auburn Hospital in Cambridge. 

“It wasn't an easy decision to 
return to nursing after being 
away for all those years’” admits 
Cole. ‘In fact, it took me about 
three years to get up the nerve to 
do it. I was concerned about not 
being home for my two boys and 
my husband, and worried about 
whether my skills had become 
outdated.” 

Cole discovered she needn't 
have worried about her family. 

“Since I’ve started working, all 
three boys have been terrific. 
They help do the cooking, clean- 
ing, and keep the house running 
smoothly while I'm away.” 

However, Cole’s worries about 
her skills were more legitimate. 
Acute-care nursing, which she 
wanted to resume, is a technical 
and rapidaly changing field, anda 
10-year break can leave one far 
behind. 

“Though I'd kept my registered 
nurse license renewed, and had 
worked on and off as a consultant 
to local public health nurses, I’d 
been away from caring for acute- 
ly ill patients for years. I felt un- 
prepared to return to a large, 
busy hospital.”’ 

Fortunately, just when Cole was 
puzzling over how she might ac- 
quire the training she needed, she 
read about Mount Auburn 
Hospital's newly created ‘Nurse 
Refresher Program.” 

Like many hospitals across the 
nation, Mount Auburn faced the 
possibility of being affected by the 
nursing shortage. In an_in- 
novative move, which has since 
proven quite successful, the 
hospital decided to train 
registered nurses from the ranks 

‘those who, like Cole’ wanted to 
resume their nursing careers. 


Red Cross tips for hot months 


Says Karen Chantemerle, direc- 
tor of nursing staff developnent at 
Mount Auburn Hospital, ‘We 
recognized that many nurses who 
had not been working for some 
time, or had been employed in 
non-acute care facilities, felt defi- 
cient in clinical skills. We created 
this eight-week course, combining 
classroom and clinical instruc- 
tion’ for them. And it works. By 


the end of the first session’ most of ] 


our graduates were confident 
enough to apply for the most 
challenging nursing positions.”” 
For Cole, who now works three 
days a week, the course was in- 


valuable. For a $300 tuition ($250 § 


of which was reimbursed after

Hospital for six months), Cole ac- 
quired the skills and confidence 
needed to keep up with her new, 


demanding job. She attended - 


classes, listened to lectures by ex- 
perts’ participated in simulated 
medical situations, and teamed 
up with a ‘‘preceptor”’ to work one 
shift a week at the hospital. 

Instructor Billie Fernsebner at- 
tributes much of the program's 
success to this preceptor system. 
“Preceptors are nurses on our 
staff who have volunteered to 
work with and help train nurse- 
refresher students. Each is a kind 
of ‘buddy,’ someone there to show 
newcomers the ropes. We find 
that it helps students tremendous- 
ly to have a contact person, one 
who knows them and who won't 
mind if they ask lots of ques- 
tions.” 

“Having a preceptor gave me 
confidence,’’ agrees Cole. 
Another reason Cole cites for ef- 
fectiveness of the nurse-refresher 
course is that it is centered in a 
teaching hospital, where learning 
is encouraged. 

After more than six months on 
the job’ Cole Finds that nursing, 
though demanding and challeng- 
ing, is still for her. In fact, she’s 
enjoying it today as never before.

Her classmates are faring well, 
too—14 of 17 are now working in 
hospitals or health-care facilities. 
The nurse refresher course is 
clearly a success. With a 
reasonable commitment of time 
and money, nurses like Letitia 
Cole are able to resume their 
careers. And hospitals like Mount 
Auburn’ for a moderate expense’ 
increase the pool of experienced, 
well-trained nurses available for 
work. But by far, those who 
benefit the most are the patients. 
“Many of the nurses in this pro- 
gram have raised a family,” ex- 
plains Fernsebner, ‘‘and have 
been nurturing and caring for 
others for years. When they 
return to nursing, they bring with 
them the skills of a darn good 








nurse. And after all, if you've rais- 
ed a family, you know something 
about crisis intervention!”’ 

Both Chantemerle and Fern- 
sebner believe that the more ex- 
perienced nurse has something 
special to offer — older’ a degree 
of patience and understanding 
born of life’s experiences. In fact, 
they feel that many of the nurse 
refresher graduates are better 
nurses now than they were in 
earlier years. Which, of course’ 
means improved patient care. 

Today, as more and more young 
women opt for careers other than 
nursing, hospitals face a 
challenge: how to find good, 
qualified nurses to care for pa- 
tients. One hospital seems to have 
found an answer. 


WASHINGTON — Midsummer heat will soon 
have the nation thinking about ways to keep 
cool. 

C.P. Dail’ Jr., national director of Red Cross 
first aid programs’ says there is a lot that can 
be done to protect ourselves from illness or 
death during these torrid months. 

The best advice, he states, is enrolling in a 
Red Cross first aid class. “It gives a person 
solid grounding in the prevention of, and in first 
aid for’ illness and injury,” he explains. Should 
there be no time for such training, the following 
should be of help: 

Remember that excessive heat can affect the 
body in a variety of ways, which result in 
several conditions referred to as heat stroke, 
heat cramps, or heat exhaustion. 


Heat stroke is a response to heat characteriz- 
ed by extremely high body temperature. The 
skin is red, hot and dry. The pulse is rapid and 
strong, and the person may be unconscious. 
This is an immediate life-threatening problem. 
Therefore, measures to immediately cool the 
body should be taken, such as: get the victim 
out of the sun; undress the victim and sponge 
off the skin with wet, cool towels ,water or rubb- 
ing alcohol); or place person in a tub of cool 
water—not ice water—until temperature is suf- 
ficiently lowered, then dry off. Use fans or air 
conditioners to maintain cooled temperature of 
the body, and be sure NOT to give the victim 
stimulants. You may have to repeat the cooling 
process. 


Heat cramps are muscular pains and cramps 
and are an early sign of approaching heat ex- 
haustion. The muscles of the legs and abdomen 
are likely to be first affected. Give the victim 
sips of salt water, half a glass every 15 minutes,

over a period of about an hour. Exert pressure 
with your hands on the cramped muscles, or 
gently massage them, and use warm applica- 
tions to help relieve the spasm. 

Heat exhaustion is a response to excessive 
temperatures characterized by fatigue, 
weakness and collapse. The skin is white, pale, 
cool and clamy. Victims usually complain of 
great weakness, nausea, and dizziness, and 
perhaps cramps. Get the victim to a shaded, 
cool place. Give the victim sips of salt water as 
above and have him lie down and raise feet 
from 8 td. 12 inches above the level of the head. 
Be sure to loosen clothing. 

Prevention of heat stroke, heat cramps, and 
heat exhaustion is much easier to cope with 
than is the treatment. Therefore, people should 
avoid going into the sun, except for short 
periods of time during the coolest parts of the 
day—early morning and Jate evening. Also, 
avoid exertion while in the sun’ should one have 
to go out. 

For those who must work in the sun, or during 
the heat of the day, or even the elderly, be sure 
to limit all activity and take frequent breaks. It 
is most helpful to sponge bathe at intervals dur- 
ing the day. Be sure to drink plenty of liquids 
(non-alcoholic) and keep to available shade. 

If indoors without air conditioning, use fans 
to circulate the air. Open lots of windows of the 
house or building to pronote air circulation. 

Eat nutritious meals to maintain strength. 
Consult with your doctor if you have special 
health problems or are on a special diet. In- 
crease your water intake.

Festivities mark 
west wing opening 
at Boston museum 


BOSTON — Music by the Cam- 
bridge Brass Ensemble, colorful 
banners stretching from the roof 
to the ground, and a 25-foot 
Chinese dragon to be decorated by 
children and adults, will greet the 
thousands of visitors expected for 
the celebration of the grand open- 
ing of the new west wing on 
Wednesday, July 22, at the 
Museum of Fine Arts. 


Throughout the main museum 
and inside the contemporary West 
Wing, designed by the architect 
I1.M. Pei, visitors will be able to 
take advantage of lectures, con- 
certs, films, demonstrations and 
guided tours. The celebration wil 
culminate in a grand finale, A 
Chinese Lion Dance, the tradi- 
tional Chinese dance to com- 
memorate beginnings and assure 
that good spirits will always 
prevail. 

“Everything has been planned 
to give the public a preview of the 
kind of exhibitions and programs 
they can expect in the future,” 
says Jan Fontein, director of the 
Boston museum. Several pro- 
grams are offered in connection 
with the inaugural exhibition, 
“The Great Bronze Age of China: 
An Exhibition from the People’s 
Republic of China,” which opens 
the Graham Gund Gallery. The 
exhibition includes 105 bronzes, 
jades and terracotta figures from 
approximately 1500 B.C. to second 
century B.C. 


Dance programs, concerts, 
theatrical skits, short gallery 
talks and tours will involve 
visitors both inside and outside 
the museum in the grand opening 
celebration. The international 
spirit of the day will spill into the 
courtyards where visitors can 
participate in traditional Chinese 
and European dances, led by 
members of the East West Dance 
Company and the Evo Nas Dance 
and Music Group. 

Using the collections for in- 
spiration, small groups will play 
music in various galleries while 
members of the Next Move 


Theater perform improvisational 
vignettes. Short talks will be 
given on the collections in the 
galleries by members of the staff, 
while members of the Ladies 
Committee conduct architectural 
tours through the new west wing. 

Demonstrations of various 
crafts such as bronze casting, 
printmaking and Chinese paper 
folding will be held throughout the 
day and evening. 

Beginning with the grand open- 
ing, the entire museum will be 
open Wednesday evenings and the 
west wing will be open Thursday 
and Friday evenings until 10 p.m. 
to better serve the increasing 
numbers of people who now work 
during the day. The expanded 
hours have allowed the museum 
to plan many new programs. 

The new programs will include 
a free Sunday afternoon lecture 
series, called ‘“The Premier Con- 
cert and Lecture Series’”’ beginn- 
ing on Sunday, July 26 at 3 p.m. 
with a lecture, ‘‘The Great Bronze 
Age of China.”” Future speakers 
will include Linda Nochlin and 
H.W. Janson who will discuss 
“Pissarro: The Unexplored Im- 
pressionist’' and ‘‘The Romantics 
to Rodin: French 19th Century 
Sculpture from American Collec- 
tions.” 

These talks are sponsored by a 
grant from the Lowell Institute, 
an organization dedicated to pro- 
viding free public lectures in the 
Boston area. A subscription series 
exploring Asian art, planned for 
Wednesday evenings in the new 
Remis Auditorium, will com- 
mence Sept. 9. 

“The west wing was designed 
not only to house and display 
treasures from all over the world, 
but as a building which, from the 
first moment, invites visitors into 
comfortable and spacious sur- 
roundings,"’ says Ross W. Farrar, 
associate director of the Boston 
museum. “‘We expect more than a 
million visitors each year, and all 
will find exciting exhibitions and 
programs in a setting that 
enhances their enjoyment.”

It means 
combating the tendency in our culture, 
especially for men, to regard the expression of 
pain and the need for emotional support as 
weak. Suppression of such feeling is an invita- 
tion to complicate the mourning process.

Drowning 
treatment 
improving 


BO8TON — According to the National Safety 
Council, last year in the United States 650 


children in the one-to-four-year-old age group 
died from drowning accidents. 


But not all drowning incidents result in death 
or severe injury. According to Robert Crone, 
M.D., director of the Multidisciplinary Inten- 
sive Care Unit (MICU) at The Children’s 
Hospital Medical Center, the chances a child 
will recover following a drowning incident 
“have improved significantly in recent years.”” 
He cites as possible explanations for the im- 
proved statistics an increase in the number of 
people capable of administering car- 
diopulmonary resuscitation (CPR) and the ex- 
istence of highly trained hospital staff and 
technological resources in intensive care units. 


Ten to 12 patients are admitted to the MICU 
at Children's each year for treatment of some 
or all of the possible complications of drowning. 


According to Crone, ‘‘a drowning incident 
causes hypoxic ischemic injury.” Hypoxia is an 
inadequate amount of oxygen, and ischemia 


Rat to inadequate circulation throughout the 
iy. 


“Since all of the body’s organ systems are af- 
fected by oxygen starvation or inadequate cir- 
culation,” says Crone, ‘‘they require intensive 
monitoring and support.” 


The heart, lungs, and circulatory system 
need immediate attention. The patient is at- 
tached to a mechanical] respirator that does the 
work of the lungs. Several monitors are used to 
measure heart function and arterial pressure’ 
and drugs are given to support circulation. 


Close monitoring of pressure within the brain 
is also required. ‘‘After an episode of oxygen 
deprivation, swelling of brain tissue is a 
possibility,’ says Crone, ‘‘And if swelling oc- 
curs’ it may suppress the part of the brain that 
controls breathing — which could result in 
death.” 


In order to monitor pressure within the brain 
caused by swelling, a hole is drilled into the 
skull just above the hairline’ and an. in- 
tracranial bolt is placed in the head. If the 
pressure begins to rise, efforts to lower it can 
begin. These include placing the patient on a 
cooling blanket or administering drugs. 


Though physicians are particularly concern- 
ed about the heart, lungs, and brain after a 
drowning accident, other organ systems are 
also affected. Physician consultants from a 
variety of specialties such as gastroenterology, 
nephrology, and hematology may be involved 
ina patient’s care. 


With so many organ systems being 
monitored, patients are connected to many 
pieces of equipment. Also at each bedside, 
however, is an experienced intensive care 
nurse, who’ according to Crone, ‘‘plays a vital 
role in the child’s care."” 


“The nurse at the bedside must be able to in- 
terpret the information from the monitoring 
equipment and observe changes in the patient’s 
condition,” says Karen Panoc, R.N., one of the 
head nurses in the MICU. ‘And action may be 
required at any time to stabilize the child and to 
prevent further damage."” 


According to Crone’ whether a child will sur- 
vive a drowning incident and survive without 
brain damage “‘depends on several factors: the 
length of time that the child is under water, the 
water temperature — cold water, which causes 
hypothermia, is actually protective because it 
lowers the body’s oxygen requirements — and 
how soon CPR is begun after the child is 
rescued.”

grills candidates 


NEWTON — About 50 citizens 
from the west and northwest side 
of Newton, areas which have ex- 
perienced several elementary 
school consolidations and, more 
recently, a 5-4 vote to close War- 
ren Junior High, turned out for a 
forum with several new can- 
didates for the School Committee 
last week. 

Sponsored by the newly-formed 
West Side Educational Associa- 
tion, a month-old organization 
which partially grew out of the 
fight to keep Warren. open in 
September 1983 instead of 
Bigelow, the meeting with Ward 1 
candidates Jonathan Brant, 
David Wilbourn and Leonard Gen- 
tile (three of the five running for 
the Ward 1 seat left vacant by 
Howard Spergel) and with Marcia 
Mitchell (Ward 5) and James 
Mnookin (Ward 7) was held at a 
home on Bonad Road. 

Mnookin, who briefly addressed 
the crowd, but was unable to stay 
for the question and answer 
period which followed the other 
candidates statements, is running 
unopposed for the seat vacated by 
incumbent Sandra Fleishman. 
Mitchell is also unopposed in her 
bid for the seat left vacant by 
Honora Kaplan! 

Although Diana Temple, one of 
the ten on the WSEA’s steering 
committee, said the group does 
not intend to endorse any one can- 
didate, members of the audience 
asked’ the four candidates, Mit- 
chell, Gentile, Wilbourn and 
Brant, specific and difficult ques- 
tions. 


When asked if they would 
reopen School Committee discus- 
sions with the possibility of rescin- 
ding the June 8 vote to close War- 
ren, only Brant felt it should not 
be reopened. 

“The kind of thing that we need 
is finality,’ Brant, currently a 
professor at the New England 
School of Law in Boston, said and 
added that there are always going 
to be winners and losers in con- 
solidations. 

“I’m a two-time loser,” one 
woman reminded Brant since she 
had experienced the closing of 
Davis as well as the vote on War- 
ren. 

Gentile, who was raised in the 
Auburndale and West Newton 
area and attended Warren and 
what is now Newton North, said, 
“I would be receptive (to recon- 
sider the vote) because I think it is 
part of the process. As part of a, 
new School Committee, I would 
feel that I-have all the right in the, 
world to review a decision made 
by a past School Committee.” 

Wilbourn, who had served as co- 
president with his wife of the 
Cabot PTA, said he would only be 
willing to reconsider the 5-4 deci- 
sion “if there is truely new in- 
formation." 

Mitchell, who attended the ma- 
jority of School Committee 
meetings when the junior high 
issue was discussed, said she 
“would be ready to listen’’ to 
evidence why the issue should be 
reopened. 

Several people also pressed the

Farwell St. condos 
deemed ‘too dense’

NEWTON - Aldermen have put 
plans for a proposed four-story, 
43-unit condominium on Farwell 
Street in Newtonville on hold, call- 
ing the project too dense for the 

site. 


In a meeting at City Hall this 
week, the Land Use Committee 
told Developer Jack Antaramian 
that his request for a change in 
zone from a Residential D District 
to a Business A District was 
“inappropriate.” This change in 
zone would allow for a more in- 
tense use of the site. 

The parcel, which is presently 
used for storage of motor 
vehicles, consists of approximate- 
ly 52,700 sqaure feet. In 1973 a re- 
quest to utilize the site as a park- 
ing lot for school buses was denied 
by the Board of Aldermen. 

However, aldermen told the 
petitioner ‘‘to work down” and 
possibly get the final number 
down to about 26 units. 

Antaramian, who told aldermen 
the lot will cost him $210,000, said 
he could ‘“‘not possibly put in 
underground parking in with 26 
units.” 

“The only way I can do it is with 
31 to 35 units,” he continued. 
“With the low income housing 
(the city requires 10 percent of the 
housing to be low income under ci- 
ty ordinance) I must get 31.” 

In a Public Hearing before the 
committee meeting, Roco 
Sementelli presented a petition on 
the behalf of 84 local residents 
telling aldermen they ‘‘didn’t 
want the building because of its 
density.”” 

“If this gentleman is allowed to 
develop this many units, what is 


to prevent the next petitioner 
from coming in and asking the 
same for the other two vacant lots 
in the area,” asked Sementelli. 

Loreto Cedrone noted that a 
four-story building at the site 
would be a “detriment to our 
children” because of the “blind 
corner” on Farwell Street. 

Cedrone added, however, he 
“would like to see something put 
up in the area because the lot is an 
eyesore.” 

Ed Uhlein from Albermarle 
Realty Trust said the proposal 
was “not in conformity with the 
houses in the area.” 

“At 1,225 square feet per unit, it 
appears to be far too dense,”’ said 
Uhlein. “‘I am requesting that at 
the very least the committee re- 
quires a density of 2,000 square 
feet per unit to retain consistency 
with the area.” 

Dorothy Corsi thought the struc- 
ture would add traffic congestion 
to the area. “With this density, 
we’re going to have a big traffic 
problem.” 

Residents also worried about 
the possibility of an underground 
parking facility causing flooding 
in neighboring homes. Addressing 
the concern, Attorney Peter Harr- 
ington said the petitioner had con- 
sulted engineers and the construc- 
tion of an underground lot ‘“‘would 
not cause flooding problems.”” 

The Planning and Development 
Dept. denied the proposal recom- 
mending a less densely developed 
24-3 story multifamily apartment 
building for the site. The depart- 
ment noted the “proposed apart: 
ment building is considerably 
larger and relates poorly to the 
sinlge-family residences across 
Farwell Street.”

Lightning starts 
house fires here 


NEWTON — Lightning started 
fires in three wood-frame houses 
Saturday night and early Sunday 
that kept firefighters hustling un- 
til after 2. a.m. Sunday. 

The last of the three fires, 
reported at 12:08 a.m. Sunday, 


was in the 20-room Woodward’ 


Estate at 50 Fairlee Rd. 

Two firefighters were treated 
and released from Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital for injuries 
they received fighting one of the 
fires. Several other firefighters 
suffered minor injuries, ac- 
cording to a fire official. The of- 
ficial said that as far as it could be 
determined, no residents were 
home when the fires started. 

When firefighters first arriv- 
ed at the Woodland Estate to in- 
vestigate a report of smoke in the 
area, they saw no fire. But they 
began checking each of the wings 
added to the huge house since the 
original portion was built in the 


18th century and their diligence 
paid off. Fire Dep. Chief Karl 
Meinhart spotted flames inside a 
second floor bedroom. 

The bedroom was destroyed 
and smoke poured throughout the 
house before the fire could be ex- 
tinguished, Meinhart said. 

There also was water damage 
to the first floor, he said. 

Meinhart said the owner, 
Peter Gumpert, was ‘‘very 
lucky.” If Saturday had been a 
clear rather than a rainy night, he 
explained, smoke from the fire 
would have dispersed and not at- 
tracked attention until the fire 
was well underway. 

Meinhard said fire officials 
determined that lightning travel- 
ed through wiring to an electric 
socket in the bedroom, melting an 
electical cord plugged into it. The 
cord short-circuited and sparked, 
causing a mattress against it to

The magic in healing

NEWTON— I am sitting in a 
straightback chair in Yefim 
Shubentsov's office in Brookline, 
staring at a magazine that is prop- 
ped up on his desk about six feet 
away, Because I am nearsighted 
the words on the cover are illegi- 
ble blurs to me without my. 
glasses. 

What Yefim Shubentsov is 
about to demonstrate for me is 
how, by passing his hands over 
my eyes and by applying pressure 
to the back of my head, he will be 
improve my eyesight to the point 
where I will be able to read the 
words on the cover of the 
magazine from the same distance 
and without my glasses. 

Shubentsov slowly passes his 
hands over my open eyes. Work- 
ing on one eye at a time, he mo- 
tions as though he were slowly 
pulling a thread out of my iris, 
over and over again, first the 
right eye, then the left, then the | 
right again. Then he places his 


hand on the back of my head, near 
the crown, and quietly instructs 
me to close my eyes. For about 
two minutes he simultaneously 
places pressure on my head and 
on my eyes, again pulling at the 
imaginary thread, this time from 
the crown of my head. 

After about five minutes, he 
tells me to open my eyes. I look at 
the magazine, which is still prop- 
ped up on his desk. The words are 
still blurry, but this time I can at 
least make out what some of them 
say. I was hoping for something a 
little more dramatic, like 20/20 vi- 
sion, until I remember that this 
was only a demonstration session, 
and that full treatment would take 
one or two sessions of 15 minutes 
each. 

Bioenergy is the official name 
for this method of healing, which 
some say will cure allergies, 
make among other lumps disap- 
pear, and alleviate high blood 
pressure’ things. It is also called 
“laying on of hands” and faith 
healing, even though faith has 
nothing to do with it. According to 


Shubentsov, the people who come 
to his office on Beacon St. in 
Brookline are ardent disbelievers 
in the technique he practices, but 
who have gone there at the in- 
sistence of friends, relatives’ and 
sometimes even their own doc- 
tors. 

Shubentsov, who came to this 
country from his native Russia in 
February, 1980 and settled in 
Waban before his recent move to 
Brookline, tells the story of a 
young boy whose allergies were so 
bad he could not lead a normal 
life. After a few treatments in 
Shubentsov’s office, the boy was 
able to enroll in a ‘normal 
school” and his allergies have not 
returned. 

Then there is the famous 
baseball pitcher, whose name 
Shubentsov will not divulge, who 
came in because he was unable to 
move his right arm. After one 
treatment, his arm was back to 
normal, and he was ready, will- 
ing, and able to play baseball 
again. 

This all sounds too good to be 


true, but there is some amount of 
controversy surrounding the area 
of bioenergy, because nobody, not 
even the people who practice it 
(called ‘‘sensitives” in Russia) is 
able to explain how and why it 
works. 

The theory that is currently be- 
ing accepted is that people have a 
biological energy field which, 
when it comes into contact with 
another person's field, causes cer- 
tain physical transformations to 
take place. Some people have 
fields , or auras, which are much 
stronger than others, and these 
are the people who are able to 
make the most drastic transfor- 
mations occur. 

“If in your arm, something is 
not good, I can feel, and when I 
give energy in this particular 
place, and I heal it,’’ explains 
Shubentsov, who, because his 
knowledge of English is limited’ 
has his secretary, Anna Kitzis, 
translate some of the conversa- 
tion for him.

CAMBRIDGE — Superior Court 
Judge Paul Connolly this week is 
considering new motions made 
Monday by both parties in a suit 
over who will provide Newton's 
ambulance service. 

The case was brought by 12 of 
Newton’s 24 aldermen, led by 
mayoral candidate Ald. Mark 
White, over Mayor Theodore 
Mann's award of a three-year con- 
tract with Chaulk Ambulance, a 
private firm, in lieu of service 
through the Fire Department. 

While still considering a motion 
for a preliminary injunction to 
prevent Mayor Mann from 
dismantling the city-operated ser- 
vice, Judge Connolly took under 
advisement a motion made by the 
aldermen’s lawyer for summary 
judgement in the case and the city 
solicitor’s motion for dismissal. 

City Solicitor Daniel Funk 
argued before Judge Connolly the 
case had no merit and was an at- 
tempt on the part of the aldermen 
to ‘‘come in the back door’’ since 
they ‘‘couldn’t come in the front 
door.” 

Despite a two-thirds vote of the 
Board of Aldermen June ! asking 
the mayor to relent and fund the 
ambulance service in the Fire 
Department budget for several 
months, Mann signed the contract 
with Chaulk Ambulance. 

Richard Goren, attorney for the 
aldermen, has argued previously 


before Judge Connolly that the 
mayor and City Comptroller 
Lawrence Marino ignored a legal 
board order by not appropriating 
$120,000 approved by aldermen to 
temporarily fund the ambulance 
until the dispute could be settled. 

Noting that this is an election 
year and calling the case ‘a 
political lawsuit,’ Funk moved 
for dismissal of the case on 
several grounds. 

Submitting a supplemental 
brief, Funk maintained that the 
statutory history of cases pertain- 
ing to the relationship and powers 
of the mayor and aldermen under- 
went ‘‘sweeping changes” in 1941 
which were ‘‘meant to solidify the 
relationship.” 

“The mayor is the actor; the 
board is the reactor. That is why 
the mayor has the support staff he 
does for making these decisions,” 
Funk said. 

Goren disagreed with Funk's in- 
terpretation of the 1941 amend- 
ments to the law and said that 
although the power to recommend 
appropriations lies with the 
mayor, his failure to make an ap- 
propriation for some particular 
purpose gives the aldermen the 
power under section 33 of Chapter 
44.

NEWTON — The aldermanic 
Land Use Committee was ex- 
pected to continue its discusstion 
of $38 million Druker project 
Tuesday night as part of a succes- 
sion of recent meetings on the 
plans. 

At a meeting last week, com- 
mittee members tended to favor 
city participation in the form of a 
$2.5 million tax-increment bond to 
help the Druker Company finance 
the $38 million revitalization pro- 
ject, with some design changes, 
for Newton Corner. 

Ronald Druker told the commit- 
tee that after 18 months of discus- 
sion and work on the project, 
there were four possibilities 
which the aldermen could con- 
sider. 

Druker said they could accept 
the current plan which includes 
office and commercial space, 
market and subsidized housing 
and two large parking garages, in 
addition to open space for com- 
munity use. Under this proposal, 
the Druker Company of Boston 
has requested that the city put up 
a $2.5 million tax-increment bond. 

If approved by aldermen when 
it goes before the full board 
August 10, the proposal by the 
developers would raze the Gorin 
and Leeder building on 
Washington Street. The new con- 
struction on the site would include 
179 units of subsidized elderly 
housing, 154 market rate units, 
110,000 square feet of office space 


and a parking garage which will 
be partially underground. 

Aldermen could also consider, 
Druker said, a partially redesign- 
ed plan which would still require 
$2.5 million in tax-increment 
financing, but would address 
some of the design concerns ex- 
pressed by aldermen and Newton 
Corner residents. 

Although the second alternative 
would mean increasing the 
heights of the buildings to cut 
costs, Druker said it would afford 
more open space and would place 
the garage further underground. 

A third possibility, Druker con- 
tinued, would be total redesign 
which would eliminate the need of 
$2.5 million in assistance from the 
city by cutting down some of the 
construction costs. 

Druker said he could not be 
specific on what this alternative 
would look like, but explained that 
construction costs would be cut by 
increasing the height of buildings 
and the garage on Pearl Street. 

According to Druker, a final 
possibility would be to build office 
space according to the existing 
zoning. 

Margaret Smith, chairman of 
the Planning and Development 
Board, told the committee, ‘‘One 
thing which this petition offers if 
rental housing, which this com- 
munity needs desperately.”’

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Carpenters strike 
Stalls local work 


NEWTON CENTRE — Job 
walkouts by eastern 
Massachusetts carpenters and 
bricklayers have postponed for at 
least a month the completion of a 
43-unit handicapped-elderly hous- 
ing project on Sumner Street. 


The Newton Community 
Development Foundation 
(NCDF) project, which is being 
subsidized by the Department of 
Housing and Urban Development, 
was slated to open in late August 
according to Executive Director 
Rick Bohn. 


However, since carpenters 
walked out on June 16 following 

“no contract, no work orders,” 
virtually nothing has been done on 
the $2.2 million project. Bohn 
estimated this delay has already 
pushed the completion date back 
to late September. 


Bohn, who addressed the need 
for elderly housing in the city, 
noted, ‘‘Every day we get phone 
calls from people telling us 
they’ve gotten eviction notices 
because of condominium conver- 
sions or they have gotten $100 rent 
increases....everybody is just go- 
ing to have to wait.” 


Bohn said NCDF is only taking 
names of people who are in- 
terested in the units but emphasiz- 
ed that these are “potentially 43 
people who will get housing.” 
Under HUD guidelines, tenants of 
the complex will pay a maximum 
of 25 percent of their income for 
rent. 


can do,’’ he added. The 
carpenters are crucial to the 
whole effort.”’ 


Negotiations between the 
Boston District Council of 
Carpenters and the Building and 
Trades Association of Boston and 
paccern Massachusetts have stall- 
ed. 


Richard Adler, spokesman for 
Associated General Contractors, 
said there has been ‘‘no progress”’ 
between the two sides and no new 
negotiations are scheduled. 


Apparently money is the issue 
between the parties and it ap- 
pears they are still far apart. 
Carpenters, who have been on 
strike since June 14, originally 
wanted a 50 percent two-year in- 
crease of $7.18 an hour to $21.54. 
They have since lowered their 
demands to a 43 percent raise. 


Bricklayers rejected an offer on 
June 16 that would have given 
them a $4.35 raise over two years 
to $18.38 an hour. They are 
demanding a two-year $6.20 pay 
increase. 


“The thing I would really hate 
to see is this thing drag on and 
we're forced into winter construc- 
tion again,” said Bohn. ‘“‘But we 
can’t come anywhere close to 
finishing the building without 
them (carpenters).”’ . 


He said none of the finished 
carpentry work had been done on 
the building and estimated about 
80 percent of the rough carpentry

Senior 
program 
gets grant 


NEWTON CENTRE The 
Newton Health Department has 
been awarded $26,000 from the 
Community Development Depart- 
ment to continue the program 'pro- 
viding counseling services to 
senior citizens. 


The program, which began in 
January, 1979, provides 
assistance to seniors who are 
emotionally experiencing difficult 
times by exploring solutions to 
problems caused by changing 
health’ social, and economic fac- 
tors.

Mutual fire aid 
must for Boston 


An early order of business, as soon as the 
spinoff effects from Proposition 2 12 can be 
sorted out, should be a serious attempt to 
bring Boston back into the mutual fire aid 
system with cities and towns in the 
metropolitan area. 





All that political infighting which in- 
volved the Hub’s City Council and Mayor’ 
White spawned an ordinance forbidding 
outside assistance back in June. Coun- 
cillors, clearly, wanted to make White feel 
the heat, no pun intended, as several 
hundred jobs were knocked out. 


Faced with curtailment problems 
themselves, the 33 communities in the 
Metro Fire District felt they were no 
longer able to carry on the reciprocal 
arrangement and voted to discontinue help 
for Boston in mid-August. 


Even with its complement restored to 
levels of the previous two years before the 
cutback, Boston could not handle its major 
incidents effectively without external 
assistance. Tragic consequences will be 
inevitable with a more tenuous situation. 


Boston Fire Commissioner George 
Paul's assertion that he is “truly 
frightened by the prospect’’ must be 
heeded. 


Mutual aid works two ways within the 
Route 128 perimeter. On multi-alarm 
blazes, outside fire units cover stations as 
the local department copes. In the major 
conflagrations of a general alarm nature 
at any point in the district, direct help 
becomes part of the great battle being 
waged. 


What exists out in the suburbs, in effect, 
is a regional fire protection structure that 
preserves local autonomy in personnel 
control. Whether it would be worthwhile 
to go all the way in regionalization, as has 
been suggested, is a question in view of the 
fae that the setup currently is working 
well. 


Moreover, according to the chairman of 
the Metro District, Chief Edward Reilly of 
Newton, home base for the operation, an 
even more efficient response system is 
being put together for implementation 
once it is certain Boston won't be par- 
ticipating. 


Chief Reilly sees this only as an essential 
alternative, however. He is_ strongly 
urging Boston City Council recon- 
sideration, very much aware that Boston 
will be in crisis without participation and 
the two-way benefits are of the highest 
importance. 


What comes through loud and clear is 
assurance the suburbs can take care of 
themselves reasonably well, but Boston is 
the heavy loser. 


Entire sections of the big city could be 
wiped out, with loss of life, if the void is 
permitted to remain. Commissioner 
Paul’s frequent television appearances 
have alerted the general public. Pressure 
should be kept on intown councillors to 
revoke the ordinance when increased local 
budget aid comes into the picture.

Making it look easy

Tennis is no different from other sports in one 
important way; the professionals make it look so 
easy. The serve and effortless ace, the backhand 
passing shot, volley game. 

Although there was no Connors, no McEnroe, 
no Borg in the draw, the Boston area had an op- 
portunity at the Longwood Cricket Club this past 
weer see some of the best men players in the 
world. 


Statements like that may sound like the pro- 
motion of second-rate players at admittedly 
first-rate prices. But, I can assure you it is no 
hard sell if you understand what goes into the 
moment when John Alexander serves Hans 
Gildemeister of Chile an ace or the mental battle 
which takes place within players’ minds in order 
for Gildemeister to come back after losing the 
first set in his match with Alexander. 


Hopefully, the crowd at Longwood saw through 
the illusion of a seemingly effortless match and 
understood the hard work, the hours of practice, 
and years of devotion to a sport that created the 
mo.nent of a whizzing passing shot or an exciting 
and tense sharply angled crosscourt backhand 
rally. 


Most of us who play the game know that we 
would be lucky to return with any consistency 
the serves of the better professionals at 
Longwood this week or even the serves of the 
budding professionals who competed in the 
qualifying round of the tournament and and lost. 


I began playing tennis at age 9 and competed 
in sanctioned junior tournaments for all of my 
high school years. Based upon that experience, 
the baffling aspect of play on the professional 
circuit is the incredible drive and mental energy 
which keeps these players psyched to win as they 
hop from one tournament to the next. 





Clerc, 22, has defeated Eliot Teltscher,also 22, 
four straight times in their most recent 
meetings. Teltscher won the match the first time 
the two met in 1979, but has managed to win only 
one set from Clerc in their last four meetings. 

Both Teltscher and Clerc can never forget that 
Teltscher has the ability to defeat Clerc. Even 
though Clerc’s recent record against Teltscher 
has been a consistent string of wins, there is 
bound to be anxiety and pressure on both sides of 
the court each time they meet. 

The two finalists in the tournament, Clerc and 
Hans Gildemeister, have also met on numerous 
occasions on clay courts. Again, Clerc lost in a 
tough four-set match the first time he en- 
countered Guildemeister in 1977 at the Davis Cup 
matches. The score was 6-1, 2-6, 6-3, 7-5. Clerc 
has defeated Guildemeister the last two times 
they have met with a pair of three-set decisions. 


How players can continue to ‘‘get psyched” to 
win and deal with the special kind of mental 
pressure basic to their chosen profession is part 
of the fascination for tennis fans. This aspect of 
play at Longwood this week is also obscured 
from those in the audience (or those who did not 
attend because there were fewer big name 
players this year) who are not aware of all that 
goes into making the sport look easy. . 

The pressure increases for the professional 
making a comeback as the result of an injury 
which removed him from competition for awhile. 
Manuel Orantes, who was once ranked number 4 
in the world in 1976 and plummeted to 58th in the 
world in 1980, must now fight his way through 
successive battles against top-seeded players as 
he works to re-establish his position. 

The fine line which the developing profes- 
sionals continually fight to cross is another in- 
spiring aspect of any competition. A player 
which my brother competed against in junior 
tournaments, Tom Cain from Richmond, Va., 
again this year entered the qualifying round of 
the tournament and lost. Last year, another 
player who quickly surpassed the level of junior 
play in my state and region, Rodney Harmon, 
also of Richmond, won his qualifying match and 
faced Jimmy Connors in the second round at 
Longwood. 

Harmon lost 6-0,6-1, but what a thrilling op- 
portunity. 

So, as I sat there in the stands at the Longwood 
Cricket Club, I could not help but marvel at the 
exceptional all-around talent of the players I saw 
compete as well as appreciate the multi-faceted 
“moment” of top-flight world tennis play. 

Hats off to those who understand the special 
feeling and effort which culminates in the 
superior skill and drive of professional atheletes 
in tennis and to Rodney and Tom who aspire to it.

He dared to say no to Bulger

BOSTON (UPI) — “Politics,” 
Shakespeare warned those who 
would use its power for their own 
gain, “‘is a thieves game. Those who 
stay in it long enough are bound to 
be robbed.” 


State Sen. Paul Harold, D- 
Quincy, must be wondering how 
long that takes. 


Two weeks ago, the quiet young 
lawyer tried to buck the system. He 
got a jab in the chest from Senate 
President William Bulger, D- 
Boston, and a threat that money for 
a junior college in Quincy would be 
excised from the state budget. 


Harold’s crime? He had the 
audacity to stand and support 
another senator who was trying to 
persuade the Senate to pass a tem-

porary budget to pay thousands of 
state workers, welfare recipients 
and pensioners during an impasse. 


Bulger didn’t want the temporary 
budget because the Senate was 
jockeying for its version against the 
House. 


But Harold had visited workers at 
a sewage plant in his district who 
weren't getting paid and realized if 
they walked out, the beaches on the 
South Shore might have raw 
sewage dumped on them. 


“T thought we should pay the peo- 
ple,’’ he said. 


Harold said he is discouraged 
that what counts at the Statehouse 
is loyalty to leadership. Decisions 
are made around Bulger's rostrum 
and “‘you don’t know what the hell's 
going on.” 

During the entire budget process, 
senators were kept dangling. There 
were no caucuses, no relaying of in- 
formation. ‘‘We had to catch the 6 


o’clock news to get an inkling of 
what was going on,” he said. 


Harold said Bulger’s threat and 
the exclusion from the process 
bothered him. But the final straw, 
he said, came when he found out 
there weren't any accurate local 
aid figures for his communities. 


So when it came time for the 
budget to be voted upon, a lot of 
senators stood up and made self- 
serving breast beating speeches — 
and promptly voted for it. 


Harold sat still. When his name 
was called, he had an answer to the 
budget and the process. 

“No.” 


Harold, 32, came into the 
Legislature in 1979 with high ideals. 
What he saw were 40 members, 
most of whom were Democratic 
and jumped when the president 
spoke. 


He watched. During a budget 
debate, he remembers a colleague 


standing and defending an ap- 
propration for the state’s milk con- 
trol commission this way: ‘I know 
nothing about the agency, all I 
know is one of my constituents 
works there.” 


And, he remembers, ‘‘with the 
nod of a head, the money was put 
back in.”” 


Several times, he thought of quit- 
ting to protest the system that 
makes the president virtually om- 
nipotent. Bulger has the authority 
to appoint chairmen, who make an 
extra $5,000 a year — and to remove 
them. 


Harold, a lawyer schooled in the 
United States, Italy, and England, 
was named Senate chairman of the 
Local Affairs Committee this year 
“in spite of myself,’’ he laughed. 


He stayed because he thought 
‘“‘you can have some successes.”’ He 
was a leader in the fight against a 
bill to benefit political friends of 


legislators who wanted to compete 
with the Red Cross by buying blood 
from donors. 


He got some money for his 
district. Mostly, he was quiet and to 
most people, seemed almost invisi- 
ble and reluctant to be a 
dragonslayer. 


“I had not been unreasonable,” 
Harold said of his arms-length af- 
fair with leadership. ‘‘But you vote 
with them 100 times and it’s the 
10lst time you don’t they hold 
against you the rest of your 
career." 


Harold, wary now of talking 
because “I don’t want to be perceiv- 
ed as a martyr,’ said he was 
elected to represent 150,000 people 
and not Billy Bulger. ‘I’m glad I 
spoke out,” he said. 


Especially since it was to say no.

Making a smiling Reagan serious

WASHINGTON (UPI) — He’s a smiling presi- 
dent, who aides are trying to portray as being 
more serious. He's not concerned about small 
details, and the usual infighting among officials 
close to the president so far has not touched his 
chief advisers. 

That's the White House, July 1981, six months 
after Ronald Reagan became president. 

Reagan, 70, has bounced back from the March 
30 attempt on his life. He recovered quickly from 
the gunshot wound in the chest, and within a cou- 
ple of weeks was back at work. 

He has been a smiling president; his grin is in- 
fectious. But there are indications aides are try- 
ing to portray a much more serious, con- 
templative chief executive. 

Since he took office, the corridors to the Oval 
Office have been adorned with huge color photos 
showing Reagan on horseback, greeting Prince 
Charles, shaking hands with a child. Always 
smiling. 

In the past few days a new photo is showing up 


— depicting a president wearing spectacies,. 


holding official papers, frowning. Another shows 
him on Air Force One, conferring seriously with 
top aides. 

It appears to be part of a concerted effort to 
show a more serious, presidential Reagan. 

But it is hard for the man not to smile. He has a 
way of putting visitors at ease, telling little 
jokes, passing out the inevitable jellybeans. 

He has begun to show a bit of irritation with his 
scheduling, complaining his aides have him do- 
ing something ‘‘every 15 minutes.” 

He also conceded to a recent visitor that some 
nights he “stares at the ceiling,’’ pondering the 
seemingly insoluble problems of the 20th Cen- 
tury. But he also says he is happy when he sees 
campaign promises and long-term philosophical 
views translated into concrete programs. 

White House chief of staff James Baker en- 
thusiastically told a recent luncheon ‘‘these first 
six months have been good ones — certainly for 
this administration, and I hope, in turn, for the 
country. I know that we would take another six 
just like them." 

The rosy glow that traditionally follows In- 
auguration Day is beginning to wear off. In- 
fighting among aides is visible. But Reagan’s 


“big three” advisers — Baker, counsellor Edwin 
Meese, and deputy chief Michael Deaver — have 
managed to keep their differences — if any — 
private. rs 


Each has staked out his own turf, They 
breakfast together, meet together. They don’t 
compete for Reagan's attention. They all have 

at. 


Aides insist Reagan is involved in all decisions 
reaching the White House, but clearly he does 
not concern himself with nitty-gritty details that 
occupied Jimmy Carter — like who will use the 
White House tennis court. 


Unlike some predecessors, Reagan does not 
glibly rattle off facts and figures. But he rarely 
makes an appearance where he is not prepared. 
For the economic summit in Ottawa, he pored 
over briefing books aud was prepped long hours 
by his Cabinet. 


Reagan has a presidential presence. He does 
not instill fear, but he, wife Nancy and close 
aides have thrown out the Carter blue-jeans look 
in favor of formality and official trappings. 
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Reform the process 


To the Editor: 

Much has already been written 
about the harm done by the state’s 
failure to pay its bills for two 
weeks, but little has been said 
about why that crisis occurred, 

To be sure, the pressures of Pro- 
position 2 and Governor King’s 
failure to face up to fiscal realities 
were major problems, but the 
legislature's budget process is 
equally at fault. 

Year after year, more 
legislative budget power has 
become concentrated in the hands 
of four people, the Speaker of the 
House’ the President of the Senate 
and the two Ways and Means 
chairmen. 

Other members have become 
mere appendages, little more 
than symbols of representative 
democracy. We no longer have 
the power to examine, discuss or 
make decisions. 

A well-meaning but 
authoritarian leadership does 
what it deems best for all of us 
and “for the people.” No matter 
how capable these men may be, it 
makes no sense to give them total 
power over the state’s destiny. 

I think they are wrong pro- 
cedurally and often substantively. 
The flaws in this system and the 
harm it can do were revealed in 
the Senate’s handling of the 
budget. 

When the Senate budget was 
unveiled on June 17, few 
legislators’ including most 
members of the Ways and Means 
Committee’ knew what was in it. 
The 900-page, two-volume docu- 
ment was virtually the sole pro- 
duct of Sen. Chester Atkins, the 
Ways and Means chairman, who 
wrote the budget with the aid of 
his staff over a period of several 
months. 


In addition to the thousands of 
items funding state programs, the 
Senate Ways and Means budget 
contained over 325 outside sec- 
tions. Each of these has the effect 
of creating a new law. 


The subject matter of the 
Senate outside sections covered 
subjects ranging from the court 
system to welfare. In the process, 
three dozen state agencies were to 
be wiped out and major changes 
made in criminal laws, municipal 
fees, medical assistance pro- 
grams, public education and 
scores of other programs. 


The general public and those 
who would be directly effected by 


Two days later’ unwritten rules. 
The Chairman of the Ways and 
Means Committee would answer 
no questions. There would be no 
roll calls on any issues. No 
amendments except those per- 
sonally approved by Sen. Atkins 
or Senate President William 
Bulger would be accepted. 

Both these men are compas- 
sionate, intelligent human beings. 
But neither one is infallible. Their 
budget actually contained many 
flaws such as a $7 million cutback 
in fuel assistance, inadvertent 
reductions in mental health ser- 
vices instead of bureaucrats and a 
decision to make the University of 
Massachusetts a ‘‘second-rate”’ 
institution. 

The dilemma for rank-and-file 
members of the Senate was that 
the budget was presented just 
before the new fiscal year was to 
begin. 

Anyone who voiced objections 
could be accused of blocking the 
orderly process of government in 
Massachusetts. That is why the 
budget was adopted so quickly by 
the full Senate. 


Once the budget passed, it 
became transformed into the 
symbolic product of the entire 
Senate to be defended by all loyal 
“team-players.”” 


Compromise was only accep- 
table if it was initiated by the 
president or the chairman of 
Ways and Means. The decisions 
made by these two leaders were to 
be accepted as the gospel of the 
body. The final local aid distribu- 
tion formula was neither the ver- 
sion of the House or the Senate, 
but more inequitable than either. 


The dilemma for many 
legislators is whether to stay and 
fight or simply leave. Outspoken 
disagreement in the present 
legislative atmosphere could 
almost be considered 
masochistic. 


There is the risk of losing the in- 
stitutional power only the leader- 
ship can award and the more per- 
sonal concern of losing the sup- 
port of one’s colleagues. To some, 


even writing this statement might 


be considered a step toward being 
blackballed. 


Yet’ I feel we must speak out. 
The process must be changed. 
The public must be represented 
by thinking people working in a

Support for Druker 


To the Editor: 

The Druker Company’s pro- 
posal to build housing and office 
space at Newton Corner is this 
neighborhood’s last best chance 
for renewal. 

The inclusion of housing in this 
project benefits this neighborhood 
because it builds in a mutuality of 
interest, enhances the safety of 
this area and mitigates the im- 
pact of traffic. 

In addition, residents of ‘‘the 
Block”’ will be given assistance in 
finding temporary housing and 
the option of moving back. 
Businesses displaced will be 
helped to find new locations. 
Stores in the new buildings will 
serve both residents and the 
neighborhood. 


To build this project the 
developer must have the endorse- 
nent of two-thirds of the Board of 
Aldermen. We hope that the flex- 
ibility and forbearance of both the 
developer and aldermen will 
resolve conflicting interests 
within both the neighborhood and 
the city. 

The desire on the part of some 
near neighbors to have the Pearl 
St. garage retreat from their 
boundaries is difficult to reconcile 
with the neighborhood’s desire for 
open space on Centre St. and 
lower buildings. 


Aldermanic plans to bury the 
Pearl St. garage will have to be 
accommodated with the priority 
of other aldermen to maximize 
the taxes from this development. 
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The League of Women Voters of 
Newton supports all of the Druker 
proposals which would build hous- 
ing on this site. 

We think that the city’s par- 
ticipation in financing the garage 
is appropriate and worthwhile. 
However, we think it unwise to 
make design changes which will 
increase the net cost of construc- 
tion. 

Druker's offer to submit a plan 
which will not require financing 
by the city should be given serious 
consideration because the project 
will be more secure without 
depending on changes in state 
laws or an untried planning pro- 
cess. 


Should this proposal fail, the 
Druker corporation will proceed 
with plans to build an office com- 
plex, which it can do without a 
special permit. Current residents 
then would not have any 
assistance in relocation. 


Such a project would augment 
the daily traffic surge through 
Newton Corner, create a block 
which is empty of people at night, 
and transform the gateway of our 
city into a wall of commercial 
buildings. 

The League urges people who 
are concerned about the need for 
rental housing and a redevelop- 
ment of Newton Corner which will 
enhance the community to com- 
municate their support for this 
project to the aldermen.

Optimisticoutlook for 
child cancer patients 


PITTSFIELD — Children and 
adolescents treated successfully 
for cancer have a relatively op- 
timistic potential for living a nor- 
mal, well-adjusted life as adults, 
but much more can be done to 
help them contend with social and 
psychological issues, such as 
marriage and employment, ac- 
cording to a recent study. 

Social workers attending the re- 
cent national conference of the 
Social Work Oncology Group 
(SWOG), sponsored by the Sidney 
Farber Cancer Institute in 
Boston, were called upon by 
Gerald P. Koocher’ Ph.D., to offer 
both practical and emotional sup- 
port to former childhood cancer 
patients, and adult patients as 
well in adjusting to life after their 
illness has been cured. Koocher , 
is a member of the department of 
psychiatry at the Children’s 
Bospital Medical Center in 
Boston. 

In 1975, Koocher and his col- 
leagues identified 117 former pa- 
tients who had been diagnosed 
prior to age 18, treated at the 
Sidney Farber Cancer Institute, 
and survived at least five years 
following diagnosis. They were in- 
terviewed and studied over four 
and-a-half years by an_ inter- 
disciplinary team including on- 
cologists, social workers and 
psychiatrists, with a goal of ex- 
amining the quality of life and 
coping abilities of children and

adolescents who have been suc- 
cessfully treated for cancer. 

“While our data reflects a 
relatively optimistic potential for 
life during and after cancer treat- 
ment,” Koocher said, ‘‘it also sug- 
gests that more can be done to 
take better care of today’s pa- 
tients.” 

While many patients treated for 
pediatric .cancer have long 
periods of remission, good health 
after diagnosis and initial treat- 
ment, with survival and cure as 
real possibilities, patients and 
families must still contend with 
the long-term uncertainties. Will 
the patient relapse? Will another 
cancer develop? Will the patient 
be able to marry, conceive 
healthy children’ hold a job and 
function with psychological 
stability in the community? These 
concerns should be recognized 
and dealt with right from the 
beginning of treatment, Koocher 
advised. 

Although the invasive nature of 
certain treatments for childhood 
malignancies sometimes leave 
the patient with certain physical 
disabilities, Koocher and his col- 
leagues found that they did not 
significantly contribute to long- 
term psychological adjustment or 
prove a hindrance in the patient’s 
over-all quality of life. They did 
note’ however’ that the more 
marked or visible the physical im- 
pairment was for women sur-

Public-private school collaboration 


BOSTON — ‘At a time when 


events pit public schools against 
private schools’ the emergence of 
collaborative programs between 
public and private sectors in 
education may actually be 
leading to a new trend in educa- 
tion,” said William Dandridge, 
director of academic services at 
the National Association of In- 
dependent Schools (NAIS), in 
Boston, recently. 

Shared goals, shrinking 
budgets, and a desire to learn 
from each other are bringing 
public and private schools 
together — sometimes in unusual 
combinations with businesses and 
public organizations. School per- 
sonnel say it mutually benefits 
them and their students. 

Innovative Programs 


“Some innovative programs 
have been the outgrowth of this 
phenomenon,"’ commented Dan- 
dridge’ whose association en- 
courages cooperation. Several ex- 
amples i}lustrate that. 

The Cities Program’ an urban 
studies program for Washington, 
D.C. public and independent 
school students, allows them to 
learn jointly and first hand how 
Washington-as-a-city functions. 
Students and teachers from 
several independent schools and 
10 junior high schools meet off- 
campus for week-long urban 


studies sessions on_ history, 
geography, government and cur- 
rent events, and for workshops, 
role-playing exercises’ field trips 
and related activities. 

Arlene Joy Gibson, director of 
the program said, ‘‘Because the 
subject matter is of a problem- 
solving nature, every student's 
point of view is equally valuable. 
These are problems that will face 
all of them as adult citizens of 
their city. They learn, through the 
progran, to respect each other's 
backgrounds and points of view. 
And this kind of values teaching is 
terribly important.” 

A curricujum on the Holocaust, 
“Facing History and Ourselves: 
The Holocaust and Human 
Behavior,” written by two junior 
high school teachers in Brookline, 
has been taught successfully at 
two independent schools in 
Massachusetts, Dedham Country 
Day School and the Noble and 
Greenough School, as well as in 
the Brookline public schools. It 
was originally funded by Title IV 
Part C of the federal Elementary 
and Secondary Education Act. _ 

A joint program of the Kinkaid 
School in Houston and the Houston 
public schools’ funded by 
Houston-area engineering firms, 
encourages able students to pur- 
sue math and science. Specifical- 
ly designed to bring more 
engineers from minority 


backgrounds into the par- 
ticipating companies’ the pro- 
gram enrolls 85 percent minority 
students. 

A unique college-preparatory 
independent school, Park Heights 
Street Academy, located in an 
economically depressed area of 
Baltimore, was originally planned 
and funded by the private Park 
Heights Community Corporation 
and the public Department of 
Housing and Community Develop- 
ment. The academically rigorous 
school enrolls able students up to 
21 years old who have not finished 
high school. They complete a four- 
year high school program in three 
years, attending classes 11 mon- 
ths a year, six hours a day. 

Both public and private funders 
hoped to find out if an independent 
school could address local educa- 
tional problems that public 
schools could not. 

A unique feature of the 
academy is its Environmental 
Recycling Center, the second 
largest urban recycling center in 
the United States. Started with a 
grant from the Baltimore Mayor's 
Office of Manpower Resources, 
the center, administrators hope, 
will generate enough income to 
support the academy. 

Another joint program, the Na- 
tional Network of Complementary 
Schools, has been thriving for six 
years. A liaison of 29 public and 


independent schools, the Network 
offers exchange programs for 
students and for teachers, and ar- 
ranges student internships. 
Students and teachers benefit 
from resources, facilities and 
courses at other schools, not 
available in depth at their own. 
Such a sharing of resources 
among schools provide a richness 
of opportunity not otherwise 
possible. 
Programs as Models 


A recurring theme of these 
cooperative ventures is that they 
serve as models for programs in 
other cities. 

Schools as far away as Califor- 
nia, interested in starting their 
own collaborative urban studies 
projects, have requested the 
Cities Program Manual, written 
by its director. Several groups 
have sought information from the 
Kinkaid-Houston Independent 
School District Math/Science In- 
stitute relative to setting up their 
own networks. Irving Hamer, 
head of Park Heights Street 
Academy, is hiring ad- 
ministrative help this fall to give 
him more time to visit cities that 
have requested his advice in 
establishing similar schools and 
programs. 

“There is a lot of interest in 
Park Heights Street Academy as 
a model because of our success 





vivors, the less likely they were to 
be married, while the opposite 
was true for the men. 


Particular areas of concern 
regarding the marriage issue 
were: the future attitudes of both 
patient and spouse with regard to 
commitments of goal planning, 
self-concept and body-image pro- 
blems which might inhibit in- 
timacy and worries about infer- 
tility. “Although many married 
survivors appear to have happy 
and secure lifestyles, less than 
half of the spouses reported that 
the cancer experience had had no 
effect on their marriage,” 
Koocher said. “Clearly ‘ a life- 
threatening illness has an impact 
on the patient and those around 
him/her, even many years after 
the treatment.”’ 


The issue of fertility is one 
which should be addressed by the 
physician as soon as possible with 
discussion encouraged at subse- 
quent follow-up visits to enable 
the patient to understand the op- 
tions available, he added. 


Although the majority of pa- 
tients interviewed had no visible 
physical impairments and no 
substantial physical or medical 
linitations on -their activities, 
some encountered employment 
discrimination based solely on 
their cancer histories upon enter- 
ing the adult working world.

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Nonantum festival attracts thousands

NONANTUM - “It’s better than 
the Fourth of July,’’ screamed a 
young boy as he bounced along the 
Adams Street sidewalk, eyes 
glued to the kaleidoscopic colors 
lighting up the skies above Our 

Lady’s Church, 

The child was only one of the 
stargazers Sunday night as an 
estimated 2,000 celebrants watch- 
ed the fireworks display marking 
the conclusion of the St. Mary of 
Carmen Society celebration. 

The festival finale came at the 
end of the three block candlelight 
procession in which the statue of 


Mary was carried from Hawthorn 
Playground back to the church. 

As an overflow crowd watched 
from car roofs and porch decks 
along the route, the procession 
kept step to the music of the 
Police Auxiliary Band and the 
crakling of firecrakers. 

Earlier Sunday, the society held 
its traditional procession through 
the streets of Nonantum. The 
walk, which ran more than four 
hours, included men and woinen 
in traditional Italian dress, the 
Sons of Italy and Fiore D’Italia 
lodges and the Police drill teams. 

In its 46th year, the festival at- 
tracted an estimated 8,000 people 


over a five-day period including 
more than 3,500 Sunday. Although 
it is considered a neighborhood 
celebration for “the lake,”’ the 
festivities attracted people from 
all over the city as well as from 
outside communities. 

“Tt's the best crowd we've ever 
had,” said Chairman Nunzio 
Leone as he stood shoulder to 
shoulder in the crowd near the 
playground entrance. Leone, 
wearing a red, white and green 
curatore sash, turned to greet a 
little boy and repeated himself, 
“It’s loaded.” 

“This is tremendous,’’ said 
Ralph Erickson as he slipped 


down a spicy Cherrystone. 
Erickson, a graduate of Waltham 
High School, traveled from 
Nashua, N.H. with his family to 
attend the St. Mary of Carmen 
Society festival. 

“T come down here strictly for 
the festival,”’ said Erickson as he 
doled out another $1.25 for three 
Cherrystones. “It’s fantastic."’ 

John Angelucci, owner of the 
booth, said the Sunday crewd was 
the best he has ever seen. ‘I've 
been going to this all my life,’’ he 
smiled as he slit open another 
clam. “I was born on Hawthorn 
Street.”

Boston out 
of mutual 
aid pact 


NEWTON - In an anticipated move, Newton 
Fire Chief Edward Reilly announced last week 
that Newton, along with the 32 communties in 
the Metro Fire District, will terminate mutual 
aid assistance to Boston effective Aug. 14. 

Reilly, chairman of Metro Fire, said the 
move “was made with great reluctance,” ad- 
ding that members of the Metro Fire District 
were “‘forced”’ to vote the action because of 
Boston’s withdrawal from the mutual 
assistance program on June 14. 

Boston was pressed to withdraw from the 
program by ordinance from the Boston City 
Council which forbid the city to go out under 
mutual aid while the department was ‘“‘under- 
manned.” The Boston ‘Fire Department is 
operating with approximately 300 less men 
then they did a year ago, according to Public 
Information Officer Ken Bruynell. 

The program, which is in its 100th year, will 
continue to run without the services of the 
Boston Fire Department. Reilly said a new 
response system working around Boston is be- 
ing developed and will be ready once Boston’s 
participation is officially eliminated. 

In 1980, surrounding communities assisted 
Boston 154 times while Boston aided its 
neighbors 141 times. 

Watertown and Newton, both of which abut 
the city of Boston, might experience greater 
lapse time (upwards to 15 minutes), before a 
member of the Metro Fire District will be able 
to respond to a call that Boston would have 
previously acted upon. 

After meeting with the Policy Committee of 
the Metro Fire District, Reilly said he ‘‘had 
hoped that within a reasonable period of 
time,’’ the Boston City Council would recon- 
sider its position prohibiting mutual aid out of 
Boston. However, since Boston’s withdrawal, 
Reilly said only one city councilor has 
responded to a letter sent to all councilors 
regarding the seriousness of the council’s ac- 
tion. 

“We’re still hoping the Boston City Council 
will reconsider their actions,” said Reilly. 
“The people of Boston and those firefighters 
that will have no back-up are the real losers.” 

Bruynell, who said ‘‘we need mutual aid now 
more than ever, especially with Proposition 
242,” called the loss of back-up assistance ‘“‘a 
very serious situation’’ for Boston. ‘If we have 
a series of fires, we have no where else to 
turn,” he said. 

He added that Boston Fire Commissioner 
George Paul ‘“‘hoped the council would recon- 
sider their vote.” 

“It’s political,’”’ noted Reilly of the City 
Council decision, ‘‘And when you’re involved 
in life safety, you can’t be political.” 

Most of the fire chiefs at Newton Fire 
Department headquarters agreed with Reilly, 
noting Boston was the real loser in the coun- 
cil’s decision to halt mutual aid to surrounding 
communities. 

“The problem is Boston's, not Water- 
town’s,” said Watertown Fire Chief Robert 
O’Reilly. During 1980, Watertown fire ap- 
paratus covered the Union Square area in the 
Allston section of Boston 14 times while Boston 
equipment was required just twice in Water- 
town. 

In 1980, Reilly said Newton equipment went 
into Boston 15 times while Boston apparatus 
was not needed at all in Newton. 


Turnpike 
repaving 
to start 


BOSTON — Work will start soon on pave- 
ment resurfacing on the westbound roadway 
of the Boston Extension of the Massachusetts 
Turnpike between Newton Corner and Rte. I- 
95 in Newton. 

John Driscoll, chairman of the Turnpike 
Authority, said that work on pavement mill- 
ing, repair and alterations to drainage will be 
done maintaining two lanes of traffic during 
off-peak hours. 

Three lanes will be open to traffic after 3:30 
p.m., Driscoll said. 

Paving will be done at night, beginning at 
midnight when one lane of traffic will be open. 
Nightime paving is expected to take place in 
late August.

DEDHAM — A man arrested 
Monday by Wellesley police was 
turned over to the Newton police 
after he entered innocent pleas in 
Dedham District Court to larceny 
charges stemming from at inci- 
dent at a Wellesley music store.

BOSTON (UPI) — For Michele Lanza, one 
of 60 new graduates of the State Police 
Academy, 20 weeks of grueling workouts and 
studying in bed with flashlights in exchange 
for a career as a state trooper was not a bad 
deal. 

“Sometimes the others would literally 
have to push me up the hills during 
workouts,’’ Ms. Lanza said shortly after 
receiving her first assignment at state police 
barracks in Munson. 

“I'd be so tired I couldn’t go on. But they 
gave me _ such incentive, they’re like 
brothers and sisters to me now,”’ said the 25- 
year-old Southboro resident. 

Of 89 candidates who began the training 
program, four women and 56 men finished 
the program. The rest dropped out after fail- 
ing to meet stringent academic and physical 
standards. 

The Massachusetts State Police were 
founded in 1865, with the original intent to 
patrol the Commonwealth’s rural com- 
munities. 

The first class to go through formal train- 
ing graduated from the academy in Fram- 
ingham — then housed in quonset huts 
behind the current building — in 1921. The 
new academy was built in 1970. 

The recruits, who attend the academy 
Monday through Friday and go home on 
weekends, spend two to four hours, in 
classrooms studying criminal law, motor 
vehicle law, first aid, control procedures and 
accident investigation. 

The rest of the time recruits concentrate 
on physical training, including military 
drills, pistol and rifle practice, motorcycle 
and horseback riding, and judo. 

Training and discipline is similar to that 
used in military basic training but tougher, 
said Trooper Raymond Jones of the 
academy staff. 

“That (the military) was a piece of cake. 
I’d go through it 10 times before I’d go 
through this again,” he said. 

The rigid requirements that make the 
academy so tough explain why many can- 
didates choose state police careers over 
local police jobs. 

The academy, one of the oldest in the na- 
tion, ‘‘is very highly respected,” said 
Trooper Thomas Sullivan, 23, of Tewksbury. 
“It’s competitive but they do stress team- 
work there, because you have to work 
together when you’re out on the road.”’ 

“The whole program is set up so you learn 
how to operate under stress and discipline,” 
said Ms. Lanza, who has relatives who are 
police officers, was attracted to the academy 
through her interest in the legal system. She 
worked as a special police officer for her 
hometown police station while taking univer- 
sity courses in legal studies. 

“We were expected to do well in our 
courses — if you flunked a test twice you 
were out — but at the same time we’d be 
physically exhausted. We had lights out at 10 
so there really wasn’t much time to study.”’ 

But, she said with a laugh, the recruits 
found ways around the rules. 


“‘We’d study wih flashlights under the bed 
after we got caught studying in the 
bathrooms. And I had to spend most of my 
free time each weekend studying.”

At one point, after tearing a ligament dur- 
ing a workout, Ms. Lanza was on crutches 
for a few days and had to decide between 
leaving the academy or giving up the crut- 
ches. 

“There was no doubt in my mind what to 
do. I got rid of the crutches,” she said. Ms. 
Lanza said as a woman, she was treated no 
differently by her colleagues or citizens she 
encountered during her work.

“My family and friends were very sup- 
portive once they got used to the idea. I 
remember that my mother would iron my 
khakis, and once during inspection I had to 
show the others what a neat uniform sup- 
posedly looked like. I was hoping they 
wouldn't ask me to demonstrate how to iron 
them because I had no idea.” 

“The discipline prepares you for the 
work,” said Trooper Patricia Driscoll, 22, of 
Chicopee. 

“TI knew what it takes and I’m proud to bea 
trooper,” said Ms. Lanza. ‘And I’m really 
proud I could keep up with the others during 
all the workouts. I had to work very, very 
hard, but it was worth it to me. I'd like to 
stay at least 20 years.” 

After 20 years, troopers are eligible for 
early retirement.

Underdogs and martyrs, re- 
joice. Maybe even find yourself 
a pedestal to perch on. 


Psychologists, in a ‘utility of 
humility” study, found under- 
dogs leading the pack in 
problem-solving requiring in- 
formation searches. 


And when they looked at 
martyrs, they found benefits in 
suffering. One is producing a 
following. People tend to sup- 
port a martyr, the 
psychologists found. 


All this good news for poor, 
struggling, misunderstood, 
kicked around, misused, abus- 
ed, not appreciated and 
mistreated underdogs and 
long-suffering martyrs comes 
from Purdue University in 
West Lafayette, Ind. 

The two research projects 
are the handiwork of Howard 
Weiss, an associate professor 
of psychological sciences, and 
Patrick Knight, an assistant 
professor of industrial 
psychology. Knight has since 
moved to Kansas State Univer- 
sity in Manhattan, Kans. 


The underdog study found 
people low in self-esteem in 
many cases outperform high 
self-esteem people in those 
problem-solving tasks which 
require digging out informa- 
tion. 


Subjects in the problem- 
solving test started with a self- 
esteem inventory test, which 
asked them whether they 
regard the following 
statements as true about 
themselves: 

—I love me more than 
anyone. 

—TI have a lot of faults. 

—On the whole I feel good 
about myself. 

—I have a lot to be proud 
about. 

ee have a lot I’m not so good 
at. 

—I feel like hanging my head 
a lot when I'm around people in 
the fast track. 

When the test was checked, 
subjects were sorted into two 
groups: underdogs and high 
self-esteem. 

Then they were put through 
the hoops by the psychologists. 
Weiss gave an example of one. 
He said each subject was given 
a set of three numbers and told 
that “‘we had a rule in mind for 
the numbers.”’ They were ask- 
ed to tell us what the rule is. 

Showing how it was done, 
Weiss gave the reporter three 
numbers. *'2,4,6.”" 

“‘What’s the rule,” he asked. 

“Consecutive numbers going 
up by two,’’ I suid. 

“Oh, you're a high self- 
esteem person,"’ he said. 

“But the numbers do go up 
by two,’’I said. 

“Yes,” Weiss said.

solving problems requiring information search. 


Weiss said the underdogs or 
low self-esteem subjects would 
come back to the experimenter 
three or so times for more in- 
formation before ‘‘shooting 
from the hip” with an answer 
the way the high self esteem 
people did. 


And as a result of getting 
more information, taking more 
time, more often the underdog 
types came up with the correct 
rule. 

“Most organizations con- 
sider high self-esteem or ccn- 
fidence a very important at- 
tibute,” Weiss said, ‘Much 


research has indicated that in 
many areas high esteem in- 
dividuals are more effective 
performers. In this study, 
however, it was found high self- 
esteem individuals were not 
always more effective. 

“These individuals have a 
tendency to gather less in- 
formation when solving a pro- 
blems — to shoot from the hip 
when presenting problem solu- 
tions.” 

So what's wrong with that? 

Weiss says that kind of 
behavior can have a negative 
effect — especially in a situa- 
tion in which the initial or most

obvious solution is not the most 
effective. 

It also gives off bad vibes if 
the problem solving requires a 
substantial degree of informa- 
tion search, he contends. 


“The low self-esteem persons 

were found to be better than 
their confident counterpart in 
problem solving when the in- 
formation search was impor- 
tant.” 

So what does it matter, one 
way or the other? 

“Self-esteem is generally 
considered an across-the-board 
important attribute,’ Weiss 
said, “but this study showed 
self-esteem to correlate 
negatively with performance. 
On this particular kind of task, 
the higher the self-esteem, the 
poorer the performance." 

The research project on mar- 
tyrs, meanwhile, showed that 
people who suffer for their 
beliefs are seen as more 
honest, sincere and committed 
than others. 

To history buffs this should 
come as no surprise, Weiss said 
historically persons labeled as 
great leaders often shared the 
common experience of suffer- 
ing for their beliefs. 

Examples he cited included 
Christ, Ghandi, Hitler and 
Moses. 

“Is it coincidence or does suf- 
fering enhance influence?” 
That was the question the 
psychologists set out te answer. 


In the experiment persons 
were given three versions of a 
fictitious news article regar- 
ding a leader. The first describ- 
ed a leader as having suffered 
for his beliefs. The second 
showed him to have benefitted 
from his political convictions. 
The third article was neutral. 


The psychologists said the 
leader who suffered for his con- 
victions (that is, rocks were 
thrown at his house, his 
children were maligned) was 
perceived as most credible. 

“He was most influential in 
affecting leader attitudes,’ 
Weiss said. 

“The leader who benefitted 
from his beliefs (that is, he 
received favors from other of- 
ficials) was perceived in a less 
favorable light by the readers, 

“Suffering does have an ef- 
fect on the way people perceive 
leaders,” Weiss said. 


“Effective leaders take ad- 
vantage of this. They com- 
municate to their constitutien- 
cies that they are martyrs, 
making them more efficient in 
the long run.” 


Weiss said for organizations 
there is a lesson from the mar- 
tyr study. 


He believes a person’s com- 
mitment or attitude toward an 
organization can be influenced 
by a leader's willingness to 
sacrifice for the organization.

thousands of roses - in fact, 4000 
roses! Nearly a week before the 
public opening, the Museum of 
Fine’ Arts conducted several 
events for trustees, members, 
honored guests, area cultural 
leaders and neighborhood 
associations.

Pats’ signal callers 
must be injury free

It's a refrain most familiar to 
the loyal Foxboro faithful. 

When Steve Grogan is good, 
he’s very good, one of the best 
passers in the league, But, when 
he’s bad, he's simply atrocious, as 
indicated by the way he played 
against the hapless San Francisco 
49er secondary in the team’s most 
costly and unexpected loss of the 
1980 season. 


The former Kansas State star 
was intercepted six times by one 
of the worst defensive units in the 
league. Yet, there is no denying 
that Grogan, albeit maddeningly 
inconsistent at times, is one of the 
top field generals in the game. 

Witness his explosive per- 
formance through the team’s 6-1 
start last year. During that

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Astros finish fast; look to ‘82 playoffs

It was just about six weeks ago, when his first-year Waltham Astros 
were stumbling and bumbling around with an 04 record, that Manager 
George Viens cooly predicted that even though his team had yet to ex- 
perience even one Stan Musial League triumph, that matters would get 
better. Soon. ; . 

One might have been forgiven for snickering at the time. Even after 
the Astros finally secured that first win with a doubleheader sweep 
over Norfolk County — a team which was hardly a league powerhouse — 
the Astros went right out and lost two more to fall to a porous 2-8 
Things were definitely not getting better. 

But, as you've probably guessed by now, it did all turn around. The 
Astros finished the season at 10-15, including six victories in their last 
seven games and impressive wins over eventual playoff teams such as 
Embassy Trophy (‘‘Our biggest win mainly because they were a rival 
and really the first front-line team we'd beaten''—-Viens), Worcester 
and Watertown 

“I will admit that there were a lot of folks in the league who were sur- 
prised at our performance toward the end," says Viens. “But we had 
played very well all the way through. Even in the early games we lost. 

The actual turning point? Viens says it came immediately following 
a 7-3 loss to Embassy which left the Astros at 2-8. They traveled to 
Worcester on a hot, steamy June afternoon for a doubleheader which 
would eventually stretch to 642 hours. Typically, the Astros took a 9-0 
lead in the first game, fell apart, and lost 6-5. “We were doing that all 
the time early,”’ said George. ‘“‘Once the other team caught up, we 
never would get a clutch hit.” 

But, instead of quitting and losing the second game, the Astros went 
out and edged Worcester, 8-6, in an eight-inning nailbiter. According to 
Viens, the players’ attitudes changed perceptibly afterward. “Tt was 
the first game where we really had all our youngsters playing, he 
says. ‘‘After that they all just seemed to play so much better. 


Confidence is probably the word for it. The Astros didn't have it ear- 
ly. They were facing teams which have had set rosters for five, six, 
seven years. Teams that had won before and knew how to do it again. 
“That was the big difference,’ explained George. “We were a new 
group of kids entirely. I don’t care how talented you are, the teams that 
usually win are the ones who have played together before. They're 
always the ones who stay cool under the pressure and know just what it 
takes to win.” 





Surprisingly the Astros took the opposite route to success this year. 
They won eight of their last 12 games using four players who were 
young enough to still be competing on the Connie Mack League level — 
something which is almost unheard of in Stan Musial ball. ‘I don’t 
think any other team in the league had as many young players,” said 
Viens. ‘‘Our oldest was 24 and he was an exception. We relied mostly on 
youth.”” 


Filling up the two crucial infield positions were Bobby Cappadona at 
shortstop and Mike Oliveri at second base, both 1981 graduates of 
Waltham High. It would be an overstatement to say that they were the 
reason the Astros turned things around, but their play did made a 
definite difference. ‘“‘They were very steady,” said Viens. ‘They 
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weren't awed at all by the level they were playing. They just did their 
job.” 

Cappadona did more than that, battin 7 over eight games to finish 
as the club's second leading hitter. Only Andy Clarke (.379) hit higher. 

With that youth movement, which also included Don McHugh (.327) 
and Bill Cusick, the Astros won their last four games, prompting Viens 
to predict even bigger things for 1982. ‘I'm excited about next year,” 
he said. “I won't say we'll win a league title, but I certainly think we 
should have enough to contend for a playoff spot."” 

Viens expects everyone to return. Thus, back will be lefty Steve 
Clouthier, the former Brandeis hurler who finished with a 4-5 record 
after starting 0-5; Bentley graduate Brian Quirk (3-1); and Mass. Bay 
fireballer Peter Cappadona (1-2, 32 innings pitched). 

Also seeing mound duty will be Clarke (1-2), who is currently at 
Westfield State, and former Newton North star Steve DeBenedetto, a 
grad of Mass. Bay and the Detroit Tiger farm system. DeBenedetto is 
the oldest player on the team and the one that Viens termed an ‘“‘excep- 
tion." He hit .346 this year and had an on-base percentage of more than 
50 percent. 

The remainder of the lineup should be secure with the likes of Joe 
LaSpada (.340), Gary Sementelli (.278, team-leading 22 hits, and no 
strikeouts in 83 at-bats), power-hitting Roy Maclure (three home runs, 
two triples, 13 RBI’s) and third baseman Walter Rooney. 

“Confidence is the main factor in this league,’’ says Viens. ‘‘These 
kids all played well, but they really needed that one year under their 
belts. We should have a very good shot at the playoffs next season.” 

What kind of record would make Viens happy? ‘‘Well, I'd be pleased 
with two halves like our last half of this year. We should have the ability 
todo that.”

‘Explore ‘81° 


NEWTON CENTRE — Often 
the month of August means 
nothing but waiting for school to 
start. However, for a group of 
Newton students, next month will 
provide a unique opportunity to 
pursue such diverse subjects as 
computer languages, filmmaking 
and creative writing. 

Under the direction of Newton 
Community Schools and the Coali- 
tion for Newton Community 
Education, 40 students will attend 
a three week summer program 
entitled ‘Explore 81." Aimed at 
academically gifted and talented 
youth in grades 4-8, the program 
will combine academic, physical 
and social activities. 

A glance at the program's 
brochure indicates a wide variety 
of course electives, including 
thermodynamics, computer 
languages, architecture and 
ceramic sculpture. From this list 
of 12 possible electives, students 
will choose three courses for 
specialized instruction. 

Faculty for the program include 
area graduate students, Newton 
Public School teachers, and topic 
specialists from the Newton area. 
One faculty member is president 
of the Strategic Games Club at 
M.L.T; another is a doctoral can- 
didate at Northeastern University 
who is adapting a college-level 
thermodynamics course for use 
by younger students. 

All students will participate ina 
specialized course entitled 
“Daybreak 81.’ The cornerstone 
of the three week experience, 


the nationally-recognized Out- 
ward Bound program, and will 
concentrate on outdoor problem- 
solving and team-building ac- 
tivities. Led by Newton teacher 
and coach Pat Coleman, 
“Daybreak 81” will be highlighted 
by half-day canoeing and rock- 
climbing. sessions of bicycling’ 

“What we're looking for is 
bright, highly motivated 
students,” explained project coor- 
dinator Bob Malagodi. ‘We want 
youngsters who like to be part of a 
group and like to do serious 
work.”” 

A graphic arts instructor at Day 
Junior Migh, Malagodi noted that 
many of the summer course offer- 
ings were inspired by junior high 
students. ‘‘Filmmaking, 
aerodynamics, and architecture 
are prime examples,” he con- 
tinued. “This year, a group of 
ninth grade students put together 
a lengthy film which turned out to 
be a parody of Star Wars. Another 
student spent a great deal of time 
building a model which restruc- 
tured Newton Corner. These are 
the kinds of students we’d like to 
have as part of the summer pro- 
gram." 

“There has been an excep- 
tionally positive community 
response to this program,” stated 
Joseph Baron, executive director 
of Newton Community Schools. 
“It’s clear that a summer pro- 
gram which provides enjoyable 
and challenging educational op- 
portunities is most welcome in 
Newton.

his, before she became his 


secretary. Her eyesight was very 
poor, but after treatments with 
Shubentsov, she has had to have 
her eyeglasses changed to a 
weaker prescription because of 
the improvement. 

Shubentsov has been a 
bioenergetic consultant for 13 
years, ever since he had to 
undergo a bone graft operation for 
treatment of a tumor which left 
him a cripple.

“Very often, he doesn’t have to 
touch the person, and he seldom 
does, The person doesn't even 
have to know it is happening, he 
can just watch TV if he wants,” 
says Anna. 

He can also tell where a person 
is having internal problems, 
simply by passing his hands over 
the area. By law, however, he 
cannot diagnose a problem, so the 


people who come to him are usual- 
ly the ones who have seen other 
doctors and are unable to receive 
other kinds of treatment. 
Ailments that he will treat are the 
kinds that really cannot be cured 
with normal methods, but can be 
alleviated, such as allergies, poor 
eyesight’ high blood pressure, and 
hemorrhoids.

One patient of his, a Newton 
woman named Estelle Simons, 
calls Shubentsov ‘‘a happening, a 
phenomenon in our city.”

State cracks down 
on absent parents 


BOSTON — The Massachusetts 
Department of Public Welfare, 
Child Support Enforcement Unit’s 
progran to collect payments from 
absent parents was strengthened 
by legislation passed in 1979. This 
resulted in what is now known as 
“Wage Assignment,” 

Under the wage assignment 
program, a District or Probate 
Court judge orders an employer to 
withhold a specific sum of money 
each pay period, forwarding it to 
the party entitled to receive sup- 
port. There are several ad- 
vantages to the program: 

— The need for Welfare Depart- 
ment financial assistance is 
reduced, which in turn reduces 
taxes. 

— Employees will need less 
time off to appear in court to ex- 
plain why payments are not being 
made, 

— Employers can deduct a fee 
of $1 from the employee’s wages 
to cover expenses each time a 
payment is made. 

— Regular payments from an 
absent father (or mother) con-

“Authorities have conferred 
scientific recognition on her and 
her ‘biological force field,’” said 
one story which appeared in the 
New York Times on May, 29, 1980. 

So serious are the Russians 
about this method of treatment 
that an research institute was 
organized, called the Bioelec- 
tronics Laboratory, which is part 
of the Soviet Academy of Science. 

The research group, headed by 
Shubentsov from 1972-80, examin- 
ed methods of bioenergetic 
research.

A person who grows up with a negative self image most likely has 
a poor sense of what his capabilities are. Such a person becomes so 
mired in self-doubt and insecurity that he only manages a glimmer- 
ing of what natural resources he may possess. Such a person 
becomes fearful of new situations and self-conscious and reluctant to 
try new things, generally for fear of failure. 


In so doing he only digs the hole deeper; the more uncomfortable 
he feels, the less able he is to see what capabilities he has. This in 


turn leads to greater reluctance to explore and develop his natural 
talents. 


A good exercise to follow’ particularly for those who harbor a poor 
sense of their own worth, is to take periodic inventory of interests 
and accomplishments. This includes looking at anything you have 
done well, however small it may be. 


It might include recognition of being a good organizer of a party, 
having a good color sense, or being sensitive and perceptive of other 
people’s behavior. When these talents are discovered, they should be 
pursued further to determine the extent of your abilities and how far 
you wish to pursue them. ; 


Included in this assessment should be a review of what you may 
have an interest in but have never done, such as skiing, playing an 
instrument, writing stories or poetry, or starting a business. Once 
these interests are identified, the next step is to be willing to take the 
risk to experiment with new behaviors. Only by doing and experienc- 
ing can you discover what natural resources you have. To not experi- 
ment and try is to deprive yourself of finding out the full dirnensions 
of who you are and what joys you are capable.

The state Supreme Judicial 
Court has ruled that Newton must 
comply with a Department of 
Revenue decision that its value is 
$2.23 billion. 

Attorneys for the city appealed 
to the court to overturn the May 1 
decision by one justice that said 
the city must use the $2.23 billion 
figure, not the $2.97 billion figure 
the city wants to use. 

A property tax base of. $2.97 
billion would allow the city, under 
Proposition 2 1/2, to raise $74 
million in property taxes rather 
than the $63 million permissible 
under the lower valuation. 

To prevent an additional $11 
million cut in the current budget, 
Newton implemented a costly ac- 
celerated revaluation of property, 
which is proceeding ahead of 
schedule. 

Mayor Theodore Mann said the 
decision did not affect the city. 

‘We anticipated this,” he said. 
‘‘We have filed legislation and in- 
tend to revalue. Our city is secure 
in terms of its ability to comply 
with Proposition 2 1/2.” 

Mann added: ‘‘This doesn’t af- 
fect us at all. We are complying 
with the state order that all com- 
munities must revalue.”” 

The legislation the mayor refers 


to is a bill to allow the city to send 
out estimated tax bills before 
revaluation is completed in 
January, and then send bills ad- 
justing for what has already been 
paid. It was earlier estimated the 
tax rate would be $20-$30 per $1000 
of assessed valuation based on full 
value of the property. 

Richard Renehan, a Boston at- 
torney who handled the case 
before the Supreme Judicial 
Court, would not comment on the 
ruling. Rehehan was hired to take 
the case because of his expertise 
and aldermen appropriated 
$25,000 to pay him. 

Renehan had argued that the 
Department of Revenue’s 
“equalized valuation” formula 
was arbitrary and unfair. 

City officials stressed that a re- 
cent sales-ratio analysis con- 
ducted by the Newton Assessing 
Department shows that most of 
the homes in the city are under- 
valued and are at less than 13 per- 
cent of market value. 

Many aldermen were not sur- 
prised by the decision. “It was to 
be expected,’ said Ald. Joseph 
DePasquale. " Nobody expected 
the judges to throw the whole 
state into a turmoil, not just for 
Newton.”

suit tossed out

CAMBRIDGE — Judge Paul 
Connolly has dismissed a com- 
plaint brought by 12 Newton 
aldermen in an attempt to prevent 
a private firm from taking over 
the city-operated emergency am- 
bulance service. 

Judge Connolly ruled that 
Mayor Theodore Mann and City 
Comptroller Lawrence Marino 
did not violate state law by ignor- 
ing a request by aldermen to fund 
the Fire Department operated 
ambulance service for this year. 

Ald. Mark White, a mayoral 
candidate who led the fight to re- 
tain the ambulance service, said 
that he would appeal the decision. 

Mann, who scored a political 
victory with the court decision, 
strongly criticized White for conti- 
nuing the confrontation on the am- 
bulance dispute. White and a host 
of other aldermen contend that 
allowing Chaulk Ambulance of 
Framingham to take over the ser- 
vice is a possible public safety 
risk. 

Mann, however, has contended 
that Chaulk will provide a service 
‘equal or superior’’ to the present 
service at a minimum savings of 
$320,000 to taxpayers. 

Mann claimed the court battle 
with aldermen has cost the city 
more than $100,000. “I think it is 
preposterous to spend the time,

money and effort on this issue 
when many communities in the 
country are doing exactly what 
we are doing...This is a ridiculous 
way to wast money in the age of 
Proposition 2%.” 

In his 11-page decision, Connol- 
ly ruled that Mayor Mann acted 
within his power by contracting 
with a private firm to take over 
the emergency ambulance ser- 
vice, 

In a June 1 vote, aldermen at- 
tempted to force Mann to fund the 
ambulance service for three mon- 
ths by employing a state statute 
designed as a check on mayoral 
power. 

Connolly wrote: ‘‘The mayor 
thus fulfilled his responsibility of 
providing ordinary municipal ser- 
vices; he merely did so for less 
money, and in a different way, 
than the city council would have 
wished: this is not a case where a 
mayor has neglected an area 
completely...”” 

Despite contrary arguments 
from city attorneys, Judge Con- 
nolly did rule that the state statute 
could not be employed even after 
aldermen approved the budget. 

As a result, White stressed that 
the decision was . somewhat 
favorable to the aldermen’s case. 
“We won the battle, but lost the 
war,’’ he declared. ‘The war isn’t 
over yet.”

The craftsman 
and the details

of missing parts, and occasionally 
additions, all of which, in the case 
of antiques’ have to be true in 
detail. —From ‘‘Furniture 
Repairs” by Charles H. Hayward. 


NEWTON UPPPER FALLS - 
There's a lot of romance surroun- 
ding the idea of a person making a 
living at a craft that was com- 
monplace in simpler times. 

Actually using one’s hands to 
make something or to put 
something back together with the 
care and devotion that is so rare 
in these times of automation and 
breakaway merchandise brings to 
mind days of high necked gowns 
and a good, five-cent nickel. 

But even the romance can’t hide 
the fact that there is a basic need 
for many of the crafts that are be- 
ing performed today in cluttered 
shops and basements and even in 
old barns. This is especially true 
of furniture repair because many 
damaged items are simply ir- 
replacable. Unfortunately’ there 
are those who think that some 
pieces of furniture that have been 


gathering dust in the attic for 30 or 
40 years are also irreparable, and 
nothing is done to salvage what 
could be a valuable, or sentimen- 
tal, antique. 

“People should know that if it 
can have been made, it can be 
repaired, owing to the fact that 
wood is a flexible medium’” says 
Stephen Thorp, 34’ a furniture 
repairer whose shop, Specialty 
Furniture Repairs, moved into its 
present location at 301 Elliot St. in 
Newton Upper Falls last 
November. 

Although the shop deals strictly 
with the repair of wooden fur- 
niture, Stephen’s business card 
says that he is also a cabinet 
maker, The professional term us- 
ed to describe someone who does 
his kind of work is joiner, which 
his card defines as “a craftsman 
whose occupation it is to construct 
things by joining pieces of wood; a 
worker in wood who does lighter 
and more ornamental work than 
that of a carpenter; as the con- 
struction of furniture and fittings 
of a house’ ship, etc.” 

“T think that I’m kind of like a 
kid with an alarm clock. I'l! take 
it apart and set the parts all 
around me and try to put it back 
together, But in that case | don't 
think I could get it back 
together,” says Thorp as he 
stands in the middle of his large, 


cluttered shop and surveys the 
dozens of pieces of furniture, all in 
various states of disrepair. 

Working on two pieces of fur- 
niture are Joe and Kathy, Thorp’s 
apprentices. Joe, his long hair 
tied back out of his face’ is work- 
ing by the door on a large wicker 
chair with an intricate woven 
design, and Kathy is busy 
disassembling a wooden arm 
chair at the back of the shop. 
“There are untold numbers of 
people who are hanging onto 
items looking for people like us. 
The demand is sufficient for this 
kind of work. The reason we're so 
busy is because people find us and 
they have broken furniture,” says 
Thorp, who has been in the 
business for four years. 
Sometimes people might give up 
on an old table or chair that once 
belonged to their grandparents 
because there is a piece missing, 
and this is where Thorp and his 
co-workers come the closest to ac- 
tually making furniture instead of 
repairing it. 

Although the fabrication of 
missing furniture parts is a part 
of the repair process itself, and 
therefore considered along the 
same lines as repair work, it is ac- 
tually much more than putting the 
pieces of a broken banister or

DeNucci (D, Newton-Waltham)’ 
house chairman of the Human 
Services and Elderly Affairs 
Committee, announced that 
legislation to assist Vietnam War 
veterans, which he supported and 
which was reported favorably by 
his committee, has been included 
in the new FY 82 budget. 

DeNucci said the new law 
establishes a commission on the 
concerns of Vietnam veterans to 
evaluate governmental programs 
and practices regarding health, 
assistance in education, employ- 
ment, re-employment, retraining, 
rehabilitation and welfare of Viet- 
nam War veterans. 

In addition’ the commission is 
mandated to determine what ad- 
ministrative, educational and 
social assistance is necessary, as 
well as the effect of chemical 
defoliants and herbicides, in- 
cluding Agent Orange may have 
had, or still has on veterans. 

Just as important, DeNucci 
notes, is that the commission is 
directed to determine if benefits 
which Vietnam vets receive are 
equal to that of veterans of other 


Rep. DeNucci stated, “Because 
it was an unpopular war, veterans 
of the Vietnam War were 
discriminated against upon their 
return. They have been excluded 
from much of the assistance the 
federal government provided to 
men returning from World Wars I 
and il and Korea. 

“The majority of those who 
fought in Vietnam came from 
working-class families’ DeNucci 
said. ‘‘They were drafted and put 
their lives on the line for their 
country. Many of these 
youngsters were wounded or 
maimed. Thousands were taken 
right after high school and never 
had the opportunity to accomplish 
what those who did not serve had 
the chance to do. It is time we 
realized that these young men and 
women sacrificed some of their 
best years and have been forgot- 
ten by federal and state govern- 
ments.” 

‘‘T am pleased that

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$400 increase sought for aldermen

NEWTON - The citizens commit- 
tee studying mayoral and alder- 
manic pay this week recommend- 
ed the aldermen get a $400 raise, 

bringing their salaries to $2200. 

The compromise came after 
three members approved of a $600 
raise to $2,400 while two others 
recommended a $200 pay hike to 
$2,000. One member voted for no 
salary increase. 

The seven member committee 
recommended the pay hike 
despite public opposition last 
week at a public hearing. In a 
straw vote at the public hearing, 
residents opposed a pay hike for 
aldermen, who receive $1,800 per 
year, by a 15 to 2 vote. The 20 
residents at the public hearing 
also voted 18-2 against a raise in 
the mayor’s salary, although no 
specific figure was mentioned. 

The committee, which was set 
up under a board order to 
research the possibility of salary 
increases for the mayor and 
aldermen, adjourned before 
discussing mayoral salary Mon- 
day night. It will reconvene today

and should have a draft of its 
recommendation in the hands of 
the City Clerk by Friday. 

Appearing before the commit- 
tee this week, Mayor Theodore 
Mann said the office of mayor has 
not received a salary adjustment 
in four years. ‘I don’t know of any 
people who haven't received an 
adjustment over the past four 
years,” he said. 

According to the city charter, 
the mayor and Board of 
Aldermen’s salaries can only be 
raised for a new term, not during 
a current term. If raises are ap- 
proved, they will take effect in 
January, 1982, after the city elec- 
tions in November. 

Mann, who receives an annual 
salary of $37,500, last received a 
raise in 1978 when the mayoral 
salary was hiked from $27,500 to 
its present level. Aldermen 
received a $600 raise from $1,200 
at this time. 

The mayor prefaced his 
remarks by pointing out he was 
invited to speak before the com- 
mittee and the initiation of the 
discussions ‘‘were by suggestion 
of the aldermen...completely in- 


dependent of the executive 
department.” 

“T would want to make it clear 
I’m not here seeking a salary in- 
crease,” said Mann, who noted he 
was representing the office, not 
himself. 

“T could see where it will get to 
a point in time where only the 
very rich or someone unemployed 
would be able to take this job,” 
said Mann, noting that inflation 
has eroded much of his mayoral 
income. 

He also said that at the present 
salary level, people may shy 
away from the post. 

“In the past four years there 
has been no wage adjustment for 
the executive officer while there 
have been increases for other 
department heads,”’ he added. 

Public Works Commissioner 
Charlie Thomas tops the list of 
eight city hall employees who 
earn over $32,000 with a yearly 
salary of $41,000. City Solicitor 
Daniel Funk at $34,715 is next 
followed by Chief Administrative 
Officer James Hickey and five 
department heads who earn close 
to $33,000. 


Six robbed at gunpoin 


NEWTON — Two men who 
allegedly robbed six residents and 
a Brookline man at gunpoint 
around 10 p.m. Saturday, were ar- 
rested by police only an hour 
later, police said Sunday. 

No serious injuries were 
reported as a result of the rob- 
bery, although one victim alleged- 
ly was struck in the face. Police 
said the suspects did not resist ar- 
rest. 

The two men, scheduled for ar- 
raignment in Newton District 
Court on Monday, are charged 
with armed robbery and the 
unlawful possession of a firearm. 
If convicted of the second charge, 
the suspects face a mandatory 
one-year jail term. 

One suspect is a 20-year-old 
Somerville man. Police do not 
know the address of the other 
suspect, a 21-year-old man. 

Police said the victims were 
gathered behind the Solomon 
Schechter School, 60 Stein Circle, 
when two white men drove up ina 
1973 Plymouth. The driver got out 
of the car wielding what appeared 
to be a sawed-off otgun’ according 
to police. The victims knew the 
driver only as “Frank.” 

The passenger got out of the car 
and with the man named ‘“‘ Frank 
reportedly approached the vic- 
tims and pointed the gun at them. 

After allegedly stealing small 
amounts of money’ the two rob- 
bers warned the victims not to tell 
the police and then drove away. 
The victims phoned police who 
traced the car to a Brighton ad- 
dress. 

When police spotted the car and 
began to approach it, the 
passenger fled down the street, 
but was apprehended after a short

$1,500 diamond bracelet. The two 
men then fled. 

The suspects were described as 
white men, 5 feet 9 inches tall’ and 
with thin builds. One man had 
short black hair and the other had 
light brown hair. A search of the 
area by police proved futile. 

A lone man entered Garb Drug 
at 2090 Commonwealth Avenue 
Saturday at 7 p.m., stole a large 
quantity of barbituates and ran to 
a parked car to escape. No in- 
juries were reported. 

Police searching the area failed 
to find the suspect, but later learn- 
ed that the car used in the robbery 
was stolen from Brighton. 

According to police reports, the 
robber approached the druggist’s 
counter holding an object in a bag, 
possibly a gun, and pointed it at 
an employee.

Sad chapter in journalism 


Death Notice 


The Washington Star, an American newspaper, a 
seeker of truth and aggressive watchdog over 
government activities, died last week in the na- 
tion's capital. It was 128 years old. 

The Star, a champion of justice and one of the 
great institutions in American journalism, was a 
victim of abandonment by the city which she 
kept informed for more than a century. 

Upon receiving the news of the rival paper's 
death, Donald E. Graham, publisher of the 
Washington Post, said: ‘This is a sad day for 
Washington and the newspaper business." 

The paper leaves few survivors.

The death of the Washington Star, which 
ceases publication on Aug. 7, is part of a sad and 
frightening chapter in American journalism. 

The Star is just one of many daily newspapers 
that have been hard pressed financially and forc- 
ed to close up shop in the last decade. 


As the popularity of television in the age of 
cable soars, American newspapers appear to be 
on the decline. This is a trend which should spark 
concern not only in the industry, but from all 
segments of our society. 

The decreasing number of newspapers in large 
metropolitan areas, coupled with the increase in 
media monopolies and chains, represents a 
‘serious threat to the free press, democratic prin- 
ciples, and the First Amendment. 


The concept of a free press, protecting our 


freedoms, means nothing without media com- 
petition and a number of independent media 
voices. 

The greatest strength of the American media 
has always been their diversity. A powerful 
government may successfully pressure one or 
two newspapers or stations, but it can not in- 
timidate them all. 


The American democratic system is based on 
a number of independent voices providing the 
public with broad and different editorial views, 
ideas and information. 


The local community is always the big loser 
when a newspaper locks its doors for good and 
the presses fall silent. More often than not, the 
same is trué when locally owned media outlets 
are purchased by large monopolies or syn- 
dicates. 


In the greater Boston area, the sale of WCVB- 
TV (Channel 5) last week for a record $220 
million to a media conglomerate that already 
reaches nearly one in five Americans represents 
another example of the dangerous centralization 
of media powers in America. 


The Needham based television station, con- 
sidered by many to be the best station in the 
country because of its emphasis on local pro- 
gramming and public affairs, was sold to 
Metromedia. 


America is fast becoming a state in which a 
handful of giant companies control the powerful 
mainstream of the media. 


The statistics, compiled by media critics in re- 


cent years, are more than a little alarming: only 
2.5 percent of the daily newspapers in this coun- 
try have competing daily newspapers; media 
chains control 77 percent of all television stations 
and nearly 70 percent of all daily and Sunday 
papers are published by chains. 


Although WCVB -TV President Robert Bennett 
and Metromedia officials are saying otherwise, 
the sale will probably result in a decline in quali- 
ty local programming and public affairs. 


Besides reducing the number independently 
owned newspapers or stations, media con- 
glomerates often tend to maximize profits by 
editorial cutbacks and have little feel for the 
local area, The emphasis tends to be on the bot- 
tom line - profits not people. 


Why the increasing number of media con- 
glomerates? The reason is very simple - a 
merger more often than not provides a tidy profit 
for both the selling publisher and media baron. 


Money - That’s what it is all about. In the end, 
it was nothing more than the sterile reality of 
numbers on a financial ledger which decided the 
fate of The Washington Star. 

It is hard to believe that with the death of The 
Star, our nation’s capital, the most important 
source of news in the world, is left with only one 
newspaper. 

The reporters and editors of the Washington 
Post may breathe a little easier with the demise 
of The Star, but certainly not the American 
public.

Recruiter lists 


To the Editor: 

I take issue with the very biased article by 
Sarah Clayton in the July 15 Graphic about 
high school lists for recruiters. 

The headline calls S2154 a ‘‘draft bill” and 
the article continues the confusion over the 
very separate issues of making high school 
lists available, Selective Service registration 
and a military draft. S2154 only addresses 
availability of high school lists. 

Unfortunately, some ill-advised school ad- 
ministrators have refused recruiters access to 
H.S. students at career days, have refused 
lists and have even avoided posting of 
material. There are counselors who do not in- 
clude the military as an option with its many 
opportunities for college scholarships and 
skills training. 

Ms. Clayton’s article jumps back and forth 
between the separate issues and unfairly pro- 
motes the anti-draft movements and 
availability of counseling against registration. 
S2154 is a means to help prevent conscription. 

If we are to prevent a return to a draft, if we 
are to attempt a diverse and democratic 
population in the military, if want funding 
spent wisely, and if we want a quality military, 
must make the recruiters more efficient in 
their jobs. One way is to provide them with 
lists of qualified prospects. 


Druker’s plan 


To the Editor: 

On Aug. 10 the Board of Aldermen will be 
voting on a series of petitions submitted by the 
Druker Company that will make it possible for 
that company to build on the 99,000 square feet 
of land north of the Gateway Center in Newton 
Corner a massive and extremely dense hous- 
ing, retail, office and parking complex. 

It would consist of 100,000 square feet of of- 
fice space, 172 elderly housing units’ a 471 stall 
seven-level garage, and about 20,000 square 
feet of retail space and would require $2.5 
million of financing from the city. (A last mo- 
ment alternative proposal by Druker would 
eliminate the city’s need to provide financing 
with a design that would increase the size of 
the garage to 530 spaces, cut the number of 
housing units by 10 percent and increase the 
height of several of the buildings. ) 

Permits for housing construction, including 
an additional 158 units on the eastern side of 
Centre, are expected to be processed under a 
more lenient and convenient ‘‘comprehensive 
permit” procedure. 

Proponents argue that the proposal will 
revitalize the area, bring additional revenue to 
the city’ and help relieve the city’s need for 
housing. With the exception of commercial 
abuttors, proponents generally are those who 
would not be directly affected. 

The effects of the proposal are complex and 
far reaching, and in many cases are the op- 
posite of what one might expect from a cur- 
sory study. Some specifics: 

The great majority of owners and tenants of 
abutting properties are opposed to the project 
because of traffic problems, pollution, lack of 
the aesthetic qualities of the garage, and the 
potential reduction in property values, all 
directly or indirectly resulting from the 
dramatic increase in density that is planned. 

To understand the significance of this level 
of density it is useful to consider what one 
abutting 10,000 square foot residential proper- 
ty might hold were it at the same density as 
the Druker project across the street. On such a 
lot there would be 19 housing units and parking 
for 47 cars and 10,000 square feet of office 
Space and 3319 square feet of retail space! 

One would expect that zoning ordinances 
would protect against such dramatic dif- 
ferences in density between abutting proper- 
ties. They are supposed to. The Newton or- 
dinances state clearly that public garages can 
not be built in Business A and that the max- 
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Those who are concerned about privacy 
should note that the bill provides for students 
to have their names deleted. 

Those concerned with names being matched 
up for Selective Service registration should 
note the other means available such as high 
school year books’ city directories’ voter lists, 
etc., if an effort was really put forth. 

With all due respect to Rep. David Cohen, if 
the quote was accurate, his comment about 
$2154 being a “‘precurser to reinstatement of a 
peacetime draft”’ is utterly ridiculous. 

He is assuming that the Massachusetts 
legislature can usurp or strongly influence the 
Congress of the United States in that direction 
and ignores the fact that this bill is an attempt 
to avoid any necessity for the draft. 

I maintain that S2154 is to help man our 
military services WITHOUT having to 
reinstate a draft. If we are unable to do it with 
volunteers’ there will be great pressure na- 
tionally to to have a draft. Let us promote 
every means possible to resist that pressure. I 
urge each reader to support S2154 and call or 
write vur representatives on this matter.

By some far out inter- 
pretations (that in Newton a public garage is a 
“parking lot” and is not a ‘‘public garage’’) 
and other legal manipulations (a state law that 
says if the 500 square foot limit can be con- 
sidered snob zoning that the Zoning Board of 
Appeals can and must override it) proponents 
expect to overcome these problems. 

Even lower levels will occur unless all of a 
series of planned traffic improvements are 
successfully implemented. The worrysome 
scenario is that, in time, because of the great 
difficulty of exiting from the garage’ strong 
pressures to allow the garage traffic to exit on 
to the residntial streets of the neighborhood 
will be successful. This would be a serious pro- 
blem because of the ten fold higher accident 
rate characteristic of residential traffic. 

Proponents argue that if the petitions are 
denied, Druker can and will, without public 
and aldermanic participation, build what pro- 
ponents see as an undesirable 200,000 square 
feet of office space along with an accessory 
parking garage for about 650 cars. Those 
directly affected (including tenants of the 
Gorin-Leeder properties who would stand to 
lose relocation assistance) generally consider 
that for the city the less dense office building 
proposal is the lessor of two evils. 

Significantly, if some group chooses to con- 
test the stretched legal interpretations that 
are being used to justify this accessory 
garage’ there is a reasonable likelihood that 
the office complex could not be built without 
aldermanic participation, and perhaps not at 
all. 

Citizens of Newton should be concerned. If 
this city becomes known as one where’ under 
the pressures of time and politics, gross viola- 
tions of zoning ordinances are ignored, then we 
will become a haven for high density 
developers. No property will be entirely safe, 
and problems such as those above that are now 
causing such concern to Newton Corner will be 
spread city-wide. 

Progress is important, but it should not be at 
the sacrifice of a minority of abuttors, 
especially when there are zoning ordinances 
that clearly portend protection from these 
types of problems.

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Lights at the pike 


To the Editor: 

I have long since realized that 
the swiftest way to get something 
done in Newton, or to find an 
answer to a problem is either to 
call Mayor Mann’s office or write 
a letter to the Newton Graphic. Or 
do both. 

My present concern is the multi- 
ple traffic lights on both sides of 
the turnpike in Newton Corner. 

As one approaches the east- 
bound entrance (past Hubbard 
Drug), a driver wishing to turn 
right up Washington Street has no 
prior warning that he or she 
should wait and turn only on the 
green-arrow signal. 

In an era of “‘turn right on red,’’ 
this is particularly dangerous for 
those cars attempting to reach the 
pike from Park Street. One small 
belated sign and one small green 
arrow are not sufficient. 

On the north side’ traffic mov- 
ing towards Watertown and the 
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left lane to join the pike also 
shows green for the traffic cross- 
ing over from Watertown and 
Galen Street onto the turnpike. 
Several minor accidents and 
many near misses have occurred 
during the past months. 

Finally ‘ can someone in some 
department somewhere give in- 
structions to someone else to 
remove the sign “‘left turn on ar- 
row only’? at the Galen-Centre- 
Washington crossover? 

It does no good whatever 
(drivers who ignore it merely turn 
and wait for the Washington 
Street light to change), it is hung 
too low for more than the first 
three cars to notice it, and the 
drivers trapped by to those law- 
abiding few become noisily 
frustrated at being stopped for no 
reason. 

If this particular green arrow 
does have some redeeming traffic 
safety quality’ I would appreicate 
westbound turnpike face two un- it if someone would write the 
necessary hazards.

chair spindle back together. It in- 
volves the duplication of that 
piece that is missing, and requires 
skill, patience, and the ability to 
piece together the broken object 
so that an exact duplication is 
possible. 

Perhaps the most stunning ex- 
ample of the kinds of things that 
are possible at Specialty Fur- 
niture Repair is a delicate wooden 
carved piece of fretwork that had 
been attached to the back of a 
chair until a young child pushed 
his hand through it. It came to the 
shop in four pieces’ and looked in 
the photographs, which Thorp 
takes of all of his repair work, as 
though it would never look the 
same again. 

The fretwork was made of three 
thicknesses of wood and in order 
to fix it Thorp made a new ground- 
work and attached the remaining 
pieces to that, a process called 
lamination. 

“This is the kind of repair work 
that I like best because it was a 
real challenge,” says Thorp, as he 
traced the delicate spirals of the 
woodwork with his finger. 

“It was a concept before it was 
a process. I hadn't done anything 
like this before, but the concept 
was how I thought it could be 
salvaged. Now I know that I can 
do it again,’ he says. 

Another repair job that involved 
fabrication came from a 
customer whose home was robb- 
ed, and the thief had taken not on- 
ly her silver, but the drawer that 
it was stored in, 

Using one of the other drawers 
as a model, Thorp constructed a 
duplicate drawer that is ‘‘faithful 
to the original’”’ right down to the 
finish, the design of the knob, and 
the thickness of the wood. 

“The point that I would like to 
make is that this isn’t a 
refinishing shop or a cabinet mak- 
ing shop. We work as repairers,”’ 
emphasized Thorp, as he wove his 
lanky frame through the piles of 
furniture and wood scraps in his 
shop. The task was not made any 
easier by the presence of his one 
year old 105 pound Rottweiler, ap- 
propriately named Joiner. 

“As to making repairs beyond 
the realm of gluing’ that's a whole 
different story. In other words, 
when a lot of people bring 
something in that is broken, they 
bring in all the itsy bitsy pieces 
that fell all over the carpet, which 
is a. step in the right direction’” he 
says. 

“But we are not just a regluing 
factory. When wood is broken, 
because it is a flexible medium, it 
lends itself to being grafted and 
obviously reshaped’” he con- 
tinues. 

Because many of the repairs in- 
volve the replacement of small 
pieces of wood, Thorp keeps a 
large supply of aged wood from 
which he can select any number of 
pieces to do patch work. Using ag- 
ed wood is especially important, 
says Thorp, because new wood 
shrinks over a period of time. 

“The only time we use new 
wood is when shrinkage will not 


Class for

A one-semester pro-

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unduly affect the repair work,’’ he 
says. 

One job that he is almost done 
with is the repairs on a 200-year- 
old prayer stand the bottom cor- 
ners of which had been chewed 
away by a dog. 

The veneer was stripped off of 
the old pieces of wood and attach- 
ed to some aged wood which had 
been carved into the shape of the 
damaged areas. To make the 
finished product look more 
authentic, Thorp made several 
marks on the wood to simulate the 
aging and pulling of old wood. 

The shops also take jobs which 
involve extensive repair work on 
wicker furniture, like the chair 
which needed a new seat as well 
as work on the two arms. A new 
seat was rewoven, which Thorp 
described as “a pretty lengthy 
job.” 

Most of the furniture that is 
taken for repairs at the shop is 
wooden furniture, and Thorp says 
that they do not do work on metal 
furniture and they do not do 
upholstery work, although they 
will reupholster a seat if it is part 
and parcel of the repair job itself. 

Although furniture repair work 
has been a hobby of Thorp’s for a 
number of years, it grew from 
that into an actual profession 
about four years ago. After serv- 
ing for five years in the Army, 
Thorp sold insurance and real 
estate, and when he and his wife 
divorced, he decided that it was 
time for him to make the career 
switch. 


“Under the G.I. Bill, I attended 
a construction class at a com- 
munity college in North Carolina, 
and then became a house framer, 
a finish carpenter, I remodeled 
kitchens, and I was a furniture 
repair apprentice. This all hap- 
pened in a whirlwind time of one 
year. I eventually gravitated to 
doing only furniture because this 
is what I like to do,’’ he says. 


One of the jobs that Thorp has 
taken on since he opened his shop 
has been restoration work on the 
Bigelow House for Channel 2’s 
“This Old House” series. In the 
photographs, Thorp indicates the 
carved newel posts that he made 
for the bannisters. In the shop 
there is a rough copy which is not 
painted white like the finished 
products, but which still shows the 
curved lines and the detail of the 
originals. 


But the kinds of jobs that he 
likes best are the ones that re- 
quire all of the skills that he has 
learned over the years. 


“This corner cabinet is a good 
example of that”, he said, in- 
dicating a sturdy wooden cabinet 
in the window. This job involved 
constructing a base for the 
cabinet to bring it up to its 
original height. 


“For something like this, you 
need a knowledge of construction, 
which we get when we do repairs’ 
as well as the love and the ap- 
preciation to work on a piece and 
to recreate the old molding, the 
finish, and the color. This is a nice 
combination project.”

Although Tannozzini and 
members of the Traffic Commis- 
sion refer to the original petition 
as a PTA petition, Graham said 
this is ‘“‘absolutely inaccurate” 
and ‘‘a way of passing the buck.” 

As the result of complaints by 
abutters of the property and peti- 
tions from the immediate 
neighborhood, the design is now 
going to be modified a second 
time and one resident is skeptical 
that the project is staying within 
budget. 

Noting that construction is be- 
ing done by an outside contractor, 
Peter Stoner, a Park Lane resi- 
dent, said there is ‘no way” the 
project can be staying with its 
$4,000 budget ‘“‘when it had to, be 
altered once and now a second 
time.” 

To placate the neighbors, the 
Traffic Commission voted first to 
move the curbing at two corners 
of the intersection back by seven 
feet. At a meeting last week, the 
commission agreed to move the 
curbing back an additional, but 
supposedly final, five feet. 

The broken blocks of curbing 
which have been pulled back as 
part of the modified design and 
the amount of road which will 
need to be resurfaced has promp- 
ted some angry neighbors to erect 
a cardboard tombstone which 
says: ‘Here lie wasted tax 
dollars.’ 

Calling the project ‘‘a typical 
example of overengineering,” 
Stoner charged, ‘‘They took what 
was at one time a nice, attractive 
intersection and made it look like 
the devil.”” 

“All they really had to do was to 
paint stop lines and crosswalks 
and maybe fill in the one curve 
where the sandbags and a stop 
sign are (the sandbags mark one 
modification agreed upon for the 
extension of the curb at the corner 
of Park Lane and Greenlawn 
Avenue by three feet. ). 

Stoner and his wife, Anne, cir- 
culated two petitions around the 
neighborhood and found that only 
one of the 75 respondents approv- 
ed of the new look. Stoner roughly 
estimates that 65 percent of the 
residents wanted the intersection 
restored to its original design with 
the traffic island. Another thirty 
percent wanted the extended cur- 
bing pulled back. 

“The consensus of the people in 
the neighborhood is that there has 
only been one accident in 38 years 
that people can remember,” 
Stoner said and added that it was 
a two-car accident which did not 
involve any pedestrians and 
resulted in minor injuries. 

“Even the women that initially 
petitioned thought the solution to 
the problem was absurd,’’ he 
quipped. 
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Another neighbor calls the pro- 
ject “a real boondoggle” which 
“nobody wanted.” 

David Tannozzini explained 
that following the original petition 
for the stop signs, the Board of 
Aldermen in March 1979 re- 
quested that a four-way stop be 
erected at the intersection. Tan- 
nozzini also said the Forestry 
Department removed some of the 
hedges from the traffic island. 

According to Tannozzini, the 
signs were put up in March, but 
failed to solve the problem. There 
were three citizen complaints of 
“driver disobedience,’’ Tan- 
nozzini recalled and added that 
monitoring of the area showed ap- 
proximately 33 percent of the 
drivers stopped, another 33 per- 
cent failed to come to a full stop, 
and a ‘good percentage didn’t 
pay, attention to the stop signs at 
all.”’ 

The problem was that the cor- 
ners at this intersection have little 
angle to them and are more like 
swooping curves. Based upon this, 
a traffic planner for the city came 
up with a design which would 
reshape the corners into more of a 
“t” shaped intersection, forcing 
drivers to come to a full stop at 
the ninety degree corners. 

To accomplish this, the curbing 
needed to be extended. Even Judy 
Graham admits that the stop 
signs alone were not solving the 
problem and that ‘‘what they’re 
trying to do now scaled down fur- 
ther is the right idea.” 

After approval by the Traffic 
Commission and the Board of 
Aldermen, the Engineering 
Department took the original 
design for the 29 foot extension at 
two corners out to bid as part of a 
package with Pavao Construc- 
tion, a private firm. Tannozzini 
said the cost of the work at the in- 
tersection on Greenlawn Avenue 
is $4,000 out of the total $61,000 
package for work at four intersec- 
tions. 

Tannozzini stated that the work 
has so far not gone over the $4,000 
budget since money is set aside in 
a contingency account for each 
project. 

He added that the cost of the ad- 
ditional work so far ‘‘is still 
around $400 or $500.’’ 

Both Tannozzini and Paul Giun- 
ta, the city engineer and a 
member of the Traffic Commis- 
sion, feel residents will be more 
satisfied after the work is com- 
pleted and landscaped. 

“What the Traffic Commission 
has done to ameliorate the anxie- 
ty of the neighbors has probably 
been the most logical modifica- 
tion that could be arrived at,” 
Giunta said. ‘‘We’ve tried to make 
it more acceptable while still 
keeping the safety effect intact.”’

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Photo collection rescued b

This is a special story about two 
spectacular efforts that took place 
some 100 years apart. 

It begins with the Howes 
brothers — Alvah, Walter and 
George — who turned to itinerant 
photography in the late 1870s 
when their small dairy farm in 
rural Ashfield, was no longer able 
to support their growing families. 

Photography was something of 
a novelty in those early days, and 
the Howes brothers embraced 
their new career with enthusiasm. 
Alvah was the principal 
photographer, Walter was his 
assistant, and George handled 
what we would today call sales 
and marketing. 

Families and brickyard 
workers, anonymous veterans in 
faded uniforms, kids on goat 
carts, mill hands and the latest in 
tonsorial splendor were all grist 
for their mill as they roamed the 
length and breadth of the Connec- 
ticut River Valley at the turn of 
the century, visiting more than 
150 towns and cities during the 25- 
odd years they practiced their 
trade, 

All who crossed their paths, it 
seems — farmers in Montague, 
bridge builders and foundry 
workers, and the proud pro- 
prietors of Stearns & Archibald in 
Northfield — were photographed 
with extraordinary subtlety and 
perception, and the mountain of 
glass plate negatives they amass- 
ed is one of the great bodies of ear- 
ly photographic work that now ex- 
ists in this country. 

That is where the second part of 
the story comes in. For the 
preservation of the truly 
monumental Howes brothers col- 
lection — containing some 21,000 
plates in all — was as extraor- 
dinary an undertaking as the pic- 
tures themselves, providing all of 
us in the process with a blueprint 
for similar efforts in the decades 
tocOme. 

For more than half a century,

ple crates in the attic of the 
Zachariah Field Tavern in 
Ashfield. Donated in 1963 to the 
Ashfield Historical Society's 
museum’ the collection was to 
become the focus of an intensive 
preservation effort in the 1970s, a 
hundred years after the Howes 
brothers began. 

“The collection survived large- 
ly because it was stored in the 
Tavern’s dry attic, the last place 
where Alvah Howes had _ his 
studio,” says Alan Newman’ the 
director of the Howes Brothers 
Photographic Preservation Pro- 
ject. “The dryness of the attic 
helped prevent the danage caused 
by hunidity which breaks down 
the stability of the gelatin emul- 
sions and creates a_ perfect 
climate for the growth of spores 
and mold. 

“Our first goal was to clean and 
preserve the negatives, and then 
to build a temperature and 


vironment for them to prevent 
future deterioration,” continues 
Newman. ‘We also wanted to 
make all this material available 
to those studying that period to 
time, as well as to the general 
public, so we had the images 
recorded on high quality motion 
picture stock. We also produced a 
set of study prints and used a com- 
puter to catalogue all the informa- 
tion contained in the pictures. For 
instance, if soneone wanted to 
look at a particular architectural 
detail like mansard roofs or at 
bicycles or blacksmith shops, that 
group of images can be located 
quickly.” 

“When we first heard about this 
collection, which, by the way, is 
the largest known glass negative 
archive in America from a single 
studio, the council wanted to take 
a formative role in the effort to 
preserve it,"’ says Anne Hawley, 
executive director of the Mass. 


Humanities, which elected to 
award two “seed” grants to 
stimulate fundraising at the local 
level. 

Then came another grant that 
had to be matched by private con- 
tributions — $25,000 from the Na- 
tional Historical Publications and 
Records Commission. “It was 
very difficult for a small museum’ 
staffed entirely by volunteers, to 
raise that much money’” says 
Newman. “The credit for our suc- 
cess goes to a dedicated core of 
volunteers from the Ashfield 
Historical Society and in par- 
ticular to Carrolle Markle’ who 
spent virtually every night of a 
full year on the telephone, en- 
couraging people to contribute.” 

More than 350 individuals and 
many local businesses were to 
join the roster of donors before the 
project was completed.

The book was only one of the 
results of this undertaking. An ex- 
hibition of 90 prints will tour the 
New England region this year’ ap- 
pearing in Massachusetts in Dart- 
mouth, Worcester, Williamstown 
and Andover before next spring.

In addition’ a grant 
has just been received from the 
National Endowment for the Arts 
to tour the exhibition across the 
nation.

When Zaida P. of Newton was a 
little girl, she lived next door to a 
boy who often was bruised and 
sometimes had broken bones. 
“The child always sported 
physical injuries,’’ she recalls 

“No one made inquiries,” say 
Mrs. P., who asked that her last 
name not be used.

He perience 
as a social worker and a 
volunteer for the Parental Stress 
Line (PSL), a state-wide con 
fidential telephone counseling ser- 
vice for parents, would make her 
suspicious because “his father 
drank a lot.” 

“Probably child abuse is not 
any more prevalent now than it 
was in other days,’’ she says, 
“But people have more access to 
help and thus there is more talk 
about it.”” 

Talking about the stresses of 
parenting with ‘a sympathetic, 
non-judgmental listener ‘takes 
away feelings of absolute 
dispair,”’ she says. ‘It helps the 
caller put things in perspective.” 

The toll-free PSL number, 1-800- 
632-8188, has received more than 
11,000 calls from 250 of the 351 
cities and towns in 
sachusetts. Between October 
1979, when it started, and June 
30,1981, records show that there 
have been 60 calls from Newton, 
14 from Watertown, 39 from 
Waltham, and three from Weston.

“Last summer PSL counselors 
reported double the volume of 
calls. Counselors were convinced 
that in offering immediate sup- 
port to these parents, they helped 
them to avoid more serious crises 
with their children,’’ adds 
Belcher, 

“I'm not surprised,” said Dr. 
Marcia Wright, a psychologist at 
the Beaverbrook Guidance 
Center, Waltham, when told about 
the increased demands upon the 
stress line during hot weather 
“Heat tends to make everyone 
children and parents -- irritable 
Tension escalates tremendously .”’ 

Since Beaverbrook’s cases are 
referred primarily from the 
schools, she says that the agen- 
cy’s case load does not increase in 
summer, but, she continues, 
“there are more complaints from 
parents.” 

“For the families we work with 
we make a huge effort to get 
children to camp for some time 
during the summer. We work very 
hard at that. Camps are as muc!a 
for parents as children,”’ she saysi. 
“Kids who are used to being at 
school all day need some struc:- 
tured time. By the second week of 
vacation, they're already pester- 
ing, ‘Mom, what can I do?’”’ 

The loss of structure during 
school vacations and summer 
months contributes to stress bet- 
ween parents and children in hot 
weather, according to Thomas D. 
Stewart, a psychiatrist and direc- 
tor of the Mental Health Outpa- 
tient Clinic at The Waltham 
Hospital. ‘There is free time that 
parents and children don’t know 
how to handle,” he says. ‘“‘When

The experience of local agen- 
cies seems to substantiate PSL’s 
claim that by offering an im- 
mediate response to parents in 
crisis who wish to remain 
anonymous, the line reaches 
many isolated individuals who ig- 
nore traditional services in their 
community. 


“Everything is confidential,’ 
stresses Zaida. ‘‘We ask for the 
first name, but it doesn’t matter if 
they give us an alias.”’ Volunteers 
only ask for the caller’s area in 
case they have to make a referral. 





“In many families, there is a 
targeted kid,'’ continues Zaida. 
“One who seems to be the 
scapegoat for all anger. It 
becomes a self-fulfilling prophesy 
and that child often becomes 
troublesome.” 


Children abused by parents also 
call, Volunteers have been sur- 
prised at the number of sexual 
abuse calls from high school girls 
victimized by their father, step- 
father or mother's boyfriend.

Astroid machines hook all types

Mark Manzo, 14, of East Ed- 
dington, Me., was just planning to 
sharpen his skills when he plunk- 
ed his first quarter in the 
Asteroids machine one Sunday 
morning in early May. 

He wrapped up the game 29 
hours, 35 minutes and 14,232,200 
points later. 

“I’m dead tired," the youthful 
video shark said after relin- 
quishing the controls, “It was just 
one quarter.” 

Manzo said he had seen a televi- 
sion show about a fellow who 
scored 14 million points in the 
game. He just wanted to beat his 
record for blasting apart rock 
fragments and spaceships with 
laser fire on a video screen. 





“These machines pay the rent 
on the store every month,” said 
Jack Weber, co-owner of a 
neighborhood bar on Chicago's 
North Side. When he and his part- 
ner took over their tavern the only 
form of entertainment, other than 
drinking, was a juke box. 

Despite warnings from their 
chagrined regulars that the 
clientele would drastically 
change, Weber installed two 
game machines — a pinball and 
an Asteroids. 

Now the old timers have 
become as adept at manipulating 
side flippers and dodging in- 
vaders from outer space as the 
newcomers who wander in off the 
street at the sight of the flashing 
lights. 


“There's a guy named George, 
a grad student, who completely 
changed his drinking habits when 
he found out we had an Asteroids 
machine,’’ Weber said. ‘“‘He was 
walking by the bar one night and 
saw it so he came in.” 

Weber said neighborhood 
residents, including some kids 
brought by their parents, come to 
play. Others start at the bar and 
end up playing. 

He said the games weave a spell 
of fascination around the players 
— enticing on two levels of 
competition, 

“There is the person-to-person 
competition where the players bet 
dinner, drinks and money on who 
wins. Then there is competition 
against the machine itself."” 

Asteroids brings the bar about 
$120 weekly, as does the pinball 
machine. 

Weber said there is a problem 
with the video games. Players 
tend to lose interest after the 
game has been around for a while 
because they become familiar 
with all the nuances of the com- 
puter and master the game. 

On the other hand, pinball 
players seem to maintain a cons- 
tant interest in their game, 
regardless of the machine, 
because the game doesn’t really 
change, just the caricature like 
figures and names of the games. 

Weber said people frequently 
bet $10, $15 or $20 — or more simp-

“We in this business are selling 
entertainment, cheap entertain- 
ment,” Calimari said. ‘Many 
people can’t afford tickets to a 
football game or a boxing match, 
but they can afford a quarter for a 
pinball machine. 

“Tts a wholesome way of enter- 
taining oneself for a small amount 
of money.”’ 

Calimari said Bally manufac- 
tures between 100,000 and 120,000 
pinball machines each year. 

The machines cost an estimated 
$2,000 each and retail through 
distributors. Most of the games in 
home use are purchased as used 
commercial games. There is a 
model on sale designed for home 
use, but is of inferior quality. 





In the fast-growing video game 
market, Midway Mfg. is the 
largest company in the world. It is 
a wholly owned subsidiary of Bal- 
ly Mfg. 

The phenomenal ‘Space In- 
vaders"’ game was brought im- 
ported from Japan by Midway. In 
the past two years, Bally made 
and sold more than 60,000 Space 
Invaders machines for a net profit 
of about $18 million. 

The company manufacturers 
about eight new games a year. 
One of the latest is ‘Pac Man” — 
a difficult-to-describe- unless- 


you’ve-played-it game set in a 
maze. Afficianados say it picks up 
where Space Invaders left off. 

“Video has come on real strong 
into its own in the last couple of 
years,’’ Calimari said. ‘The 
reason is the outer space themes. 
Asteroids appealed to younger 
people and really helped the video 
arcade business.”’ 

Video started out almost ex- 
clusively as an arcade game. The 
first game, ‘“‘Pong,’’ was made by 
Nolan Bushnell of Atari. ‘It took 
over like magic” and from that all 
other video games were derived, 
Calimari said. 

“All types of coin operated 
amusement lend itself to the 
masses of people because it is a 
cheap form of entertainment,” he 
said. ‘It offers people a little bit of 
enjoyment to forget about their 
problems.” 

And, best of all for the manufac- 
turers, Calimari said ‘‘the 
economy does not effect our 
business the way it does others.” 

“It was born during the depres- 
sion and flourishes even when 
economy is bad because people 
need an escape,” he said. ‘‘Being 
able to go to your local tavern or 
games parlor and playing pinball 
for a while .., it’s sort of like a 
well-to-do person going to Las 
Vegas. 

“What we're selling is enter- 
tainment, we're in show business. 
The more.entertainment we can 
provide the better off we are.”” 

Video games now split the 
estimated $500 million-a-year

In our society many things achieve greater 
value with age. They include wine, cheese, 
music’ literature, art, and antiques. 


A notable exception is people. We are a 
culture that pursues’ if not worships, youth. 
We place emphasis on physical attractiveness, 
body beautiful’ sports, good figures for 
women, muscles for men. 


These are not inappropriate values. For one 
reason or another all of these interests have 
their place. For many people’ aging is a 
disease. Hide it! Pretend time stands still! 
Dye your hair! Dress like the young people, 
and lie about your age! 


Why are we so afraid of aging? 


It is not easy to face mirtality, but it is a 
reality. To deny the reality postpones the pain 
and anxiety that go with that which is in- 
evitable. 


We have a choice to make. Do we make the 
most out of each life stage or do we live witha 
feeling of deprivation, as some people choose 
to do? Such people can’t wait to grow up. They 
can’t wait to drink, drive, smoke, date, get 
married. Once they run out of goals to seek, 
they turn to mourning lost youth, attrac- 
tiveness, physical prowess. Those who live this 
way define themselves by what they don’t 
have. 


The other option is to enjoy each stage of life 
and make the most of whatever opportunities 
present themselves. The challenge of the 
teenage years is to gain a sense of self and the 
skills for communicating with others. 


The twenties are characterized by the pur- 
suit of an occupation and decisions about hav- 
ing a family. The thirties are a time to develop 
and consolidate the goals of the twenties, 
creating a family and climbing the career lad- 
der. 


By the time we reach the forties, the course 
of our lives begins to take clear shape. For 
many people the end of the forties brings with 
it less interest in the future and increasing at- 
tention to the things in life that have been 
missed along the way. 


The fifties can be a time for maximizing the 
enjoyment of life. It is a period when people 
are likely to have the time, money, health and 
lessened responsibilities that enable them to 
fully pursue recreational and/or vocational 
goals.

It is equally the job of the elder- 
ly; they have to share in the responsibility for 
what is happening. They need to demonstrate, 
to themselves and others just what is possible. 
There are many more options than retirement 
or full employment. There is no faster way to 
mental deterioration than through disuse.

This contry’s helium supply is 
controlled by the U.S. govern- 
ment, Keene revealed. The supply 
is located in Texas, where the 
government allots it to private 
contractors, who in turn re-sell it 
to industry, Because it is on 
government allotment, Keene 
said helium is sometimes more 
expensive than the cost of the 
balloons themselves.

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Helium for latex balloons is 
packed in huge metal cylinders.

Less than one-third of the $7 
billion in stolen property ch as 
jewelry and television sets’ is 
ever recovered, ‘ su according to 
the National Crime Prevention 
Coalition, composed of represen- 
tatives from law enforcement, in- 
surance, government and civic 
groups. 

Not only must citizens take 
steps to prevent crimes from oc- 
curring through better security, 
the coalition states, but they also 
should be fully aware of the finan- 
cial protections and limitations of 
various types of insurance. 

Even tenants and homeowners 
with insurance policies should be 
aware that there are limits to the 
coverage due to theft, unless addi- 
tional insurance has been pur- 
chased. 

Common limitations for theft

losses are $500 in total for stolen 
jewelry and furs and $1,000 for 
sterling silverware’ pewter and 
goldware. 

In purchasing additional theft 
insurance coverage for such 
items, an owner often will need to 
obtain an appraisal for the in- 
sured valuable. 

While most homeowners pur- 
chase insurance protection, less 
than one out of three renters ob- 
tains such coverage, according to 
a recent study by the Insurance 
Information Institute. 

In addition to theft protection, 
package insurance policies for 
homeowners and renters also 
cover property against loss by 
fire, vandalism, malicious 
mischief, windstorm, riot and 
other perils. 

Personal liability coverage is 
provided under homeowners and 
renters package policies in case 
the policyholder is sued by 
another person for their injuries, 
or for damage of their property. 


The cost of a homeowners in- 
surance policy varies by area and 
type of home or premises. The 
policy contains a “Deductible” 
clause, usually $100, which means 
that the policyholder is responsi- 
ble ‘for all losses up to that 
amount. Larger amounts of 
deductibles are available with 
corresponding reductions in 
premium. 


If a consumer would prefer not 
to purchase a homeowners or 
renters package policy, to cover 
many types of losses’ it is possible 
to purchase insurance separately, 
such as just fire insurance or theft 
insurance. 


Consumers also should know 
that the insurance industry 
operates special property in- 
surance plans in many states to 
assure the availability of in- 
surance protection for high-risk 
properties in areas where in- 
surance otherwise might be dif- 
ficult to obtain. 


Residential break-ins rise across nation 


About one-half of the states 
have such plans, commonly 
known as FAIR (Fair Access to 
Insurance Requirements) Plans. 
All FAIR Plans offer fire and ex- 
tended coverage (including van- 
dalism) on residences and com- 
mercial properties, and some also 
offer homeowners or crime in- 
surance coverages as well. 


Federal crime insurance for 
burglary and robbery losses also 
is available in many states. 


Specific information on 
homeowners and tenants in- 
surance policies and costs may be 
obtained from your local in- 
surance agent, broker or com- 
pany representative. The in- 
surance specialists will analyze 
your particular insurance needs 
as the owner of a car, home 
and/or business and provide you 
with advice on suggested 
coverages and information on 
their costs.

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Carpenter has 
tough choice 










Bob Carpenter set for hockey action at National Sports Festival.

SYRACUSE, N.Y. (UPI) — It’s 
a decision he has weighed for six 
weeks, a choice of money, travel 
and notoriety or the undeniably 
enriching experience of collegiate 
jife. 


No American has ever had so 
much at stake so early in life ina 
sport dominated by Canadians at 
all levels. Hockey will be a large 
part of Bobby Carpenter’s life the 
next few years. The question is 
whether it will be his only life. 


The 18-year-old center from 
Peabody, Mass., and St. John’s 
Prep became the highest-picked 
American ever chosen in the NHL 
draft last month when the 
Washigton Capitals selected him 
No. 3 in the first round. Carpenter 
faces the decision of signing with 
the Capitals, for what many feel 
could earn him $500,000 over three 
years, or going to Providence Col- 
lege, the defending ECAC cham- 
pions, on a hockey scholarship. 


“Everything counts, that’s why 
it’s taking me so long,’’ Carpenter 
said Wednesday before the start 
of the National Sports Festival. ‘I 
want to weigh everything. I want 
to make sure I do the right thing, 
what’s right for me. I don’t want 
to have to say four months from 
now I should have done this. 


“Ever since I was a kid it was 
always high school, four years of 
college, then the pros. I never 
thought I'd be faced with this 
choice out of high school. If they 
give me so much money, I’ll have 
to go, but it will have to be an 
awful lot of money. I’l] probably 
make a decision in the next week 
or two.” 


Carpenter has had limited con- 
tact with Washington personnel, 
the bulk of the talks being handled 
by his father Robert, a sergeant 
on the Peabody police force. The 
elder Carpenter met Tuesday and 
Wednesday with Capitals’ of- 
ficials and will inform his son of 
the discussions when he arrives 
here Saturday. 


Carpenter is also being counsel- 
ed by former Bruins’ great Bobby 
Orr and his high school coach Joe 
Yanetti, who also scouts for the 
Winnipeg Jets. 


Those familiar with the situa- 
tion expect Carpenter to go to Pro- 
vidence, but whether he satys 
there is another question. If he 
turns pro, as an underage junior, 
the Capitals would have to keep 
him on the roster the entire

January 22, 1980. He was expelled 
to the industrial city, according to 
Semenov, because of his condem- 
nation of the Soviet invasion of 
Afghanistan 

Yet Semenov, who himself was 
expelled from the Soviet Union 
three years ago, prefers to call his 
stepfather’s expulsion by a dif- 
ferent name - “kidnapping.” 

He steadies a cup of coffee with 
his left hand, the shrinking butt of 
a cigarette with his right. 

“From the point of your law it 
was exactly that,’ he notes, 
“there was no court pro- 
ceedings...it was kind of an ad- 
ministrative punishment.

Semenov recalls an incident in 
the winter of 1979 which involved 
a small group of dissidents, in- 
cluding his wife-to-be, in Pushkin 
Square, Moscow.

Even if they 
don't believe everything they 
read, they finally do get the im- 
pression that something is very 
wrong in the United States,” 

Semenov, however, says “‘it is 
kind of what he expected.”

He 
“just hopes that it won't take too 
long”’ -looking at 18 months as an 
optimistic time frame - before he 
gets to kiss the bride.

Eggs held clue 
to 1982 ‘gypsies’ 


BOSTON (UPI) — The 1981 
gypsy moth season is over for 
most New England 
homeowners. But not for 
Charles Hood. 

Hood, gypsy moth 
specialist with the 
Massachusetts Department 
of Environmental Manage- 
ment's bureau of insect pest 
control, is looking ahead to 
1982. He is not encouraged. 

“T'm not really ina position 
to say if they will be heavy 
next year, but I think they 
will,"’ Hood said. ‘‘We won't 
really have a handle on it un- 
til we survey the egg 
masses.” 

Inspectors will fan out 
around Massachusetts, 
estimating the egg masses 
later this year. Similiar 
teams work in other states. 

Gypsy moths seem to come 
in cycles. New England 
residents can expect the pests 
to return for the next two 
years before abating for an 
undetermined period. 

“Psyching them out is next 
to impossible, I’m sorry to 
say,’’ said Dr. Charles 
Schwalbe, head of the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture’s 
pest laboratory at Bourne. 

For three heartbreaking 
months — May, June and Ju- 
ly — residents watched 
helplessly as furry cater- 
pillars munched leaves, turn- 
ed trees into skeleton-like 
forms, and ruined millions of 
acres of forest. 

Relief came for most dur- 
ing the middle of July when 
the caterpillars turned into 
non-leaf-eating brown moths. 

Before their metamor- 
phosis, the caterpillars had 
destroyed nearly three 
million acres of trees in 
Massachusetts alone, and 
hundreds of thousands of ad- 
ditional acreage in New 
Hampshire, Vermont, Rhode 
Island, Connecticut and 
Maine. 

In Vermont, for example, 
forests and parks officials 
said the gypsy moth infesta- 
tion was the worst ever, ac- 
counting for the defoliation of 
almost 44,000 acres — a6 per- 
cent increase over 1980. 

Connecticut officials 
estimated 650,000 acres were 
defoliated. 

Gypsy moth caterpillars 
have a particularly keen ap- 
petite for the leaves of 
deciduous trees, such as oaks, 
elms, birch and beech. 

Luckily, leafy trees can 
usually withstand the 
ravages of three successive 


caterpillar attacks. Gypsy 
moth caterpillars, however, 
ean nibble some evergreen 
trees to death in one year. 

Hood said officials have no 
exact dollar estimate for the 
damage wreaked by cater- 
pillars. “T'd say it would have 
to be in the millions” just in 
Massachusetts, he said. 

“And how do you figure the 
loss to. a person who has spent 
$75,000 on a house and he 
loses all of his trees?" 

A Boxford woman asked 
the Boston Globe's consumer 
column if the loss of pines and 
hemlocks due to hungry gyp- 
sy moth caterpillars could be 
claimed as a writeoff on 
federal income taxes. The 
answer was no. 

Not only New Englanders 
are worried about this year's 
gypsy moth outbreak and 
the possibility of a recurring 
assault next year, 


The U.S. Agriculture | 


Department, concerned the 
invasion may spread south, 
has ordered inspectors to 
check campers leaving 93 
campsites in the Northeast. 

The checkers search 
vehicles for egg masses at- 
tached to the outside or under 
the body. 

The moths, native to 
Europe, Asia and Africa, 
have been confined primarily 
to New England since 1895, 
the year they escaped from a 
researcher's laboratory in 
Medford, Mass. 

Hood has already been 
besieged by calls from people 
wanting to know what they 
should do to minimize a gypsy 
moth invasion next spring. 
“Not much,” is his reply. 

Anxious residents can hunt 
for the buff-colored egy 
masses, which are about 1 '2- 
inches long and have a velve- 
ty texture. The masses are 
fixed to trees, branches and 
picnic tables where they live 
through the winter until 
caterpillars are hatched in 
the spring. 

But even the most conscien- 
tious egg mass collector has 
little chance of making a dent 


in next year’s gypsy moth | 


population, Hood said. 

“No matter how many egg 
Masses you get, you'll still 
have a good, healthy popula- 
tion of caterpillars,” he said. 

The only effective way to 
combat the problem is to kill 
the caterpillars by spraying 
in the spring, he said. The 
best advice Hood could give 
residents was: ‘‘Start plann- 
ing to spray.” 


Phone rate boost 
sought in Vermont 


MONTPELIER, Vt. (UPI) — 
Vermont telephone users’ 
basic monthly rate would 
jump by about one third if the 
state Public Service Board 
goes along with New England 
Telephone Co.’s temporary 
rate hike request, officials 
said Tuesday. 

Although the company’s 
overall request averages 18 
percent, the effect on the 
most basic monthly bills 
would be 30 to 35 percent, said 
Public Service Department 
spokesman Michael Burak. 

The department opposed 
the hike at a hearing Tuesday 
before the separate rate- 
setting Public Service Board. 

The board must determine 
whether NET’s higher rates 
should go into effect tem- 
porarily while the merits of 
the case are decided, 

The company has rquested 
a permanent 18 percent in- 
crease, and a slightly larger 
temporary rate hike. 

Board Chairwoman Louise 
McCarren said she hopes the 
board can decide the tem- 
porary increase question by 
the end of next week, 


In a second case, the board 
also hopes to decide by next 
week whether Green Moun- 
tain Power .Corp. should be 
granted a temporary rate 
hike. 

Burak also said the NET re- 
quest would ‘‘substantially” 
increase the cost of having a 
new telephone installed in a 
home. 

“There’s a lot at stake 
here,” he said. 

Under Vermont law, a tem- 
porary rate hike is granted if 
a utility is about to go under, 
cannot continue to provide 
service or when a temporary 
hike is in the ‘‘public 
interest.” 

“That public interest stan- 
dard must be applied very 
sparingly,” he said.

DETROIT (UPI) — The recrea- 
tion vehicle industry, devastated 
over the past two years by high in- 
terest rates and gasoline prices, is 
beginning to see solid evidence of 
a sales recovery. 

Firmly believing that the RV 
lifestyle is alive and well and just 
gone temporarily into hiding, in- 
dustry executives have watched 
anxiously for an upturn for the 
past two years. 

In April — the latest month for 
which statistics are available — 
shipments of recreational 
vehicles from manufacturers to 
dealers amounted to approx- 
imately 25,000 units, a 75 percent 
improvement over last year and 
the industry's highest monthly 
total since May of 1979. 

Sales of recreational vehicles — 
ranging from small towable 
trailers to large self-contained 
motor homes — declined more 


than sales of passenger cars. 

The industry contracted from 
526,000 units delivered in 1978 to a 
meager 181,000 last year — a 
dropoff of 66 percent. Member- 
ship in the Recreation Vehicle In- 
dustry Association declined from 
around 500 to just under 300 
manufacturers. 

By contrast, domestic car sales 
declined 29 percent in the same 
period from 9.3 million in 1978 to 
6.6 million in 1980. 

Now, according to David J. 
Humphreys, president and 
general counsel of the association, 
it appears the rebound will be 
much stronger than the small 
gains automakers recently have 
seen in the passenger car market. 

“We had been saying for more 
than a year that there was great 
pent up demand for our product 
and that eventually that demand 
would translate into sales,” he 
said. 


the turnaround at retail RV shows 
last fall and this winter when 
many of those shows broke their 
all-time attendance records."” 

Shipments of RVs in the first 
four months of 1981 are about 29 
percent higher than last year. 
There have been predictions 
overall 1981 shipments will exceed 
last year by 30 percent. 

Humphreys said consumers 
who have put off buying an RV un- 
tilinterest rates or gasoline prices 
decline “just can’t wait any 
longer,”’ In addition, they've 
learned to adjust their strained 
budgets for purchases they con- 
sider important, he said. 

“And most of the 6 million RV 
families in this country consider 
RVing a very important part of 
their lifestyle,” he said. 

The industry also is optimistic 
that energy worries won't be as 
severe a drag on sales as in the 
past. 


stabilized and the attitide of our 
federal government about energy 
use for recreational purposes has 
improved dramatically,"” Hum- 
phreys said. 

“Because of that and the fact 
that our industry is continuing to 
make solid improvements in the 
fuel efficiency of our vehicles, we 
feel very optimistic that energy 
will not be a deterrent to RV sales 
in the future,”’ 

Humphreys said much faith is 
being placed in the Reagan ad- 
ministration’s economic policies. 
Sales of recreational vehicles 
should improve further if the 
federal budget and tax cuts work 
to reduce inflation and interest 
rates, he said. 

But budget-cutting is a two- 
edged sword for RV_ users, 
threatening the maintenance and 
availability of government-owned 
Campsites and other recreational 
facilities, Humphreys said.
